HOUSE OF DELEGATES, &c: 



GENERAL ASSEMBL Y of the Commontcealth of Virginia^ begun and held at the Capitol^ in 
the City of Richmond^ on Monday^ the seventh day of December , eighteen hundred and thirty-Jive, 
and in the sixtieth year of the Commonwealth. 

A majority of the members elected to the house of delegates having appeared and been qualified according^ 
to law : 

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, Resolved, That George Wythe Munford be appointed clerk to this house. 

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, the house then proceeded to the election of a speaker ; whereupon, he 
nominated Linn Banks, esq., the delegate from the county of Madison, and the names of the members being called 
by the clerk, the vote was, for Mr. Banks 121 ; for Fleming B. Miller 3 ; for George W. Wilson 1.

And Mr. Hale of Franklin, voted for George W. Wilson. — 1. 

Whereupon, Linn Banks, esq. was declared duly elected speaker, and being conducted to the chair by Messrs. 
Garland of Amherst and Wilson of Cumberland, returned from thence his acknowledgments to the house. 

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, Resolved, That Samuel Jordan Winston be elected sergeant at arms. 

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, (the same having been amended on motion of Mr. Sherrard,) Resolved^ 
That John Stubblefield, Thomas Davis and Robert Bradley, be elected doorkeepers to this house. 

On motion of Mr. Brown of Petersburg, Resolved, That editors of newspapers in the city of Richmond be 
admitted to seats within the bar of the house, for the purpose of reporting the proceedings thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, Resolved, That the several rules and regulations prescribed for the 
government of the house of delegates at its last session, be adopted for the government of the present session, 

THE SAID RULES AND REGULATIONS ARE THE FOLLOWING : 

1. No member shall absent himself from the service of the house, without leave, unless he be sick, and unable 
to attend. 

2. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the house, he shall rise from his seat^ 
and without advancing, shall, with due respect, address " Mr. Speaker," confining himself strictly to the point in 
debate, avoiding all indecent and disrespectful languas^e. 

3. When any member rises and addresses the chair, the speaker shall recognize him by his name ; but no mem* 
ber shall designate another by name. 

4. No member shall speak more than ttoice in the same debate, without leave* 
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6. A question being once determined, must stand as the judgment of the house, and cannot during the same 
session, be drawn again into debate. 

6. While the speaker is reporting or putting a question, none shall entertain private discourse, read, stand up, 
walk into, out of, or across the house. 

7. No member shall vote on any question, in the event of which he is immediately and personally interested ; 
nor in any other case where he was not present when the question was put by the speaker or chairman in any com- 
mittee. 

8. Every member who shall be in the house when any question is put, shall, on a decision, be counted on one 
side or the other. 

9. A majority of delegates shall be necessary to proceed to business ; and every question shall be determined 
according to the vote of a majority of the members present, except where the constitution otherwise provides ; any 
smaller number, together With the speaker, shall be sufficient to adjourn ; twenty may call a house, send for absen- 
tees, and make any order for their censure or discharge. 

10. When the house rises, every member shall remain in his seat until the speaker passes him. • 

11. On a call of the house, the doors shall not be closed against any member until his name sh^ll have been 
once enrolled. 

12. When any member shall continue in his seat two days after having obtained leave of absence, such leave 
shall be regarded as revoked. It shall be the special duty of the clerk, to enter on the journal, every leave of ab- 
sence, and to disallow the pay of the member for the time during which he was absent. 

13. Any member, sustained by seven others, shall have a right, before the question is put, to demand the ayes and 
noes on the decision of any question ; and on such occasions, the names of the members shall be called over by the 
clerk, and the ayes and noes respectively entered on the journal, and the question decided as a majority shall there- 
upon appear. After the ayes and noes shall have been taJken, and before they are counted, or entered on the journal, 
the clerk shall read over the names of those who voted in the affirmative, and of those who voted in the negative, at 
which time any member shall have the right to correct any mistake committed in enrolling his name. 

14. No business shall be introduced, or considered after 12 o'clock, until the orders of the day be disposed of, 
except messages from the senate or executive. Among the orders of the day, those which are general in their na- 
ture, shall have precedence over such as are private or local. 

15. The speaker may call any member to the chair, who shall exercise its functions for the time ; but no mem- 
ber, by virtue of such appointment, shall preside for a longer time than one day. 

16. The speaker shall set apart convenient seats for the use of the members of the senate and executive, and 
of the jud^ of the superior courts of this commonwealth and of the United States, and of such other persons as 
he may invite within the bar of the house. 

17. All bills or other business shall be dispatched in the order in which they are introduced, unless the house 
shall direct otherwise m particular cases. 

18. The clerk shall not permit any records or papers to be taken from the table, or out of his possession ; but 
he may deliver to a member, any bills depending before the house, on taking his receipt for the same. 

19. The journal of the house shall be drawn up by the clerk, on each day, and after being examined by the 
speaker, shall be printed and delivered without delay. 

20. The clerk shall publish with the laws, all resolutions of a general nature, annex marginal notes to each 
law or resolution, and subjoin an index to the whole. 

21. The clerks of the senate and house of delegates, may interchange messages at such time between the hour 
of adjournment, and that of meeting on the following day, as that the said messages may be read immediately after 
the orders of the day. 

22. It shall be the duty of the clerk to make an alphabetical schedule of the petitions presented during the ses- 
sion, with a short analysis of each, for the information of succeeding legislatures. 

23. No petition of a private nature having been once rejected, shall be acted on a second time, unless it be sup- 
ported by new evidence ; nor shall any such petition, after a third disallowance, be again acted on. The several 
clerks of committees shall keep alphabetical lists of all such petitions, specifying the sessions at which they were 
presented, and the determination of the house thereon ; and shall deliver the original petitions to the clerk of the 
house, to be preserved in his office. 

24. No petition or memorial shall b« received, praying for the division of a coimty or parish, changing the 
place of holding any court, or other local matter, unless the purport of such petition or memorial, shall have been 
fixed up at the court-house door of the county where such alteration is proposed, at two diflferent courts, and shall 
have remained there one day during the sitting of each court, and at least one month shall have passed after the 
holding of the last court, and before the petition or memorial is presented. And no petition or memorial shall be re- 
ceived, or bill brought in for establishing or discontinuing ferries, nor for any other purpose aflTecting private rights, 
or property, unless the parties interested shall have had one month's notice. And if they be not known to the peti- 
tioner or memorialist, the purport of the petition, memorial or bill, shall be set up at the court-house in the manner 
before directed, and also three times inserted in some newspaper in the state most convenient for conveying the in- 
tended information, one month before offering or moving the same. 

25. No petition shall be received claiming a sum of money, or praying the settlement of unliquidated accounts, 
unless it be accompanied with a certificate of disallowance from the executive, or auditor, containing the reason why 
it was rejected. But this order shall extend to no person applying for a pension. 
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26. When any petition, or bill founded on one, is rejected, stich petition shall not be withdrawn, but the petitioner, 
or member presenting his petition, or any member from the county or corporation in which the petitioner resides, 
may without leave, withdraw any document filed therewith ; and a list of every document so withdrawn, shall be 
preserved by the clerk. All petitions not finally acted on, may, with the accompanying documents, be in like man- 
ner withdrawn, after the expiration of the session at which they were presented. 

27. No petition shall be read iu the house, unless particularly required by some member ; but every member 
presenting one, shall announce the name of the petitioner, the nature of the appUcation, and whether in his opinion 
a similar application had been before made by said petitioner. He shall also endorse on the back of the petition, his 
own name, as a pledge that it is drawn in respectful language : whereupon, it shall be deUvered to the clerk, by whom 
it shall be laid before the proper committee. 

28. At the commencement of each session, the following committees shall be appointed by the speaker : 

1. A committee of privileges and elections, to consist of not less than nine nor more than thirteen members. 

2. A committee for courts of justice, to consist of not less than nine nor more than thirteen members. 

3. A committee for schools and colleges, to consist of not less than nine nor more than thirteen members. 

4. A committee of propositions and grievances, to consist of not less than nine nor more than thirteen 

members. 

5. A committee of claims, to consist of not less than nine nor more than thirteen members. 

6. A committee of roada and internal navigation, to consist of not less than nine nor more than thirteen 

members. 

7. A committee on the militia laws, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven members. 

8. A committee of finance, to consist of not less than seven nor more than nine members. 

9. A committee on the penitentiary, to <3bnsist of not less than five nor more than seven members. 

10. A committee on the armory, to consist of not less than seven nor more than thirteen members. 

11. A committee on executive expenditures, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven members. 

12. A committee to examine first auditor's ofllce, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven mem- 

bers. 

13. A committee to examine second auditor's office, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven 

members. 

14. A committee to examine clerk's office, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven members. 

15. A committee to examine the register's office, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven mem- 

bers. 

16. A joint committee to examine the treasurer's accounts, to consist of not less than five nor more than 

seven members. 

17. A joint committee to examine the bonds of public officers, to consist of not less than five nor more than 

seven members. 

18. A joint committee on the banks, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven members. 

19. A joint committee on the public library, to consist of not less than five nor more than seven members. 

20. A committee on agriculture and manufactures, to consist of not less than five nor more than thirteen 

members. 

21. A committee to examine enrolled bills, to consist of not less than five nor more than ten members. 

29. Five members of any standing or select committee, shall be a quonim to proceed to business. 

30. The several committees are instructed to report, in all cases to them referred, whether other cases may arise 
comprised within the principle of the petitioner : and if a bill be ordered, it shall be so drawn as to provide for all 
such cases, as well as that in which it originated. 

31. Select committees shall not consist of less than five nor of more than thirteen members. 

32. The committee of privileges and elections shall report, in all cases of privilege or contested elections, the 
principles and reasons on which their resolutions are founded. 

33. The committee of privil^;es and elections shall examine the oaths taken by each member, and certificates 
of election furnished by the sherifls, and report thereon to the house. 

34. The committee for schools and colleges shall annually examine into the state and manner of administration 
of the literary fund, and make such report as they may deem proper. 

35. The comngdttee of finance shall annually examine into the state of the debts due from the commonwealth ; 
of the revenue and expenditures of the preceding year, and prepare an estimate of the expenses of the succeeding 
year, and make such report thereon as they may deem proper. 

36. Any person contesting the election of a member returned to serve in this house, will be entitled to receive 
his wages only from the day on which such person is declared duly elected. 

37. Whenever by the equality of sound, a division of the house is rendered necessary in the opinion of the 
speaker, or of a member, the members shall be required to rise in tfieir places ; and if on a general view of the house, 
a doubt still exist on the mind of the speaker, or of a member, as to the side on which the majority voted, the mem- 
bers shall be counted standing in their places, either by the speaker, or by two members of opposite opinions on the 
question, to be deputed for the purpose by the speaker. 

38. Documents printed by order of the house, shall be printed on paper of the same size with the journal, and 
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» copy shall be bound up with each journal, and furnished the members at the end of the session ; and it shall be 
the duty of the pubUc printer to furnish 186 additional copies to be used for that purpose. 

39. Any person shall be at liberty to sue out an original writ, or subpoena in chancery, to prevent a bar by the 
statute of limitations, or to file any bill in equity, and examine witnesses thereupon, for the purpose of preserving 
their testimony against any member of this house : Provided, That the clerk, after having made out and signed 
such original writ, or subpoena^ shall not deliver it to the party, nor to any other person, during the continuance of 
the member's privilege. 

40. Any person summoned to attend this house, or any one of its committees, as a witness, shall be privileged 
from arrest, diuring his coming to, attendance on, or return fi-om the house or committee : and no such witness shall 
be obliged to attend, until the party, at whose r^uest he was summoned, shall pay, or secure to him, for his atten- 
dance and travelling, the same allowance which is made to witnesses attending the general court. 

41. If any person shall tamper with a witness, in respect of his evidence to be given before this house, or one 
of its committees, or directly or indirectly endeavour to deter or hinder a person from appearing or giving evidence, 
it shall be deemed a high misdemeanor, which the house will severely punish. 

42. No person sh^l be taken into custody by the sergeant at arms, on any complaint of breach of privilege, until 
the matter is examined by the committee of privileges and elections, and reported to the house. 

43. In all elections, but one vacancy shall be filled at a time. 

44. In elections by joint vote of the two houses of the general assembly, each house shall first communicate, by 
message to the other, the names of the persons who may be put in nomination for the said oflice in each house respec- 
tively ; and then each house shall vote separately in its own chamber; and shall each appoint a committee on its part 
to meet a committee on the part of the other house, and communicate the result of the vote in each house respec- 
tively ; and if upon such vote, any person have a majority of the whole niunber of votes, the same shall be reported 
by the committees to their respective houses, and the speaker of each house shall declare such person duly elected ; 
and if no person shall have a majority of the whole number of votes, both houses shall in like manner proceed to 
another vote, dropping the person who shall have the smallest number of votes on the former vote ; and so on till an 
election be made ; and the results of each vote in each house shall, in like manner, be commimicated by each house 
to the other, and reported by their respective committees ; and the election, when made, shall, in like manner, be de- 
clared by the respective speakers of the two houses. 

The speaker laid before the house a communication from Littleton W. Tazewell, esq. governor of the common- 
wealth, which was read as follows : 

EXECUTIVE DEPARTMENT, December 7th, 1836. 
SIR, — Inclosed is a communication to the house of delegates, which you will be pleased to lay before that body.

To the Speaker of the House of Delegates. 

FeUow-dtizens of the Senate and House of Delegates : 

Since the last adjournment of the general assembly, matters of so much interest to this comnK)nwealth have 
occurred, that when they first attracted my attention. I doubted whether my duty did not require of me to exert the 
authority given by the constitution, and to convene you at a much earUer period than that to which you had been 
adjourned. But after a most careful examination of all our laws applicable to the then existing state of things, I found 
the powers with which the ordinary functionaries of the commonwealth were thereby endowed, amply sufficient to 
prevent or punish any threatened disturbance of the public peace that might occur within our limits; and that even 
your powers would not suffice to repress such designs when conceived or attempted beyond our confines. To effect 
an object so desirable, the co-operation of other governments was requisite. Such co-operation could neither be asked 
nor expected, however, until the several legislatures of these governments should assemble ; and as this would not 
happen until after the time of your own regiJar meeting, I thought it better to take no notice of what was then ^oing 
on, than to add to the prevailing excitement by any official act of mine ; or to expose you to the great inconvenience 
which would probably be occasioned by a sudden and unexpected call of the general assembly, especially at such a 
season. 

That many of the citizens of the northern and eastern states, aided by a few foreigners sojourning within their 
limits, have devised a system, in which they still persevere, to produce a direct interference with the slave property 
of the southern and south-western states, is now a matter of such notoriety as to need no reference to any particular 
evidence to establish its truth. To effect this purpose, they have oi^anized numerous societies— have subscribed 
large sums of money — and have established presses to print and disseminate the disorg^izing, seditious and incen- 
diary doctrines of the members of these associations. All this has been done, and is still doing, for the undisguised 
purpose of effecting the immediate emancipation of our slaves. The authors of such schemes abide without our 
limits, and are so beyond the reach of our municipal laws. They are thus enabled, with impunity, to scatter amongst 
us, materials, obviously designed and well calculated to lead to insurrection, rapine and murder. The post offices 
under Vie direction and control of the federal government, fiimish a ready mode of transmitting and spreading their 
mischievous productions. 

These fanatics do not stop here. They assert a right in the congress of the United States to interfere with our 
property in various other modes. They contend, that congress is endowed by the federal constitution, with plenary 
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authority to emancipate every slave in the district of Columbia — that it may iidiibit the transportation of slaves, as 
such, from one state to another — that it may emancipate all slaves within the territories of the United States, and 
interdict the future introduction of any into the same, as a precedent condition to the admission of such territories 
into the union, as component members of the United States — and ihey boldly announce their purpose of exhibiting 
these several propositions before the congress now about to convene, and to claim their decision of the same. 

Under this aspect of our affairs, two questions demand your consideration, the prompt decision of which is 
required not less by the rights of the state, than by the security and interest of those you represent. The first of 
these questions refers to the condition of things now existing, and exacts of you to determine whether such a state 
shall longer be borne. The second r^ards the proposed change in our present relations, which relations have so 
long brought happiness and tranquillity to all. This demands of you to decide upon the course most proper to be 
pursued in the emergency of the threatened change. 

It is in vain to turn away our eyes from the state of things that now exists. We have to meet it, in some form 
or other ; and it belongs property to you to decide as to the manner in which this shall be done. It is no time to 
temporize. Should any tlung arrest the progress of the scheme devised, for the present, experience teaches that it 
will surely be revived hereafter, whenever any circumstance may arise promising to its authors a more favourable re- 
sult ; and in such a government as that of the United States, occasions will often present themselves, even if they 
are not made, when such projects may be agitated with some fancied or pretended prospect of success. It behooves 
jrou, therefore, to settle, at once, upon the course proper to be pursued in such a contingency ; and to inform those 
whom you represent, either to prepare for the occasion as becomes men determined to peril aU in defence of their 
known rights, or to hold their possessions at the mere courtesy of others who are unacquainted with their situation 
and indiflferent to their interests. Feeling with the other citizens of this commonwealth, and honoured by the re^ 
sponsible situation conferred upon me, I must be excused for calling your attention to this great subject, in a manner 
more impressive than I should think myself at liberty to adopt under ordinary circumstances. 

In regard to the first question, no one can doubt, that under the wise provisions of the public law, int^ided as 
this is to perpetuate the peace and harmony of all states, whenever an associaticm exists within the territory of any 
state, the object of which association is to disturb the repose of another, the state whose tranquillity is jeoparded by 
such means, may rightfully demand of the other, the prompt suppression of all such associations. Such demands, 
when sustained by proper proofs, are never refused by any state which wishes to remain a member of the family of 
civilized communities, or desires to maintain amicable relations with the state making and sustaining the demand. 
There is no exception to this rule. To doubt it now, would be to replunge the civilized world into that barbarism 
fix)m which it has emerged, and to justify every nation in the impudent attempt to regulate the aflairs of others, by 
its own notions ; which, although sometimes concealed beneath die guise of pretended philanthropy, may always be 
traced to considerations much less pure. Hence, the universal doctrine and practice of modem states, is never to 
obtrude even their advice, unasked, as to the mere internal concerns of others, so long as these do no injury to dieir 
neighbours. And what states may not do themselves, can never be tolerated by them as the acts of their citizens or 
subjects, unless they mean to adopt such acts as their own. 

The difi*erent states of this confederacy, are surely entitled to expect from each other, at least the same courtesy 
and consideration which is always manifested by nations absolutely independent and unconnected. Every clause of 
the federal compact inculcates this lesson, which has sunk so deep into the heart of almost every native American, 
that it may be well regarded as constituting the strongest bond of our union. Then, the slaveholding states have 
a perfect right to require of all the others, that they should adopt prompt and efiicient means to suppress all such 
associations existing within their respective limits. Nor ought it to be doubted, as I think, that such a demand, if 
made, will meet from each of the other states a ready compliance on its part. Not doubting this myself, I will not 
suggest to you now, any measures founded upon a contrary supposition. But I will content myself with recom- 
mending to you, at present, the adoption of such measures only, as may justify a strong application to each of our 
co-states within whose limits any of the associations referred to may exist, to suppress them speedily ; and to estab- 
lish such other regulations, as may be effectual to prevent or punish acts designed or calculated to disturb our tran- 
quillity. 

Although these are my impressions, it is due to the importance of the occasion that I should say to you, that 
many who have had much better opportunities of forming correct opinions upon the subject than I have had, do 
not concur with me in this respect. I have had much correspondence in relation to it, with persons upon the spot ; 
which, a r^ard to the public good prevents me from exhibiting to you at this time. The prevailing opinion of most 
of those with whom I have communicated, is that no effectual legislative action need be expected on the part of oiur 
co-states, where it is most necessary; but that the southern and south-western states will have to rely upon them- 
selves only, for the preservation of their own peace and tranquiUity. Therefore, while making a strong appeal to 
our co-states to do their duty towards us, prudence will suggest to you the propriety of considering the neglect of 
such an appeal, as at least a possible event. 

I send you herewith an extract from a letter I have received from one to whose veracity and intelligence all 
respect is due. This letter accompanied a package containing a great number of books, tracts and odier publica- 
tions, which I have retained in tliis department for your inspection. The lettw itscif will disclose to you its own 
object. 

In regard to the federal government, so long as it is agreed by all, that the powers of this government are 
limited not merely by the terms in which ^ese powers are granted, but also by the object fof the accoiiq)lislunent of 
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which these powers were given, unless the grant of the power to estabUsh postoffices, can be considered as designed to 
furnish easy means for the general dissemination of seditious and incendiaiy publications, well calculated to disturb the 
peace and union of the states, the employment of such an agency, for such a purpose, must be admitted to be a gross 
perversion of its intent. Therefore, the states whose tranquillity is put in jeopardy by such a practice, have a clear 
right to demand of their government, that it shall adopt the most speedy and effectual means to prevent and punish 
it ; and so to aid in the preservation of their peace and welfare. 

There is no reason to doubt, that the officers of the government of the United States view this subject in the 
same light in which it is here presented. But being mere executive officers, bound to execute existing laws, each 
at his own peril, legislative enactments are required to protect these officers, and to cause the laws of the land to 
conform more exactly to the spirit and objects of the constitution. An intimation of a wish on your part, that our 
senators and representatives in congress would call the attention of that body to this subject, and would propose 
some plan by which the evil complained of may be effectually remedied, will probably accomplish every thing we 
ought to desire, in this respect. But to give more certain eflfect to the expression of such a wish, I would recom- 
mend, that commumcations be opened speedily with all the slaveholdinff states, to invite their co-operation in any 
plan that you may think most wise to be adopted, not only in regard to me action of the federal government, but to 
the suggested application to our co-states. The subject is one of equal interest to them all, and all should be con- 
sulted and co-operate in every measure in reference to it, which it may become either necessary or useful to adopt. 

Respecting the threatened application to congress to interfere in any way with our rights of property, as it may 
be unnecessary for you to provide, at this time, for any such possible contingency, I will only say, that while that 
body is, necessarily, the judge of its own constitutional powers, in the first instance, the states are made, by the like 
necessity, the final arbiters of all questions touching their reseryed rights. It is much to be desired, that the for- 
bearance of either party, may ever incline each, to avoid any near approach to what may be regarded by the other 
as a Umit not precisely defined. Nothing short of the most obvious necessity can ever excuse such a course. But 
if it is pursued in mere wantonness, without any pretext of necessity for resorting to it, as in the case supposed, it 
will become your duty, as the faithful guardians of the rights of the state, to adopt at once the most effectud means 
to provide for the occurrence. To enable you to do so seasonably, I shall endeavour to obtain the earUest informa- 
tion in regard to this subject; and will promptly communicate to you hereafter, any thing I may learn, that may seem 
to me to require any action on your part. 

An incident has occurred of late in the administration of justice, and in the due execution of the laws of this 
commonwealth, to which, as it may become of much importance hereafter, I think it necessary to call your attention, 
at this time. A few weeks since, I received a report from the sheriff of the county of Norfolk, informiiig me, that 
he had been forcibly prevented from performing his duty, by one of the naval commanders of the United States. 
Upon the receipt of this information, I forthwith transmitted a copy of the letter of the sheriff to the president of 
the United States. The only reply to this letter I have yet received, is contained in one from the secretary of the 
navy of the United States. I send herewith copies of the letter of the sheriff of Norfolk to me, of my letter to the 
president, and of that of the secretary of the navy to me. These documents will enable you to see the merits of the 
whole case, so far as the rights and character of this commonwealth are involved in it. 

In making the communication I did to the president of the United States, I had no other purpose, than to bring 
to his knowle<^, distinctly and in the most authentic form, what was represented to me by one of the sworn officers 
of this government. I thought, and I still think, that neither the laws nor poUcy of the United States, could counte- 
nance the idea, that the powers of the federal government were equal to abolish or render null the relations between 
debtor and creditor, so far only as its particular officers, whether civil or military, may be concerned ; or to convert 
one of their vessels, either armed or unarmed, into an asylum for the protection of those who may be unwilling to 
satisfy engagements previously contracted with their fellow citizens. Nor had I any doubt, that the discipline of'the 
naval service must be highly offended, by the use of the intemperate language, and the exertion of such power as 
was practised upon this occasion, towards one of the most responsible officers known to the laws of this and of every 
other state in our confederacy. Therefore, I thought it to be my duty to bring such acts directly under the observa- 
tion of the magistrate charged with the preservation of this discipline, and with the execution of these laws; leaving 
it to him to decide upon the course he might think proper to adopt, under such circumstances. 

I had no idea, however, of referring even to this high magistrate, or to any other forum than those of this com- 
monwealth itself, to decide what was due to the offended majesty of her laws, or what punishment should be awarded 
against any who may outrage her peace and dignity. Therefore, I forthwith directed the proper legal proceedings 
to be instituted against the offender, in our own courts; and an indictment preferred against him by the attorney of 
the commonwealth has been returned by the grand jury as "a true bill." His departure from the commonwealth, 
may possibly have prevented the necessary process from being served upon him, as yet. But it will be continued 
again and again, even to the last extremity, until it has producwi its effect; unless the most satisfactory reparation is 
made for the wrong done. To a community like this, the members of which have been reared in habitual reverence 
of law, nothing is so odious as to witness the contempt of that which they have been taught to venerate; and when 
such contempt is manifested by those who derive their whole authority from the law, there is always hazard that 
such examples may be followed by others differently situated. But civil Uberty must cease to exist, whenever any 
man or body of men, whether clothed with civil or military authority, or without authority of any kind, is suffered 
to violate the law with impunity. 

The facts of this case induce me to recommend to you a revision of the statutes applicable to it, and to suggest 
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the propriety of providing by law, that the commander of any armed vessel of the United States, who after being 
duly notified by a creditor that his debtor is on board such vessel, shall remove such debtor from out of this com- 
monwealth, shall for so doing be held personally liable for the amount of such debt. I recommend to you also, to 
authorize the proper officers of the law, upon due proof made before them that a misdemeanor has been committed 
by any one about to depart from the commonwealth, to award a capias at once against such ofiender. The statutes 
upon this subject, now in force, will not be found to authorize any such prompt proceedings, although in many cases 
it is obviously necessary. 

Early in the month of September last, I received a communication from the governor of Maryland, accompanied 
by the copy of a report of a 'special committee of the house of delegates of that state, which concludes with two 
resolutions on the subject of its boundaries. By the first of these resolutions, that passed at the December session of 
this body in the year 1833, (a copy of which is now on your journals) is expressly repealed, and the attorney gene- 
ral is required to discontinue the proceedings thereby directed. By the last, the governor of Maryland is requested to 
transmit a copy of the first resolution to the i^overnment of Virginia, and to commtunicate to it the earnest desire of 
the state of Maryland to close and finally adjust the question concerning the boundaries of that state, by amicable 
negotiation. The duty with which the governor of Maryland was so charged, was fulfilled by the letter stated. In 
this, I was invited to a renewal of the negotiation upon the subject referred to, and to accept of the proposals formally 
made by Maryland in the resolutions passed by its legislature at their December session 1831. 

Having no authority to enter into any new negotiation upon this subject, I promptly repUed to the letter I had 
received, stating this fact ; and promising to submit the matter to you for your determination. As I doubted, how- 
ever, whether the authority formerly given to the governor of Maryland, hjui not been subsequently revoked, with a 
view of preventing any delay in the negotiation hereafter, ^should you think proper to grant the necessary power to 
any one to commence it) I stated my doubts to governor Tnomas, to the end that e^ifery defect of this sort mi^t be 
speedily removed. And I proposed to him, at the same time, that we should commence an informal discussion of 
the subject, that we might thereby learn what were the precise questions as to which any disagreement existed be- 
tween our respective states, and so be prepared to recommend the same plan to each, for the final adjustment of such 
questions. 

In answer to this communication, governor Thomas informed me, that unless our act of March 5th, 1833, made 
provision for the umpirage proposed in the Maryland resolutions of 1831, in case of a disagreement between the 
commissioners therein mentioned, he had no authority to continue the negotiation. This act contains no such pro- 
vision certfdnly : and as a copy of it had been transmitted to the governor of Maryland very soon after its enactioUi 
I could regard this annunciation in no other light than as a rejection of my proposal. This I stated in my reply, 
which induced some further correspondence between us, not changing in any way, however, the former position ot 
Maryland. 

I send herewith copies of all the letters and documents referred to. From these you will perceive that Maryland 
expects you to accept unconditionally, the singular proposal made in her resolutions of 1831, as preUminary to any 
new negotiation in regard to this matter. The act of March 5, 1833, was desired to be, and is, an acceptance of 
so much of this proposal as it was thought necessary to accept at tfiat time. This is not deemed satisfactory, how- 
ever, and it now remains with you to decide, whether you will consent to refer an unknown question, involving un- 
known interests, to an unknown umpire, bound by no prescribed rules, and to be guided by any unknown evidence 
and argument that may hereafter be exhibited. Such a proposition is thought by Maryland to be equal and recipro- 
cal ; but when the relative situation of the parties is considered, it is difficult to see in what its reciprocity consists ; 
and the same equahty would be furnished by a reference to any mere chance. It is not usual, however, tor states to 
make or to accept such propositions ; especially as preliminary to a negotiation invited by themselves — nor can I 
recommend to you the acceptance of this. 

I have the satisfaction to inform you, that before the first day of September last past, all the claims for military 
bounty land which had been exhibited to the executive, were disposed of finally by that body. Since then, I have 
learned throu&^h the secretary of the treasury of the United States, that the warrants filed exceed the appropriaticHi 
of six hundred and fifty thousand acres made by congress in the act of March 3, 1835, by ninety-four thousand five 
hundred and ninety-nine acres. This excess, (as the register informs me,) does not con^rchend other allowances 
made by the executive of this commonwealth, upon which allowances, no warrants have yet been granted by the 
register, because none who could shew themselves properly authorized to receive such warrants have applied to him 
for the same. Since the first day of September last, a few culditional claims for military bounty laiid have been pre- 
sented. Upon none of these, however, have I yet proceeded to decide; nor, under the circumstances stated, shall I 
feel myself at liberty to act hereafter, unless directed to do so by some act or resolution of yours. Your attention 
is therefore a^in invited to this subject. 

The expiration of the charter of the Bank of the United States, is an event now so near at hand, and one that 
may, possibly, be productive of results of so much interest to the community, in very many respects, that I should 
be unmindftil of my duty, if on exhibiting to you the condition of the commonwealth, I should omit to call your at- 
tention to a circumstance of such importance. 

That the sudden abduction of so great an amount of currency, must occasion a temporary vacuum in the cir- 
culation every where, is a proposition which seems to be self-evident. There is no reason to doubt, however, that 
the youthfiil vigour of our society, and the intelligence of its members, would soon enable them to accommodate all 
their dealings and all their wants to the new state of things, whatever this may be, provided it promised to be per* 
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niandnt, and mey oouid be left to act as their own discretion would dictate* S^une individual distreas might be caused 
by the sudden change, probably ; and the finances of the govemment itself might possibly sustain a temporary shock • 
yet no general and permanent mischief would ensue. ' 

But, unfortunately, we cannot expect to be left to ourselves, to adjust our own dealings to any new and perma- 
nent S3rstem. The United States present the singular spectacle of an extended country and numerous population, 
closely connected with each other by many ties, whose currency is left subject to the regulation of many difierent 

Sivemments. Under such circumstances, nothing like uniformity can be expected. The interest of each state, will 
duce it to supply, if possible, every want of others, by its own particular means; and the tempomry vacuum in 
the circulation of this commonwealth, if not suppUed by herself will surely be filled by issues from some other 
quarter. ' These issues will crowd faai upon the heels of each other, the worst perpetually expelling the better cur- 
rency, until depreciation attains a height Apparent to the most dull sighted observer* At this point, the federal go- 
vernment, (which as we know, entertains no doubt of its authoritjr to do so,) will certainly interfere, in some way or 
other, as heretofore, to correct the evil ; and then a new system will necessarily produce a new revolution. 

Exposed thus to various perils, your most prudent Caution will be required, to protect the interests of this com- 
monwealth — to reader events which you cannot control, as little injurious as possiUe — and seasonably to provide 
f^ future probable occurrences, by the best means in your power, without putting too lauch at risk upon any single 
chance. 

If it was practicable, as some have supposed it to be, to make our currency consist of nothing but the precious 
metals, the immediate distress which would necessarily result from such an experiment, might possiUy be compen- 
sated hereafter, by the success that might then attend it But when we reflect, that at no period of our hist<^ has 
the currency of Virginia been of this character ; that her faith is already pledged to several corporations, to receive 
their paper as equivalent to gold or silver ; and that the paper of otter states, with whom we have much intercourse^ 
will certainly flow in upon us, in despite of every efibrt to prevent it ; the attempt to establish here a currency exclu- 
sively metallic, can only be considered as a visionary project, of impossible executi<Mi, even if it promised more de- 
sirable results than any that can be shewn as likely to flow from it 

Then, our present situation seems to be this. Our currency is compounded in part (and necessarily so) of 
paper of Various descriptions. Only a portion of this pervades tttd United §tates, and is made, by law, receivable 
every where by the federal govemment m payment of the many and heavy demands it is authorized to exact This 
very .porticm of the currency is about to be withdrawn firom circulation ^lieedily. Its loss will be sensibly felt every 
where, for a season, and must be supplied by some equivalent. If this equivalent is not ftimished by ourselves, it 
will be ftimished by others. In the latter eveiH, should d^eciation occur, (and we shall have no means to prevent 
it) our own people will bear the loss, without a conesponding benefit to «ay of them. But if we supply the vacuum 
ourselves, we may prevent depreciation by wise legislation ; and should it unhappily 6ccur, in despite of all our 
■caution, the loss one poition of our community may sustain, will be compensated, in some degree, by the gain of 
another portion ; and although some of her citizens may suffer, the commonwealth itself will sustain but littfe cob^ 
parative injury. 

If this be a faithful picture of our situation, there seems to be little reason to doubt the prudence of increasing 
the banking capital of the state, at least to an extent equal to the expected deficit. But if any question the accuracy 
of the description I have given, or the policy of meeting the impending danger by a course similar to that which 
win certainly be adopted by other states, caution will require all such to forbear any action, until time shall prove 
whether my forebodings are well or ill founded. The remedy (if such it may be called) will be more difficult of 
acbption hereafter, certainly: but it is much better to pause when we doubt, than io ma rashly into untried experi- 
ment, where error may be productive of such serious efiects. 

Shoidd you determine to increase the banking capital of the commonwealth, at this time, various schemes pre- 
sent themselves, by any of which, it is probable, the desired end may be attained— but while each of these holds 
but some peculiar advantages, all are obnoxious to several strong objections. It belongs fo you only to compare 
these, and to select that which you may consider the most expedient, under present circumstances. 

The mischief to be provided for, is that of a suddenly reduced currency, the vacuum in which will be supplied 
by others, and supplied probaMy by a depreciating paper, if it is not differently rq)lenisbed by you. The spreat 
hazard to be guarded arainst in correcting this mischief, is the risk of running into excess in the application of the 
]f^]2^y — a risk that belongs to the subject every where, but which is much aggravated in a country and under a go- 
vernment like this. Such excess, under any circumstances, would be equally pernicious with the mischief designed 
to be prevented ; and it would tend, necessarily, to the production of the evil of depreciation, which it is so desirable 
to avert. There is another peril too, of but little less importance than this. It arises principally, from the nature of 
our government, in which a mling majority will sometimes regard its own interests as those oif the whole, and so 
overlook the claims of a minority. When the mischief to be redressed is general, the partial application even of a 
proper remedy will be of little avail. It may produce excess somewhere, but this excess cannot supply the deficiency 
in other quarters. To make (he remedy useful, the same caution is necessary in its distribution, that is required in 
its creation. This, while it will guard against excess any where, will also provide for deficiency every where. 

There is still another danger, which ought not to be overlooked in any arrangement that may be adopted in re- 
ference to this subject. It proceeds from the fact, that any plan you may think it wise to establish, may, and most 
probably will be cmshed, or put in jeopardy, at some time or other, by the acti<m of the federal government There- 
fiwre, common pradence requires, that any scheme you may see fit to adopt, shoukl be but temporary ; and that the 
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immediate interests of the commonwealth should not be involved in its saecess, further than is indispensably neces* 
sary. The untiring vig^ilance of private interest, and the prompt saj^citv of individuals, may perhaps be relied 
upon, to warn them of me coming danger, and to guard them against its ^ects : but nothing short of this will do. 
It would be rashness to stake the immediate interests of the coi^monwealth, voluntarily, upon any scheme subject to 
be defeated by another will than its own ; or upon one, which, when established, must be placed beyond its control, 
except at distant intervals of time. 

The sum of fifty thousand dollars appropriated by the act of the 10th of March last, as a sinking fund, to be 
aj^lied to the redemption of such portions of the certificates of debt of this commonwealth as were held by indivi* 
duals and corporate bodies, and could be purchased at par, has been received of the treasury, by the commissioners 
of the said fund, appointed by the said act. But the sum so received, still remains in the hands of the treasurer of 
the state, subject to the order of the said commissioners. The only certificates of debt of the commonwealth which 
are yet payable, are those held by the president and directors of the literary fund, amounting to $ 343,039 17. The 
redemption of any of these certificates, was positively prohibited, either by the act referred to, or by that under which 
a portion of them was vested in the literary fund ; and as none of the other certificates of debt of the conmionwealth 
held by individuals or other bodies corporate could be purchased at par, the requirements of the act referred to could 
not be satisfied by the redemption of any such. Nor has any opportunity yet occurred, when, in the judgment of 
the commissioners of the sinking fund, any temporary investment of the whole or of any part of the said fund so 
subject to their control, might have been advantageously made, in any other productive public stocks. 

As the existence of this fund will contribute much to preserve the credit of the commonwealth, and to keep the 
price of its stocks of all kinds above par ; and as none (Kf its certificates of debt will become payable for some years 
yet to come, it is not probable that the act creating the sinking fund can be carried into effect for some time, unless 
some new le^lation is had upon the subject. It belongs to you only to- decide, whether the debts of the common- 
wealth now due, shall be satisfied out of the fund provided for that purpose ; and if not, what disposition shall be 
inade of it until others may become payable. 

Two fifths of the capital stock of the James river and Kanawha company havine been subscribed by other per- 
sons than the commonwealth, but not the whole stock, the residue of the same was taken for the commonwealth, in 
pursuance of the act of January 24th last; and a sum equal to one dollar iqpon each share of the two fifths sub- 
scribed as aforesaid, having been paid by the subscribers, (hey tlsermipcm became a budy corporate, in pursuance of 
the act of the 16th of March, 1832. The president and directors of die James river conqiniiy, having ascertained 
these facts, made publication of the same in conformity j^riith the provisions of the act last mentioned; and in dieir 
said publication they appointed a day for a general meeting of the stockholders in the city of Richmond, to the end 
that the new compimy mij^ht be duly organized. The stockholders met in pursuance of this notice; and bemxig 
Iterformed the duties required of them by the said act, they adjourned on the 28th day of May last. At the expiia* 
tion of thirty days thereafter, the whole interest (kT the commonwealth in the wcffks and proper^ of the former James 
river comfpaay^ was transferred by the said act, to the James rrver and Kanawha company thereby inooi^rated, sub- 
ject to the conditions thereby prescribed. Thus the former James ri^er company has become extinct, except for the 
necessary purposes required by the acts that created this company, and whi<^ cannot be performed by the new James 
river and Kanawha company. 

The reports of the auditor and treasurer, which will be Amiished to yon hereafter, by those oficers respectively, 
will exhibit the pleasing information, that the receipts of the treasurv during the fiscid year ending with the 80th of 
September last, have considerably exceeded the amount at which tney were estimated, either by the auditor or the 
committee of finance of the last general assembly; sumI that although iht disbursements of the treasury during the 
same period have also exceeded the amount estimated for them, yet that the excess of the disbursements is less than 
that of the receipts. In consequence of this, you will find the balance remaining in the treasury on the 1st day of 
October last, greater than that which was there on the same day in the year 1834. This result, which plainly shews 
that the ordinary revenues of the commonwealth, are now amply sufficient to satisfy all its ordinary expenses, and 
that, therefore, no chan^ in the present scheme of taxation is required, must be highly gratifying. An inspection 
too of the items composm^ the several heads of the disbursements, wiU probcdbly satisfy you, that some of these may 
be still further reduced, with perfect propriety; wiiile the natural increase to be expected in many of the subjects of 
taxation, will necessarily augment the amount of the ordinary revenue derived from thence, without any alteration 
in the present rate of the taxes. ' 

It will be recollected^ however, that the balance which remained in the treasury on the first day of October last^ 
has been since reduced by the payment to the commissioners of the sinking fund of fifty thousand dollars. Should 
this appropriation be again continued, the annual balance in the treasury that may be hereafter expected, must ne- 
cessarily be much diminished in amount. Indeed a similar appropriation for the current year, miffht possibly reduce 
tliat balance too low. I would, therefore, recommend, that the sum which may hereafter be applied to the sinking 
fund should not be defined, but should be made to depend upon the state of the public funds at the expiration of the 
fiscal year, taking care to reserve in the treasury always, a sufficient unappropriated surplus, to provide for probable 
emergencies. 

The regulations prescribed by law for the government and discipline of the public guard stationed in this city, 
require revision and amendment ; so far at least, as these regulations apply to courts martial for the uial of its offi- 
cers. The number of members detailed for such duties, seems to be unnecessarily large ; especially where all tliese 
are called from two particular r^ments. The probable efiect of this may be, that the character of ibe superior, wiU 
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be committed, necessarily, to inferiors. Such a detail moreover, seems to imply a superiority and excellence in these 
two regiments over all the others, that is justified neither by the fact, nor in the theory of our military code. And if 
economy was consulted in prescribing this regulation, experience will shew, that even this object will not be attained 
by it. 

Your attention is invited to this subject, as well as to the condition of the militia generally. The annual report 
of the adjutant general (which is herewith sent) will shew some of the defects of the present organization ; and 
many others, requiring amendment, will probably be suggested by your own observation and experience. A provi- 
sional detachment of a portion of the militia, effected after the manner of the minute service of former times, would 
answer many useful purposes. Therefore, I beg leave to suggest such a scheme as worthy of your consideration. 

Vacancies have occurred in several of the offices of the commonwealth, during the recess of the legislature, 
which it will be your duty to fill permanently. Except in cases where there existed a strong necessity for doing so, 
I have not exerted the power given by the constitution, to supply such vacancies. The death of the honourable 
James Semple, the jud^ of the fourth judicial circuit, occurring at the commencement of the autumnal sessions of 
the courts of this district, to prevent a delay in the administration of justice therein, I appointed John B. Christian, 
esq. the judge thereof, by a temporary commission. This, he accepted, and has ever since continued to perform the 
duties of that office. 

The death of brigadier general William M'Coy has occasioned a vacancy in the eighteenth brigade, formerly 
commanded by this old officer, which it is necessary you should supply. 

The duties that will devolve upon you, during the present session, may be both arduous and delicate ; but you 
have brought with you the confidence of those you represent, which while it must serve to stimulate your eflbrts to 
advance and to secure their interests, will assure you of their honest approbation ; the best reward a public agent can 
receive. Nothing will give me more pleasure than to co-operate with you, so far as I may, in the attainment of all 
such objects ; and I beg leave to tender you for that purpose any aid in my power.

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, Resolved^ That when the house adjourns to-day, it will adjourn until 
lo-morrow 12 o'clock. 

And then, on his motion, the house adjourned accordingly.

The senate have appointed committees to act jointly with committees from the house of del^;ates, to examine 
the penitentiary institution, the armory, the treasurer's accounts, the Bimk of Virginia and Farmers bank of Virgi- 
nia, and the pubUc Ubrary. 
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On motion of Mr. Moncure, Ordered^ That leave be given to bring in a bill to incorporate the Falmouth mining 
company ; and also, a bill to incorporate the Deep run mining company, and that Messrs. Moncure, Crutchfiela, 
Hooe, Williams, Leland, Hill, Woolfolk, Harris and Nicklin, prepare and brinff in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Gregory, Ordered^ That leave be given to bring in a bill to change the time of holding the 
courts in the third judicial circuit ; and a bill to reorganize the first and second judicial districts of tfie circuit supe- 
rior courts of law and chancery, and that Messrs. Gregory, Servant, Christian, Smith of Gloucester, Fleet, Robinson, 
Stanard, Murdauffh, Cunningham, Parker and Grinalds, jprepare and bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Parker, Resolved^ That so much of the governor's message as relates to the militia, be referred 
to the committee on the militia laws. 

On motion of Mr. Summers, Resolved^ That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire into 
the expediency of so amending the 5th section of the act, entitled, " an act for the limitation of actions, &c." passed 
February 26th, 1819, as to hmit recoveries on judgments rendered in the courts of other states, in like manner, and 
to the same extent, that the remedies on judgments pronounced in the courts of this commonwealth are thereby 
limited, and that said committee have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Fontaine, Resolved^ That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to 
enquire into the expediency of so amending the act incorporating the Smith's river navigation company, as to extend 
to the said company the benefit of the state subscription for stock, on the same conditions as is provided by law in 
similar cases, and that they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Shands, Resolved^ That the executive council be requested to lay the journal of their pro- 
ceedings for the last year before the general assembly. 

On motion of Mr. Hickerson, Resolved^ That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire into 
the expediency of so amending the act, entitled, " an act requiring the clerks of the county and corporation courts 
to keep process books," passed the 11th day of March, 1835, as to authorize the clerks of the courts aforesaid to 
charge for such services the same fees which the clerks of the circuit superior courts of law and chancery are autho- 
rized to charge for similar services. 

On motion of Mr. Hickerson, Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire into 
the expediency of extending magistrates' jurisdiction, and into the expediency of amending the several laws relating 
to constables. 

On motion of Mr. Harris, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to enquire 
into the expediency of incorporating a joint stock company to construct a rail-road from some point on the Richmond, 
Fredericksburg and Potomac rail-road, near Taylorsville, in Hanover county, by way of Louisa court-house, to some 
point, at or near the eastern base of the South-west mountains, in Orange county, and that they have leave to report 
by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Delashmutt, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to 
enquire into the expediency of providing by law for the construction of a road from a point on the North-western 
turnpike, near the town of Clarksburg, in the county of Harrison, to Middlebourne, in the county of Tyler, and that 
they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Kincheloe, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to 
enquire into the expediency of providing by law for the construction of a road from Wheeling to Clarksburg on the 
route designated by the engineer employed to survey the same, in pursuance of the resolution of the 27th of Febru- 
ary, 1833 ; also to enquire into the expediency of constructing a road in like manner, from Clarksburg to Beverley, 
with leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr.* M'Clintic presented a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Bath, asking the passage of an act giving 
the power to the court of said county to prescribe the location of a toll-gate upon the Huntersville and Warm spring 
turnpike road, or to prohibit the erection of a toll-gate on the eastern end of the said road in said county. 

Mr. Ingles, a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Montgomery, asking to incorporate a company for the 
purpose of constructing a rail-road from the town of Lynchburg, by Buford's gap m the Blue Ridge of mountains, to 
some point on the Tennessee line. 

Mr. Chapman, a petition of citizens of the county of Monroe, praying that a sum of money heretofore raised by 
lottery in said county may be invested in the stock of the company incorporated for the purpose of constructing a 
turnpike road from the White Sulphur springs in the county of Greenbrier, to the Salt Sulpnur springs in the county 
of Monroe. 

Also, petitions of John Shaver and others, and of William Booth and others, each praying the passage of acts 
allowing them to construct a road across the Sweet Springs and Price's mountains. 

Mr. Ball presented a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Fairfax, praying a change in the rates of toll 
allowed upon the Little river turnpike road, so far as it relates to the county of Fairfax. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee of roads and internal navigation, that they do ex- 
amine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Beard presented a petition of the officers of the 56th regiment, asking the passage of an act amending the 
law concerning the militia so as to restore the battalion musters. 

Also, a resolution adopted by the regimental court of enquiry for the 57th regiment, asking the substitution of a 
battalion muster in the Ml in lieu of the company muster now required by law to be held in me month of October. 
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Ordered^ That the said petition and resolution be referred to the conftnittee on the militia laws, that they do 
examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

Ordered^ That the said documents be referred to the committee of privileges and elections. 

Mr. Chapline presented a petition of the proprietors, lot holders and others of certain additions to the town of 
Wheeling, asking that the limits of said town may be extended so as to embrace the said additions, which on his 
motion was ordered to be referred to a committee of Messrs. Chapline, Masters, Decamps, Prentiss, Summers, Carroll 
and Willey, with leave to report thereon by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Ingles presented a petition of Celinda C. Wallace, praying to be divorced from her husband. 

Mr. M^ory, a petition of James Haskins, committee of John Haskins, an insane person, asking the passage of 
an act authorizing a sale of the estate of the said Haskins. 

Mr. Gilmer, a petition of Stephen, a free man of colour, and of sundry citizens of the county of Albemarle, in 
his favour, asking that he may be permitted to remain in the commonwealth. 

Mr. Ball, a petition of Judy Johnson, a free woman of colour, for similar permission. 

Mr. Mullen presented a petition of William Fisher, asking the relinquishment of the commonwealth's right to 
a tract of land in the county of Nicholas. 

Ordered^ That the said petitions be referred to the committee for courts of justice, that they do examine the 
matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Moncure presented a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Stafford, for the establishment of a separate 
election at the store-house near the mill called Tackett's mill, in said county. 

Mr. Chapline, a petition of sundry inhabitants of the county Of Ohio, praying that the county court of said 
county may be authorized to select a suitable site within the town of Wheeling^, or its additions, for the erection of a 
court-house, and other necessary buildings ; also, sundry memorials in opposition to the prayer of said petition. 

Mr. Saunders, a petition of citizens of the county of Wythe, asking to change the place of holding a separate 
election in the said county. 

Mr. Beard, a petition of Noble S. Braden, and Fleming Hixon, praying for an act of incorporation authorizing 
them to erect a toll bridge across the Shenandoah river at Harper's ferry.

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee of finance, that they do examine the matter thereof, 
and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

A message from the senate by Mr. Page : 

Mr. Speaker, — The senate have agreed to the resolution for the election of a judge in the fourth circuit, with 
an amendment, in which they request the concurrence of this house : And then he withdrew. 

The said amendment proposed to postpone the said election from " Saturday next," until " the second Monday 
in January." The same being read. 

On motion of Mr. Parker, it was amended, by striking out the words "the second Monday in January," and 
inserting in lieu thereof, the words " Monday week next," and as amended, was agreed to by the house.

4. Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That the memorial of sundry citizens of the counties of Powha- 
tan and others, praying the incorporation of a company to improve the navigation of Little and Bifi^ Deep creeks, from 
the Bellnemus mills in Powhatan, to James river, by means of locks and dams, so as not to flow uie water out of the 
natural channels, is reasonable. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills were ordered 
to be brought in conformably therewith. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigation, presented a report, which was read as follows :

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Harrison, 
prayinff that Jessee Sturm, of said county, be authorized by law to erect a mill dam across the west fork of Monon- 
galia nver, at the riffle immediately below the mouth of Feverbaugh creek, is reasonable. 

3. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of simdry citizens of the counties of Bedford, 
Campbell and Scott, and of the town of Lynchburg, praying that a joint stock conq)any be incorporated for the pur- 
pose of constructing a rail-road from the town of Lynchburg, by Buford's gap, to such point on the Tennessee line 
as may serve to unite said road with such rail-road as the legislature of Tennessee may authorize to be formed from 
Nashville to the Virginia line, with the privilege to said company, or to the James river and Kanawha company, of 
extending a similar road from Lynchburg to the city of Richmond, so as to unite with the Richmond and Frede- 
ricksburg rail-road, is reasonable. 

4. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the counties of Wythe, 
Floyd, Patrick, Henry, Franklin, Pittsylvania and Halifax, of the towns of Petersburg, Portsmouth and Danville, 
and of the borough of Norfolk, praying the passage of an act to incorporate a joint stock company, with a capital of 
two millions of dollars, for the purpose of constructing a rail-road from the town of Evansham in the county of 
Wythe, by Danville in Virginia, through a portion of the territory of North Carolina on the Roanoke river, and in- 
tersecting the Petersburg and Roanoke, the Portsmouth and Roanoke, and the Greensville and Roanoke rail-roads, or 
to some point that may best secure to said route all the advantages of said rail-roads, is reasonable. 

The said committee have also, according to order, enquired "into the expediency of incorporating a joint stock 
company to construct a turnpike road from the town of Lexington in the county of Rockbridge, to the city of Rich- 
mond:" Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That it is expedient to incorporate a company for said purpose. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills were ordered 
to be brouffht in confonnably therewith. 

Mr. Clay, according to order, presented a bill to revive the inspection of tobacco at Spring warehouse in the 
town of Lynchburg, which was read the first and ordered to be react a second time. 

On motion of Mr. Daniel, Resolved, That the president and directors of the Bank of Virginia, and the president 

and directors of the Farmers bank of Virginia, be requested to prepare and furnish to this house a statement shewing 

the annual dividends declared by them on their capital stock smce the dates of their respective incorporation ; also 

the number, places and dates of the different branch banks located by each of them, and the amount of capital en* 

• trusted to, and the nett annual profits made by each of said branch banks since their estabUshment. 

On motion of Mr. HoUeman, Ordered, That he be excused from serving upon the committee to whom was re- 
ferred so much of the governor's message as relates to the interference of certain societies m the northern states with 
the slave population of the south; and Mr. Coleman was ordered to be substituted in his stead, as a member of said

On motion of Mr. Mullen, the house adjourned until to-morrow 12 o'clock.

On motion of Mr. Carter, Resolved, That so much of the governor's messa^ as relates to the banking capital 
and currency of the commonwealtih, be referred to the select committee on the subject of increasing the banking ca{H« 
tal of this commonwealth.

Mr. Stanard presented a petition of sundry citizens of the city of Richmond, asking for the establishment of a 
new bank in the said city, which was ordered to be referred to the select conunittee on banks, that they do examine 
the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Brown of Nelson, presented a petition of sundry citizens of Nelson and Albemarle counties, asking for the 
revival of the charter of the Nelson and Albemarle Union factory company, for the purpose of closing the concerns 
of said company, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of agriculture and manufactures, that they do 
examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

Mr. Summers presented a petition of sundry citizens of the counties oi Kanawha and Fayette, praying the in- 
corporation of a company to construct a turnpike road from the Narrow falls of New river, on the south side thereof 
to a point opposite the town of Charlotte, in the county of Kanawha, with adequate capital to erect a bridge across 
New river, if found advisable by the company, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of roads and in- 
ternal navigation, that they do examine the matter thereof^ and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the counties of Rocking- 
ham and Hardy, asking an appropriation of five himdred dollars, in aid of private subscriptions, to construct a road 
from the Brock's Gap road on Starlick run in the county of Rockingham, across the Shenandoah mountain, to join 
the said Brock's Gap road below the Sulphur spring on Rarebagh run in the county of Hardy, be rejected. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by tiie house, an unsuccessful modem 
having been made by Mr. Moffett, to amend the said last resolution, by striking therefrom the words " be rejected,** 
and inserting in lieu thereof, the words " is reasonable," so as to reverse the decision of the committee. 

Ordered, That a bill be brought in conformably with the said first resolution, and that the said conmiittee pre^ 
pare and bring in the same. 

Mr. Watkins also, from the same committee, presented a bill to authorize the president and directors of tfie Ports- 
mouth and Roanoke rail-road company to borrow a sum of money, which was read the first, and on his motion, the 
second time, and ordered to be committed to the said committee. 

A bill to revive the inspection of tobacco at Spring warehouse in the town of Lynchburg, was read a second 
time, and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time.

the further consideration thereof and that the subject matt^ of the same be referred to the general committee raised 
on that subject, with leave to said committee to employ a clerk or agent to make such collection, and to cause such 
portions of the same to be printed under the superintendence of the committee for the use of the members of the 
general assembly, as to the said committee may seem expedient 

On motion of Mr. Chapline, Resolved, That a special committee be appointed to enquire into the expediency 
of amending the acts incorporating the fire and marine company of Wheeling, with leave to report by bill or odier- 
wise; and a committee was appointed of Messrs. Chapline, Masters, Prentiss, Carroll, Beuhring, Decamps and 
Morgan. 

On motion of Mr. Chapman, Ordered, That leave be ^en to bring in a bill incorporating the Sweet springs 
company, and that Messrs. Chapman, Wilson of Botetourt, Wethered, M'Clintic, Brooke and Summers, prepare and 
bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Stanard, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation enquire into the 
expediency of incorporating a company to construct a rail-road from the city of Richmcmd to the town of Peters- 
burg, and that the said committee have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Crutchfield, Ordered, That leave be given to brin^ in a bill incorporating the Phoenix mining 
company, and that Messrs. Crutchfield, Moncure, Woolfolk, Goodall, Robmson, Hooe and Hunter of Essex, prepare 
and bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Layne, Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a bill to incorporate the Red spring com- 
pany in the county of Alleghany, and that Messrs. Layne, Leybum, Ingles, Harley, Miller, Chapman and Moffett, 
prepare and bring in the same.

The speaker submitted to the house a communication firom the governor, transmitting a report of the superin- 
tendent of the penitentiary, which, oh motion of Mr. M'Mullen, was ordered to be laid on the table, and that 186 
copies thereof be printed for the use of the general assembly. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigation, presented a report, which was read as fol- 
lows: 

The committee of roads and internal navi^tion have, according to order, had under c<msideration sundry peti- 
tions to them referred, and have come to the following resolutions thereupon: 

1. Resolved cis the opinion of this committeey That the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Bath, repre- 
aoiting that the Huntersville and Warm springs turnpike roaa leaves the Jackson's, river turnpike about a quarter of 
a mile west of the Warm springs, and follows the Anthony's creek road throi^h a narrow gap of the mountain, to- 
wards Huntersville, for about a quarter of a mile, and thence runs parallel with the said road one and an half <»: two 
miles, so that if the Huntersville and Warm spring turnpike company should erect a toU-^ate on the eastern end of 
their road, in the gap, all persons will be compelled to pay tdl on a section of five or ten miles, or more, as said com- 
pany may think proper, when coming along the Anthony's creek road, although they will necessarily not travel more 
than about a quarter of a mile on the said turnpike ; that a section of five miles of said turnpike is nearly comfdeted ; 
and praying the passage of an act to prevent the said company firom erecting a toll-gate on the said turnpike, between 
the eastern end and the point of intersection of the Anthony's creek road, or to put it in the power oi the court of 
said county to say where a toll-gate shall be erected ; or to compel the county court to keep up so much of the turn- 
pike road as is used by travellers <hi the Anthony's creek road, be rejected. 

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That the petition of John Shawver and other citizens of the 
county of M^oe, praying that the said John Shawver may be gremted a charter to make and open a good road, or 
a turnpike, over the Sweet spring and Price's mountains, a distance of about eleven or twelve miles, with the privi- 
lege of charging thereon such tolls as may seem just, is reasonable. 

3. Resolved as the opinion of this comnnittee, That the petition of William Booth, of the county of Allefi^hany, 
and others, praying that tne said William Booth may be authorized by law to graduate and improve the road from 
the eastern base of Price's mountain, in the county of Botetourt, to the Sweet spring in the county of Monroe, for 
such moderate toUs as will enable him to complete and keep in repair the said road, is reasonable. 

The first resolution being read, a motion was made by Mr. M'CUntic, to amend the same by striking therefrom 
the words << be rejected," and mserting in lieu thereof, the words " is reasonable." 

On motion of Mr. Wethered, Ordered, That the said resolution and proposed amendment be laid upon the table. 

The second and third resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills 
were ordered to be brought in conformably therewith. 

Mr. Watkins, from the same committee, presented a bill incorporating the stockholders of the Louisa rail-road 
company; and 

A bill incorporating the stockholders of the Rappahannock and Blue Ridge rail-road company, which, on mo- 
tions severally made, were ordered to be laid upon the table. 

Also a bUl to amend the act, entitled, " an act concerning William Brown ;" and 

A l»ll incorporating a coaxfexiy for the purpose of improving the navigation of Little and Big Deep ereeksi in 
the county of Powhatan, which were severally read the first and ordered to be read a second time. 
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And a bill directing the survey and location of routes for certain roads therein mentioned, which was read the 
first and second times, on motion of Mr. Watkins, and ordered to be committed to the conunittee which brought it in. 

Mr. Hill, from the committee of propositions and grievances, presented a report, which was read as follows : 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of 
a portion of the citizens and voters in the county of Nelson to them referred, prajring that an act may pass autho- 
rizing a separate election at Greenfield, on the lands of Mrs. Nancy Page, (who has certified her consent thereto :) 
Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinian of this committee, That the prayer of said petition, is reasonable. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a bill was orders to be 
brought in conformably therewith. 

An engrossed bill to revive the inspection of tobacco at Spring warehouse in the town of Lynchburg, was read 
a third time : 

Resolved, That the bill do pass, and that the title be, <^ an act to revive the inspection of tobacco at Spring ware- 
house in the town of Lynchburg." 

Ordered, That the clerk communicate the same to the senate and request their concurrence. 

Mr. Chapline presented a petition of certain inhabitants of the county of Marshall, asking the passage of an act 
to change the dividing line between the counties of Ohio and Marshall. 

Also, a petition of certain inhabitants of the county of Ohio, for the establishment of a new election district in 
said county. 

Mr. Hays presented a petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Lewis and Nicholas, asking for the for- 
mation of a new county out of parts of those counties. 

Mr. Masters, a petition of William Chapline and others, for leave to erect wharves on Wheeling creek, and on 
the Ohio river, adjoming the town of South Wheeling. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee of propositions and grievances, that they do 
examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Chapmaii presented a j)etition of sundry citizens of the county of Monroe, praying that a sum of money 
heretofore nosed by lottery in said county, be applied to the erection of an academy in the town of Union, whicn 
was ordered to be referred to the committee of schools and colleges, that they do examine the matter thereof, and 
report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Fontauie presented a petition of James Johnson, asking to be allowed compensation for revolutionary ser- 
vices, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of claims, that they do examine the matter thereof, and re- 
port their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Kincheloe presented a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Harrison opposing the prayer of the 
petition of Jessee Sturm, asking for leave to erect a dam across the west fork of Monongahela river, which was or- 
dered to be referred to the committee of roads and internal navigation, that they do examine the matter thereof, and 
report their opinion thereupon to the house.

A report of the committee of propositions and grievances, rejecting the petition of sundry citizens of the county 
of Marshall, for a change in the divi<hng lines between the counties of Ohio and Marshall, was, on motion of Mr. 
Chapline, ordered to be laid upon the table. 

A report of the committee of propositions and grievances, was read as follows : 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration sundry peti- 
tions to them referred, and have come to the followingresolutions thereupon : 

1. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the counties of Lewis 
and Nicholas, praying for various reasons in the petition set forth, that a new county may be formed of parts of said 
counties within certam boundaries in the petition described, is reasonable. 

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That the petition of sundry citizens of Preston county, repre- 
senting that for years past the inhabitants of Pennsylvania and Maryland have driven, every spring and summer, 
large herds of ^ cattle to range and graze in the glades and prairies of said county, but protect themselves as to so 
much of such range as lies in the state of Maryland, by recent legislation upon the subject, the legislature of. the 
said state of Maryland having about two years since, enacted laws directing the construction of public pounds, and

The committee tor courts of justice have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of Duff 
Green of the county of Stafford, to them referred, praying that he may be released from a bond executed by him some 
time in the year 1818 or 1819, to the executive, conditioned for tiiie safe return of arms, fiimished for the use of a 
volunteer company commanded by the said Green, and that the said bond may be cancelled, in consequence of the 
said arms having been destro3red by fire : Whereupon,

Resolved a^ the opinion of this committee^ That the prayer of the said petition is reasonable. 

The committee for courts of justice have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of the inha- 
bitants of Hardy county, to them referred, praying that Charlotte Morgan, a woman of colour, who has been eman- 
cipated by the last will and testament of James Stone, deceased, may be permitted to remain in the commonwealth : 
Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the prayer of the said petition is reasonable ; and that the said 
Charlotte Morgan be permitted to remain in the commonwealth for the term of five years. 

The committee for courts of justice have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of James 
Haskins, committee of John Haskins, senr., a lunatic, to them referred, praying that the estate of the said lunatic may 
be sold, and the proceeds arising from such sale invested in bank or other profitable stock : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the prayer of the said petition is reasonable. 

The said resolutions were, on questions put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills were ordered to be 
brought in conformably therewith. 

Several reports of the committee of roads and internal navigation, were read as follow : 

The committee of roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the petition 
of sundry citizens of the counties of Hampshire and Frederick, praying that the tolls on the North-western turnpike 
be reduced to one half or one third of their present rates, and that persons going to mill, or residing within four miles 
of a turnpike gate, be exempt from pa3rment of toll : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this com^mittee, That so much of said petition as prays a reduction of the tolls on 
the North-western turnpike, is reasonable. 

The committee of roads and internal navigation have, according to^^order, had under consideration the petition 
of sundry citizens of the towns of Petersburg and Farmville, and of the county of Prince George, prajring the pas- 
sage of an act incorporating a joint stock company to construct a rail-road from City Point in tne county of Pnnce 
George to some point within the town of Petersburg : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this com,mittee, That the said petition is reasonable. 

The committee oi roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the petition 
of James Shanks and John B. Lewis, praying that they be authorized by law to construct a turnpike road from the 
eastern side of the Seven mile or Price's mountain to the Sweet springs in the county of Monroe, a distance of about 
twelve miles, for the same rates of toll as are now authorized on seven miles of the distance by a charter to Jacob

That the petition of sundry citizens of the counties of Kanawha 
and Fayette, praying the incorporation of a company to construct a turnpike road from the Narrow falls of New 
river, to some point opposite the town of Charleston in the county of Kanawha, with an adequate amount of capital, 
and power to enlarge the same, if found necessary, and with authority to erect a bridge across New river, at or near 
the Narrow falls, if found expedient by the company, is reasonable. 

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Preston, 
praying that the act passed February the 20th, 1834, entitled, " an act directing a change of location of that part of 
the North-western road passing through the town of Evansville," may be so amended as to make it obligatory on the 
president and directors of the road to make such chan^ of location, after having the payment of any additional ex- 
pense which may be incurred thereby secured to be paid by the citizens of said town, is reasonable. 

The committee of roads and internal navigation have, according to order, enquired " into the expediency of 
passing an act authorizing the board of pubhc works to subscribe, on the part of the commonwealth, for % 28,000 of 
the stock of the Upper Appomattox company, provided the said company shall find it necessary to require such sub- 
scription ; the said $ 28,000 being the balance of the stock which said company were authorized to raise by an act 
of the last legislature, passed the day of 1835 :" Whereupon, 

Resolv^ as the opinion of this committee, That it is expedient to authorize the said subscription on the part 
of the commonwealth. 
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The conunittee of roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the petition 
of Henry P. Parker of the county of Accomac, representing that the petitioner has purchased of a certain Samuel 
C. White his right, under an act of the general assembly, to run a Une of packets from the town of Onancock in 
said county to Norfolk, being required by said act to keep two packets on the line ; that the travelling between the 
two places will not support two regular packets, and that he cannot run them without great pecuniary loss ; and 
praying such an amendment of said act, as to authorize him to keep but one boat or vessel on the line : Whereupon, 

Resolved cw the opinion of this committee, That said petition is reasonable. 

The said resolutions in each report were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills 
were ordered to be brought in conformably therewith. 

A report of the committee appointed to examine the clerk's office was read as follows: 

The committee appointed to examine the clerk's office, have, in obedience to order, performed that duty, and beg 
leave to report, 

That they have carefully examined into the condition of the books and papers of the office, and find them neatly 
and' systematically arranged, so as to afibrd a ready and convenient reference to them. That the enrolled bills from 
the year 1776 inclusive, up to the present time, are carefully preserved in separate tin cases for each year respectively, 
and upon examination of some of the most ancient of them, they were found in a good state of preservation. The 
original petitions, executive communications, resolutions, rough bills and miscellaneous papers belonging to the office, 
were also found to be filed in regular succession and in neat order. The journals of the house of delegates up to the 
present time were also found carefully bound up and in good order. 

Your committee have ascertained, by reference to the journal of the last year, that the conmiittee appointed to 
examine the clerk's office, recommended that the clerk should be hereafter instructed to make out and prepare an index 
to the journal of the house, to be printed and bound up with the journal at the end of the session. And in accord- 
ance with this reconunendation, the house adopted a resolution requiring the clerk to prepare such an index, and that 
a reasonable compensation be allowed him for this additional service. 

In obedience to this instruction, the clerk has prepared an index to the journal of the last session, an examina- 
tion of which will demonstrate at once its utiUty and absolute necessity. 

This index is still in manuscript form only, no provision having been made for printing and binding it up 
according to the intention of the house, and your conmiittee find that no compensation has been allowed the clerk 
for preparing the same, and as your committee still think it indispensable to the proper use of the journals that the 
index should be prepared, printed and bound up annually, and that such additional labour ought not to be imposed 
on the clerk without remuneration. 

Resolved therefore cis the opinion of this committee, That it is expedient to provide by law for the preparation 
and printing hereafter of an index to the journal of the house of delegates, and for allowing a compensation therefor. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a bill was ordered to be 
brought in conformably therewith. 

Several reports of the committee of propositions and grievances, were read as follow : 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration the petiticMi of 
sundry citizens of the county of Berkeley, to them referred, praying that the separate election heretofore authorized 
to be holden at the mill of Thomas Robinson, may hereafter be holden at the stone school-house of Lewis Grantham: 
Whereupon, 

Resolved oj the opinion of this committee. That the prayer of said petition is reasonable. 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration several peti- 
tions to them referred, and have come to the followinor resolutions thereupon : 

1. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the town of Portsmouth, 
praying that a charter may be granted them with a capital of two hundred thousand dollars, for the formation of a 
steam-boat company, for the purpose of navigating the waters of the Chesapeake and its tributaries, is reasonable. 

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That the petition of sundry citizens of Berkeley county, praying 
that an act may pass authorizing a separate election at the tavern-house of Baley T. Hedges in the town of Hec^es- 
ville, is reasonable. 

3. Resolved as the opinion of this com/mittee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Stafford, 
praying that an act may pass authorizing a separate election at the store-house, near the mill called Tackett's mill, in 
said county, be rejected for want of notice.

Mr. Chapman presented a petition of sundry citizens living in the vicinity of Pearisbur^in the county of Giles, 
asking the repeal of so much of the law authorizing the election of trustees of the town of Pearisburg, as eives the 
said trustees power to impose fines or penalties on horses, hogs, or other stock which may be found in the limits of 
said town, and whose owners are non-residents of scud town, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of 
propositions and grievances, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Daniel, from the committee of privile^s and elections, presented a report upon the contested election from 
the counties of Fayette and Nicholas, wluch being read, was ordered to be recommitted to the said committee, on mo- 
tion of Mr. Woolfolk, with instructions to report specially in such cases as the parties to the contest may desire a re- 
port upon. 

An engrossed bill to authorize a separate election at Greenfield, in the county of Nelson, was read a third time : 

Resolved, That the bill do pass, and that the title be, " an act to authorize a separate election at Greenfield, in the 
county of Nelson." 

An engrossed bill providing for the better security of persons charged with criminal oflences, was read a third 
time : 

Resolved, That the bill do pass, and that the title be, " an act providing for the better security of persons charged 
with criminal oflences." 

Ordered, That the clerk communicate the same to the senate and request their concurrence. 

An engrossed bill incorporating the stockholders of the Louisa rail-road company, was read a third time, and on 
motion of Sir. Woolfolk, ordered to be laid upon the table. 

A bill directing the survey and location of routes for certain roads therein mentioned, with the amendments 
thereto proposed by the committee of roads and internal navigation, was taken up, and the said amendments being 
agreed to by the house with an amendment, the scdd bill as amended was ordered to be engrossed and read a third time; 

A bill to amend an act, entitled, " an act to incorporate the Staunton and Potomac rail-road company," was read 
a second time, and on motion of Mr. Moflett, ordered to be committed to the committee which brought it in. 

A bill to amend the act establishing the town of Grandville in the county of Monongalia. 

A bill authorizing the board of public works to subscribe on behalf of the commonwealth to the stock of the 
Smithes river navigation company ; and 

A bill to authorize the appomtment of a third commissioner of the superior court of Petersburg, were read a se- 
cond time, and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

A bill to regulate the conduct of boatmen on the Roanoke river and its branches, was read a second time, and on 
motion of Mr. Dorman, ordered to be committed to the committee which brought it in. 

A bill to incorporate the Virginia mills manufacturing company, was read a second time, and ordered to be en- 
grossed and read a third time. 

A bill incorporating the Lexington and Richmond turnpike company, was read a second time, amended on mo- 
tion of Mr. Dorman, and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

A bill to chansfe the place of holding a separate election in the county of Marshall. 

A bill to amencl an act, entitled, " an act for incorporating the stockholders of the Winchester and Potomac rail- 
road company." 
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A bill concerning the fire and marine insurance company of Wheeling ; and 

A bill to authorize the mayor and commonalty of the town of Wheeling to subscribe for stock of the Baltimow 
and Ohio rail-road company, were severally read the second time, and order«l to be engrossed and read a third time. 

A motion was made by Mr. Austin that this house do now adjourn, and the question being put thereupon, was 
determined in the negati\re. Ayes 34, noes 43. 

On motion of Mr. Parker, (seven of the members present concurring,) Ordered, That the ayes and noes upon 
the said question be inserted in the journal.

The speaker laid before the house a communication from the governor, transmitting the copy of a letter just re- 
ceived from the governor of the state of Maryland, written by him on the 24th instant, in answer to a letter of the 
governor of the 10th ulto., relative to the boundaries of the state of Maryland, which, on motion of Mr. Wilson of 
Botetourt, was ordered to be laid upon the table, and that 185 copies thereof be printed for the use of the members of 
the general assembly. 

A report of the committee of propositions and grievances, was read as follows : * 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of 
the merchants, manufecturers, tradesmen and citizens of the town of Petersburg, to them referred, praying that a 
charter may be granted to them with the usual privileges of a corporate company, and under such g:uards and re- 
strictions as may seem just and reasonable, for the purpose of establishing a navigation company to facihtate the com- 
merce of said town with the northern cities : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the prayer of the petition aforesaid is reasonable. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a bill was ordered to be 
brought in conformably therewith. 

A report of the committee of roads and internal navigation, rejecting the petition of sundry citizens of the county 
of Fairfax, for the repeal of the act imposing half tolls on return wagons, dx., on the Little river turnpike, was, on 
motion of Mr. Ball, ordered to be laid upon me table. 

On motion of Mr. Mullen, the house adjourned until to-morrow 12 o'clock.

On motion of Mr. Hunter of Essex, Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire 
into the expediency of so amending an act, entitled, " an act providing a method for making partition of real estate 
held in joint tenancy, tenancy in common or co-parcenery, where some of the parties interested are known, and 
their shares ascertained, and others of the parties are unknown or their shares are not ascertainable," as to extend its 
operation to personal as well as real estate. 

On motion of Mr. Hopkins, Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire into the 
e^tpediency of conferring upon the circuit superior courts of law and chancery, concurrent jiu'isdiction with the 
county and corporation courts, in all actions of forcible entry and detainer, and that they have leave to report by bill 
or otherwise. 

Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to, enquire into the expediency of amending or 
explaining by legislative enactment, the 23d section of the act, entitled, " an act to reduce into one act, the several 
acts and parts of acts, concerning the county and other inferior courts, and the jurisdiction of justices of the peace 
within this commonwealth," and that they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Cunningham, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to 
enquire into the expediency of amending an act, entitled, " an act for cutting a navigable canal from the waters of 
Elizabeth river, in the state of Virginia, to the waters of Pasquotank river in North Carcdina," passed December the 
Ist, 1787 ; and that the said committee have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Woolfolk, Resolved, That the committee of privileges and elections be instructed to enquire 
whether a stockholder in a corporation, which corporation holds lands, can by virtue of his stock be a freeholder or 
so possessed of said land or any part thereof, as to entitle him to the right of suffirage under the constitution, and 
report their opinion with their reasons to this house. 

Mr. Brooke reported with amendment, a bill to amend an act, entitled, << an act to incorporate the Staunton and 
Potomac rail-road company." 

Mr. Smith of Fauquier, reported with a substitute a bill to amend the act, entitled, "an act incmrporating the 
Falmouth and Alexandria rail-road company." 
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Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigaticm, presented a bill further to amend the act, en- 
titled, " an act to amend the act, entitled, < an act establishing a ferry from Onancock town in the county of Acco- 
mack to Norfolk, and for other purposes,' " passed March 5th, 1833. 

A bill directing the survey and location of a route for a road from the Pennsylvania line to its intersection with 
the road from Clarksburg to Beverley ; and 

A bill to incorporate the Narrow falls turnpike company. 

Mr. Hill, from the committee <rf propositions and grievances, presented a report upon the petition of the trustees 
of the town of Clarkesville in Montgomery; also, 

A bill to authorize a separate election at Hedgesville in the county of Berkeley ; and 

A bill to change the place of holding a separate election in the county of Berkeley. 

Mr. Beuhring, according to order, presented a bill to amend the act, entitled, " an act to reduce into one the 
several acts for the settlement and regulation of ferries," passed January 30th, 1819. 

Mr. Chfi^line reported without amendment, a bill to enlarge, define and establish the corporate boundaries and 
limits of the town of Wheeling in the county of Ohio, 

Which bills and report were received and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Henshaw presented a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Berkeley, praying the establishment of a 
town in said county, to be call^ the town of Hedgesville. 

Mr. Beard, a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Loudoun, for an act incorporating a joint stock com- 
pany to construct a bridge across the Shenandoah river at Harper's ferry. 

Mr. Griggs, a petition of citizens of the county of Frederick, asking the formation of a new county out of said 
county, 

Mr. Dorman a petition of John Ruff and John Jordan, asking leave to erect a toll-bridge across the Buffaloe 
creek in the county of Rockbridge. 

Mr. Leyburn, a petition of citiz^is of the county of Rockbridge, opposing the petition of the said Ruff and 
Jordan. 

Ordered^ That the said petitions be referred to the committee of propositions and grievances, that they do exa- 
mine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Harley presented a petition of sundry citizens of the county of Smyth, for the establishment of a branch of 
one of the state banks in one of the south-western counties, on the main stage road between the New river and Ten- 
nessee line, which was ordered to be referred to the committee on banks, that they do examine the matter thereof, and 
report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

On inotion of Mr. Carter, Resolved^ That the committee on increasing the banking capital of the commonwealth 
be authorized to employ a clerk to said committee. 

Mr. Masters presented a petition of Isabella Anderson, asking to be divorced from her husband Robert Anderson, 
which was ordered to be referred to the committee for courts of justice, that they do examine the matter thereof, and 
report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

On motion of Mr. Chapman, Ordered^ That the committee of schools and colleges be discharged from the con- 
sideration of the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Monroe, and that the same be referred to the committee of 
roads and internal navigation, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Daniel, from the committee of privileges and elections, presented a report, which was taken up and read as 
follows : 

The committee of privil^es and elections, according to the following resolution passed by the house of delegates 
on the 29th December, 1835 : " Ordered^ That the committee of privileges and elections be instructed to report spe- 
cially in the contested election from Fayette and Nicholas, in such cases as the parties to the contest may desire a 
report," have proceeded to report specially on the following votes, found on the poll of Hudson M. Dickinson, at his 
request. 

In relation to the vote of George G. MoUohon, it appears by a patent produced, that on the 23d of February, 
1835, a grant issued to George G. and James F. MoUohon, for one hundred and forty acres of land in Nicholas cotmty : 

1. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee^ That the vote of said Greorge G. MoUohon is iU^al. 
In relation to the vote of John Frame, it appears from the deposition of Robert Hamilton, clerk of Nidiolas 
county, that a deed was recorded in that county on the 12th of March, 1828, from Robert Duffield to John Frame, 
Andrew Frame and three others, for 250 acres of land ; that in the year 1832, this land was returned by the sheriff 
as unascertainable, and since has not been replaced on the commissioner's books. It appears fiirther, from the evi- 
dence of Robert Duffield, that he purchased two thousand acres of land of Isaac Gregory, and that this land conveyed 
to John Frame and others was a p>art of that tract ; that he mve eighty dollars for the 2,000 acre tract ; that Gregory 
bought this land of the high sheriff of Randolph county, who sold it for the tax in 1816 ; and that said Gr^ry had 
brought a suit in chancery to quiet the title, but the result of the suit was not known ; that t^ie deponent beheves the 
object in Frame's obtaining this deed was to obtain a right to vote. It appears from the deposition of John Frame, 
that he paid no consideration for this land, but that Duffield said it was made in consideration of his Duffield's 
having lived with him, but that the particular design was to entitle him to vote ; that he did not consider the land of 
any great value, because he had never seen the land ; and that he did suppose that he had a title to the land ; and it 
appears by the deposition of Andrew B. Franie, that the design in making the deed was to entitle him to vote, and 
that he paid nothing for the land. It appears from the deposition of James M'MUlion, who states that he was deputy 
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shmff in Nicholas conntjr for about seven years, and that he has been surveyor of the county near four years, that 
he believes the land was returned as unascertainable ; and that he believes there is no such lioid : 

2. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee^ That the vote o( said John Frame is ill^pd. 

In relation to the votes of Hezekiah B. Copeland and Wilson Lloyd, it i4>pears fromiheix depositionsi that they 
were housekeepers and heads of families more than twelve months prticeding the election ; and in answer to ques« 
tions whether they were charged with any part of the revenue for 1834, and had paid the same, answered, they were 
diarged with one horse each, and had paid the same, and had sheriff's receipts, but did not state at what time the tax 
was paid, whether before or after the election. These depositions were taktti on the 28th S^Xember, 1835. And it 
appears from the deposition of William Tyree, deputy sheriff, that they had not paid the revenue before the election. 
It appears from the deposition of John P. Huddleston and Hiram Hill, that they were able to pav the revenue if the 
sheriff had used proper exertions ; that according to the best belief these votes were considered le^ upon the scru- 
tiny of the poll for a site for the erection of the public buildings in said county ; and that William Tyree was ap- 
plied to as authority to know who had paid their taxes, and that no vote was allowed except such as he pronounced 
good: 

3. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee^ That the voles of Heaoekiah B. Copeland and Wilson 
Lloyd, are illegal. 

As relates to the votes of John Johnson, jr., James Johnson and Turiy Foster, it appears by their own deposit 
tions that they were each a housekeeper and head of a family in the county more than twdve months before the 
election ; that they each were charged with revenue, but had not paid the same though they were able to pay ; and 
the testimony of John P. Huddleston and Hiram Hill, is the same as relates to Copelwd and Lloyd : 

4. Resolved therefore^ That the votes of said John Johnson, jr. James Johnson and Turly Foster, are il^gal^ 
The following votes were specially reported on at the request of Saauiel Price, being found on the poU of Hud- 
son M. Dickinson : 

In relation to the vote of Israel A. Friend, it appears by the deposition of Andrew P. Friend, that he acknow* 
lodged a deed to scud Israel A. Friend for 73 acres of land in Nicholas county, before two justices of the peace in 
1830 ; that it was a deed of ^ft ; that said Israel A. had been in possession of the land ever since ; that it was Israel 
A.'s own fault that the deed Lad not been recorded ; but the said Andrew P. Friend had ever held the deed, though 
he ever renounced title to the land: 

6. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee^ That the vote of Israel A. Friend is legal. 

In relation to the vote of Hiram Hines, it appears from the deposition of Matthew Hines, that m acknowledged 
a deed to Hiram Hines in the fall of 1833, before two justices for land ; the patent contained 465 acres ; that it was 
deUvered to a third person to carry to the clerk's office more than twelve months before the election : 

6. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee^ That the vote of Hiram Hines is legalr 

In relation to the vote of James B. Cale, it appears from the deposition of said Cale, that he has a grant for two 
and a half acres of land, for which he would not take $ 100. And it appeara fixim the deposition of Miles Manser, 
that he would not consider the land worth any thing. And it appears that this land was never charged on the com^ 
missioner's books, until 1835, when it was charged at ^ 25. And it appears from said Gale's deposition, that he has 
been a housekeeper for six or seven 3rears, and he appears charged on the commissioner's books with one horse in 
1834, and no evidence of payment of taxes before the election : 

7. Resolved therefore m the opinion of this committee. That the vote of James R Cale is legal. 

In relation to the vote of David M'Colgin, it appears that he is charged with revenue and paid the same in 1834 ; 
that he is a housekeeper, is not married, though there is a child bound to him and lives with him, and that a woman 
lives with him, as it is said in the neighbourhood, in illicit cohabitation : 

8. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee, That the vote of David M'Colrin is legal. 

At the request of Hudson M. Dickinson, tiie following votes are reported on specially, being found on the poll 
of Samuel Price : 

In relation to the vote of Thomas Wells, it appears by a certificate of the clerk of Fayette county, that a deed 
from William T. Stockton for fifty acres of land in said county, was made to him, dated on the 24th day of August, 
1834, and recorded the 21st day of April, 1835, and William T. Stockton is admitted to have been the owner of more 
than fifty acres of land in said county, though not charged with anv on the commissioner's books of 1834 : 

9. Resolved therefore, That the vote of the said Thomas Wells is legal. 

As relates to the vote of Andrew Lewis, it appears from the deposition of William T3rree, deputy sheriff, that he 
was chai^^ with revenue for 1834, and paid the same before the election ; that he had resided several years in 
the county ; that since the death of his wife, he and his children lived with Abraham Price ; and that he was the 
head of a family more than twelve months before the election ; that he had a farm with a dwelling house thereon, 
near to Abraham Price ; and it appears from the deposition of Abraham Price, that he considered Andrew Lewis a 
housekeeper for more than twelve months before the election ; and it appears that hb wife died in 1832 : 

10. Resolved therefore, That the vote of the said Andrew Lewis is legal. 

As regwds the vote of William Ryon, it appears from the deposition of Samuel Sparr, that on die 29th day of 
March, 1833, he sold to WilUamRyon a tract of land containing ninety some odd acres, ever since which time he has 
had it in possession, and that a deed was executed for said land by Sparr to Rvon on the day of the electi<m : 

11. Resolved therefore. That the vote of the said William Ryon is legal 
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As regards the vote of William Terrj, it appears from the depositioDB of Wiliiani Tyree, depiity sheriff^ akid 
Thomas B. Hamilton, that he owns a &rm ; was charged with revemie for the year 1834, and paid the eame before 
the eleotioQ ; that he had dwelled oa his iarm with his mother for more than twelre months berore the election, and 
had the care and management of them, they alone keeping house : 

12. Resolved therefore^ That the vote of the said WiUiam Terry is legal* 

As regards the vote of James R. Ramsey, it appears from the deposition of William Tyree, deputy sheriff, that 
he was charged with revenue for the year 1834, and paid the same before the election ; and that he had been a house-^ 
keeper and head of a family in said county for Eoore than twelve months before the election ; but it appears that 
James Ramsey and not James R. Ramsey is charged on the commissioner's book : 

13. Resolved therefore, That the vote of said James R. Ramsey- is legal. 

As re^ids the vote of Elifiha Williams, it appears from the deposition of John M'Clungf, deputy sheriff, that he 
resides and has resided in the county of Fayette, the county in which he voted, for more than twelve months before 
the election ] had been a housekeeper and head of a fiimily for more than twelve months before the election, afid a 
freeholder in Nicholas county: was chai^d with 169 acres of land on the c<mimiBsioner'B books, and paid th6 tax 
before the election. Upon reference to the commissioner's books of the said county, Elisba Williams, Bath county^ 
appears so charged : 

14 Resolved therefart, That the vote of the said Elisha William^ is legal. 

As regards the vote of George Undenvood, it aiqMars from the deposition of Robert H^tmilton, that he is the m& 
of James Underwood, deceased ; that James Underwood is charged with 100 acres of land, valued at |^ 60, of which 
he died possessed ; and that since the death of said James Underwood, his heirs reciovered 92 acres of lahd in said 
county of Elijah Liditner and others, before tlie election ; and it appears that Elijah Lightner is charged \^th fcf&i 
tracts of land in said county, in all making 212| acres, the average value of whiiih, as ch^ged on the commissioner's 
books, is 95 cents^ and which make the veuue of 92 acres amount to $ 87 40 *cents. It appears that four of the heii^ 
of James Underwood, deceased, voted, two of whom were heads of femilies and housekeepers charged with rev^ 
nue, and entitled so to vote if they had paid the same : 

15. Resolved therefore^ That the vote of the said Greorge Underwood is legal. 

As regards the vote of Peter Duffy, it is admitted that he had a freehold qualification to vote, and it appears thai 
at the March term 1835 of the County court of Nicholas) he took the necessary .oaths to entide him to the rights of 
citizenship : 

16. Resolved therefore, That the vote of the said Peter Dufly is legal. 

As regard^ the vote of Wilham S. Gregory, whose vote appears to be challenged in the following \^ords : " Wil- 
liam S. Gregory not qualified according to the constitution for same reason of Ifenry Jones ;'' and the challenge to 
the vote of Henry Jones is in these words : " Henry Jones paid revenue on land conveyed by him to another more 
than one year preceding the election." The name of William S. Gregory appears on the polls tobe rotered William 
G. Gregory ; but it is admitted that William S. Gregory, William G. Gregory, and WiUiam Gregory, tat the 9ktm 
man. It appears from the deposition of Robert Hamilton, that William G. Gregory conveyed by deed to Eara Clif*- 
ton 95 acres of land, which deed was recorded in the clerk's ofiice of Nicholas county on the 9th day of November, 
1831. William Gregory appears charged on the commissioner's books of Nicholas county, for the year 1834, With 
95 acres of land ; and the aforesaid witness states, that he does not know whether this is the same land conveyed to 
Clifton or not ; and it appears fiirther from a certificate produced, signed by the first clerk in the register's oflSce, that 
a grant for 95 acres of land issued to William Gregory on the 23d day of December, 1831, for land m Nicholas 
county. It appears that said Clifton is not charged on said books of 1834 with any land : 

17. Resolved therefore, That the vote of said William S. Gregory is legal. 

As regards the vote of Moses Caufield, it appears from the deposition of James M'Million, that he married a 
daughter of John Skidmore, deceased ; that said Caufield and wife resided on the same form with John Skldmore, 
and that said Skidmore recognized Caufield to be his son-m4aw* It appears from the commissioner's book of Ni- 
cholas county, that the heirs of John Skidmore, in the year 1834, are charged with two tracts of land^ofte of 99 
acres, valued at $ 99, and the other of 7 acres, valued at $ 3 50 cents, t?hieh the clerk of said county of Nicholas 
certifies have not been conveyed away. Said Caufield's name AoeA not appear Oil said books : 

18. Resolved therefore. That, the vote of said Moses Caufield is legal. 

At the request of Samuel Price, the votes of Joseph Young, John Sparr and James C. Warren, are specially re- 
pcwrted on, they being found on his poll. 

In relation to the vote of Joseph Young, it appears from a certificate of the register of the land office, thilt a 
grant issued to Joseph Young on the 7th of July, 1830, for fifty acres of land in Nicholas county; ctfwi it appears 
further, that this land calls to join the land of Robert Hughes, senior, on the north side of Gauley river, and it is ad- 
mitted that Robert Hughes, senior, lives in that part of Fayette county which formed a portion of Nicholas in 1831, 
but that his land joins, or nearly joins, the county line. It also appears from the commissioner's books, that Robert 
Hughes, senior, is charged with land in Fayette county, and that he is not charged in Nicholas county with any land ; 
and it is further admitted, that the land on the north skie ot Qauley river in Nicholas county, adjoihing Robert 
Hughes, senior, is improved, and has been long in cultivation by others for one half mile : 

19. Resolved therefore as the opmian of this committee^ That the vote of Joseph Young is illegal. 

In relation to the vote of John Sparr, it appears from the deposition of John Manix, that John Sparr has long 
been a housekeeper and head of a family in the county of Fayette, at least from its formation ; that the deponent re- 
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sides with said Sparr, and that when a demand was made for a list of taxable property in 1834, the property, one 
negro and one horse, belonging to John Sparr, was charged to him, the deponent, who is the principej manager of 
the business of the family ; and that said revenue, thus clmrged, was paid by him before the election, and the sheriff's 
receipt given in his name : 

20. Resolved there/ore, That the vote of John Sparr is illegal. 

In relation to the vote of James C. Warren, who voted in the county of Fayette, it is admitted that he has a 
freehold qualification to vote in Nicholas county, but none in Fayette :

The S£ad third resolution being under consideration, a motion was made by Mr. Woolfolk to amend the same by 
striking therefrom the word " illegal," and inserting in lieu thereof the word " legal," so as to reverse the decision of 
the committee, and the question being put thereupon was determined in the negative. Ayes 30, noes 71. 

On motion of Mr. Hunter of Berkeley, (seven of the members present concurring,) Ordered^ That the ayes and 
noes upon the said question be inserted in the journal.

On motion of Mr. Strange, Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a bill to incorporate the Fluvanna mining 
company, and that Messrs. Strange, Watjkins, Harris, 3rown of Ne^lson, Goodall, SouthaU and Woolfolk prepare and 
bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Sherrard, Resolved, That the committee on the nulitia laws be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of allowing compepsatipn tp Peter Kliptine, for sundry stands of colours furnished to several regiments 
of militia within this commonwealth ; that the said conmiittee be authorized to report by bill or otherwise, and that 
the evidences of claim now presented be referred to said committee. 

On motion of Mr. Shands. Resolved, That the conunittee for courts of justice enquire into the expediency of so 
amending the laws relating to slaves, free negroes and mulattoes as to provide that all slaves emancipated by any 
last will and testament, that do not leave this state in twelve months after their title to freedom shall accrue, shall for- 
feit their right to freedom, and descend and pass to the next of kin to the testator or testatrix, as if such testator or 
testatrix had died intestate as to such slave or slaves.

On motion Mr. Brown of Petersburg, Resolved, That the committee on apiculture and manufactures be 
instructed to enquire into the expediency of mcorporating the Mechanics manufacturing company for the manufacture 
of cotton, wool, hemp, flax, metals and wood, to be located at a site belonging to Robert Shanks on Swift creek, in 
the county of Chesterfield ; and that the said committee have leave to report thereupon by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Murdaugh, Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire into 
the expediency of so amending the laws now in force concerning the jail fees of debtors, as to require security of 
the creditor for the fees whenever the jailor shall believe the cremtor insolvent, or where the creditor resides out of 
the county, and upon fifidlure to give such security, the jailor shall at his pleasure discharge the debtor. 

Mr. Dorman subniitted the following preamble and resolutions, which on his motion were ordered to be laid upon 
the table. 

Whereas a period has arrived in our government history, when, in consequence of the payment of the public 
debt, and the financial prosperity of the United States, the government thereof is enabled to dispense with the reve- 
nue arising from the sales of the public Iwids, in order to meet the ordinary expenses of the goverm^oient: 

And whereas the receipts from the sale of the public lands during the present year, have gone beyond all former 
example, lunounting to upwards of eleven miliums of dollars, now lying idle in the national treasury: 

And whereas the state of Virginia in the year 1784, prompted by a << magnanimous spirit of union and patriotism,'' 
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ceded to the United States the whole of the territory lying north-west of the river Ohio, embracing at this time seve* 
ral large and prosperous states ; which deed of cession, among other stipulations, provides, that the land thus ceded 
" shall be considered a common fund for the use and benefit of such of the United States as have become, or shall 
become members of the confederation or federal alliance of the said states, Virginia inclusive, according to their 
usual respective proportions in the general charge and expenditure, and shall he faithfully and bonafde disposed of 
for that purpose, and for no other use and purpose whatsoever :" thereby intendmg to provide, in the most clear and 
emphatic manner, that whensoever the ordinary and legitimate wants of the general government should not make it 
necessary to apply the proceeds of the sales of the pubuc lands to those wants, that the same should be fairly distri- 
buted among the several states of this Union : 

1. Be it therefore resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, That our senators in congress be instructed, 
and our representatives requested, to use their best efforts to obtain the passage of a law providing for the future dis- 
tribution 01 the proceeds arising from the sale of the public lands among the several states of this Union, according 
to their federal representative population, to be limited at all times by the wants of the government arising out of a 
state of war with any foreign power. 

2. Resolved, That the transfer or alienation of the pubUc lands to the new states, within whose limits they are 
situate, would be regarded by the people of this commonwealth as an infraction of the compact entered into by the 
respective states in their deeds of cession to the United States, and as a flagrant breach of faith towards Virginia, 
whose munificence has greatly contributed to the discharge of the nation's debt, contracted in prosecuting the late war 
with England. 

3. Resolved, That the governor of this commonwealth be requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing resolu- 
tions to each of our senators and representatives in the congress of the United States, with a request that the same 
be laid before their respective bodies. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, Ordered, That 185 copies of the said preamble and resolutions be printed for the 
use of the members of the general assembly. 

Mr. Hill from the conunittee of propositions and grievances, presented a report upon petitions from the citizens 
of the counties of Shenandoah and Frederick for a new county; of Ann M. Tutt; and of William Wedderbum ; 
and a bill to incorporate the Petersburg navigation company. 

Mr. Stanard from the committee for courts of justice presented a report upon the petition of James Martin ; 
which reports and bill were received and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Harrison presented a petition of sundry citizens of the counties of Harrison, Randolph and Monongalia, 
praying the passage of an act, declaring Tygart's valley river a public highway from the mouth of Big Sandy creek 
to its junction with the west fork of the Monongalia river. 

Mr. Stanard presented a petition of sundry citizens of the city of Richmond, for the incorporation of a company 
for the purpose of towing vessels navigating James river. 

Mr. Berry, a remonstrance of the TuckahcE canal company, opposing the petition of John G. Crouch and others. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee of roads and internal navigation, that they do exa- 
mine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Brown of Petersburg presented a petition of the president and directors of the Merchants manufacturing 
company of Petersburg, praying to be authorized to increase their capital stock, which was ordered to be referred to 
the committee of agriculture and manufactures, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion 
thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Stanard also presented a petition of Richard Lorton and others, praying the passage of an act relinquishing 
the right of the commonwealth to the property in which the Richmond museum is kept, to the petitioner ; or that 
the commonwealth would resume the property granted for the use of the museum, imder certain conditions, allowing 
compensation for the value of the improvements erected on the land, which was ordered to be referred to the com- 
mittee of propositions and grievances, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to 
the house. 

Mr. Smith of Frederick presented a petition of Peter Kremer, asking to be allowed a reward offered by the exe- 
cutive for apprehending a negro slave, who was charged with having killed his overseer, the said slave having been 
apprehended by the petitioner, and the reward not allowed by the executive, which was ordered to be referred to the 
committee of claims, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

On motion of Mr. Brooke, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to en- 

3uire into the expediency of incorporating a company to construct a turnpike road from the town of Staunton to the 
LUgusta springs, and to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, the rule of the house limiting the number of the committee of roads and internal 
navigation was suspended for the purpose of increasing the said committee, and Messrs. Cunningham and Price were 
ordered to be added thereto. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigation, presented several reports of said committee 
upon the petitions of citizens of the counties of Preston, Monongalia and Tyler, and of citizens of the county of 
Monroe, and on the resolution concerning the construction of roads from Wheeling to Clarksburg and from Clarks- 
burg to Beverley. 

And presented a bill to incorporate the stockholders of the Lynchburg and Tennessee rail road company, and 
to authorize them, or the James river and Kanawha company, to construct a rail road from Lynchburg to Richmond. 
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And reported with amendments, a bill directing the survey of a route for a road from the north-western road in 
the direction of Beverley in the county of Randolph. 

And without amendment a bill incorporating the stockholders of the Richmond and Petersburg rail road com- 
pany, which were severally received and kad upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, Ordered, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be discharged from 
die consideration of so much of the petitions of sundry citizens of the county of Monroe as has not been acted upon 
by the said committee, and that the same be laid upon the table. 

An engrossed bill authorizing the board of public works to subscribe on behalf of the commonwealth to the 
stock of the Smith's river navigation company, was taken up ; whereupon, on motion of Mr. Murdaugh, the rule of 
the house was suspended for me purpose of reconsidering the vote ordering, the same to be engros^ and read a 
third time, and the said bill was then ordered to be recommitted to the committee which brought it in.

Mr. Madison, from the committee of agriculture and manufactures, presented a bill to provide for the enlarge- 
ment of the pubhc warehouse for the storage and inspection of tobacco in the city of Richmond, which was sutoe- 
quently taken up, read the first, and ordered to be read a second time. 

The following bills were read a second time and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

A bill incorporating the Red and Blue Sulphur springs turnpike company.

The committee of roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the petition 
of sundry citizens of the counties of Preston, Monongalia, and Tyler, praying that an appropriation be made by 
law, in aid of the fimds raised by the citizens directly interested, for the construction of a road from the mouth of 
Fishing creek in the county of Tyler, to Brandonvile in the county of Preston : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That said petition is reasonable. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills were ordered 
to be brought in conformably ttierewith. 

On motion of Mr. Stanard, Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a bill to revive and amend an act, entitled, 
^' an act to incorporate the Belle Isle manufacturing company," passed 19th March, 1832, and that Messrs. Stanard, 
Botts, Watkins, Christian, Strange, Goodall and Johnson, prepare and bring in the same. 

An engrossed bill incorporating the stockholders of the Louisa rail-road company, was read a third time : 

Resolved, That the bill do pass, and that the title be, << an act incorporating the stockholders of the Louisa rail- 
road company." 

Ordered, That the clerk communicate the same to the senate and request their concurrence. 

An engrossed bill to amend an act, entitled, << an act to incorporate tfie Staunton and Potomac rail-road com- 
pany," was read a third time, and on motion of Mr. Crutchfield, ordered to be laid upon the table.

The committee, to whom was referred the following resolution, — " Resolved, That the resolution of the senate 
of the United States, passed March the 28th, 1834, which declares < that the president, in the late executive proceed- 
ings in relation to the public revenue, has assumed upon himself authority and power not conferred by the constitu- 
tion and laws, but in derogation of both,' be referred to a select committee, with directions to enquire into the expe- 
diency of instructing the senators from this state, in the congress of the LFnited States, to introduce and vote for a 
resolution, requiring the aforesaid resolution to be expunged from the journal of the senate," — have had the same 
under consideration, and beg leave- to report the following preamble and resolutions : 

Whereas the senate of the United States did, on the 28th day of March, 1834, adopt the following resolution : 
*^ Resolved, That the president, in the late executive proceedings in relation to the puWic revenue, has assumed upon 
himself authority and power not conferred by the constitution and laws, but in derogation of both ;" which resolu- 
tion now stands upon the journal of the senate : 

And whereas the general assembly of Virginia regard this act of the senate as an assumption of power not war- 
ranted by the constitution, and calculated to subvert the rights of die house of representatives, and the fundamental 
principles of our free institutions : 
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And whereas this assembly deem it their solemn duty again to re-assert, in behalf of themselves and the people 
of Virginia, the right of the constituent to instruct, and the duty of the representative to obey or resign : Therefore, 

1. Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia^ That the senators from this state, in the congress of the 
United States, be and they are hereby instructed to introduce, and vote for, a resolution, directing the aforesaid reso- 
lution of the senate of the 28th day of March, 1834, declaring " that the president, in the late executive proceedings 
in relation to the public revenue, has assumed upon himself authority and power not conferred by the constitution 
and laws, but in derogation of both," TO BE EXPUNGED from the journal of the senate of the United States, 
by causinff black lines to be drawn around the said resolution, as it stands on the original manuscript journal, and 
these words plainly written across the face of the said resolution and entry, — EXPUNGED by order of the senate 
of the United States. 

2. Resolved also, That this assembly regard the right of instruction " as resting on the broad basis of the na- 
ture of representation," and one of the vital principles of our free institutions ; and that it is the duty of the repre- 
sentative to obey the instructions of his constituents, or resign the trust with which they have clothed him, in order 
that it may be transferred into the hands of those who will carry into execution the wishes and instructions of the 
constituent body. 

3. Resolved, That the ^vernor of the commonwealth be requested to transmit the for^;oingresc4utions to each of 
the senators and representatives from Virginia, in the congress of the United States, with the request that they lay 
the same before their respective bodies. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, Ordered, That the said preamble and resolutions be laid upon the table, and that 
185 copies thereof be printed for the use of the members of the general assembly. 
On motion of Mr. Mullen, the house adjourned until to-morrow 12 o'clock.

On motion of Mr. Sherrard, Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire whether 
any, and if any, what amendments are necessary to the first section of the act, entitled, " an act to reduce into one 
the several acts concerning grand juries and petit juries," passed January 7th, 1819 ; and into the propriety of de- 
fining more particularly the qualifications of grand jurors, and that said committee have leave to report by bill or 
otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Wethered, Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a bill to amend an act, entitled, ^*an act 
incorporating the Spring creek turnpike company," and that Messrs. Wethered, Price, Summers, Waggener, Hays, 
Willey, Prentiss, Decamps and Masters, prepare and bring in the same.

Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg, from the select committee on that subject, presented a report, which was read as 
Mows : 

The select committee to whom was referred " so much of the governor's message as relates to the disorganizing, 
seditious and incendiary doctrines of certain associations created m the northern and eastern states for the purpose 
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of producing a direct interference with the slave property of the south,'* have had the same under consideration, and 
report in part the following resolutions : 

1. Resolved, That the general assembly solemnly declares its warm attachment to the Union, and its firm con- 
viction, that while the measures of the general ffovemment are kept within the Umitations of the constitution, and 
those of the states directed by the spirit of which that union is the ofispring, it is the surest sa^;ard of the peace, 
prosperity and happiness of each member thereof. 

2. Resolved, That each state had ori^nally the sole and exclusive right to interfere with, control, or legislate 
upon the subject of domestic slavery within its jurisdictional limits — a right which, so far from being impaired, is 
recognized and guaranteed by the constitution of the United States — and that all interference therewith by the general 
government, the other states, or the citizens thereof, is invasive of the rights of the states, and violates the obliga- 
tions of the constitution. 

3. Resolved, That the general assembly faithfully expresses the Sentiments of the people and its own, when it 
declares its just abhorrence and reprobation of the fanatical, or reckless or maU^eoit zeal that has embodied so many 
societies in the non-^laveholding states, under the denomination of abolitiomsts, ccurrying on by concert and con- 
federacy a common scheme, endangering the peace, prosperity and safety of this and the other slaveholding states, 
regardless of the moral, social and poUtical obligations they violate, and the evils they brine on the objects of their 
pretended or mistaken philanthropy: and with Siis sentiment of abhorrence is mingled one of the profoundest regret, 
that amon^ the mischief likely to flow from such societies and their enterprizes, if unchecked, is to be numbered 
the alienation of the members of this great confederacy from each other, and the decay if not destruction of the ties 
that bind them to their glorious and happy union. 

4. Resolved, That the slaveholding states have a right to claim of the states in which such societies are found 
or projected, the suppression or prevention of them by hws, inflicting adequate penalties on those who form them, 
ana who print or circulate the prints, pamphlets, tracts or pictorial representations, tending or intended to produce 
insubordination and revolt among the slaves of the southern states — and that this claim, justified by the acknow- 
ledged principle of international law acting on separate and independent states, derives a peculiar force and sanctity 
from the social, fraternal and political relations of the states of this Union to each other. 

5. Resolved, That confiding in the justice and loyalty to the principles of the Union, of the non-slaveholding 
states, reinforced by the strong sympathies of common dangers, sufierings and triumphs, the identity of interest^ 
great and multiform, the social and political ties that connect, and that ought to bind in fraternal concord, the states 
and the people of this Union, the danger with which that Union will be menaced, should these societies, emboldened 
by impunity, persevere in their infatuated or incendiary schemes, the general assembly of Virginia respectfully but 
earnestly request that the legislatures of the states in which such societies have been formed, or may be projected, 
will take prompt and efiectual measures of penal inhibition to suppress or prevent the formation of them, and by 
adequate penalties, prevent or punish the printing or circulation of the prints, pamphlets and pictorial representations 
aforescdd. 

6. Resolved, That it is a subject of lively felicitation, that the schemes of fanatics and incendiaries who have 
projected, or are united in the said societies, have been discountenanced, disavowed or reprobated by a large portion 
of the intelUgent citizens of the states in which they have been formed or projected ; that to that portion of the citi- 
zens of those states, the thanks of the people of this are due ; and their generous and honourable support of the 
rights of this and the other southern states, and the respect evinced by them for the obligations, social and constitu- 
tional, on the non-slaveholding states, warrant the augury, and give confidence to the expectation, that the forgoing 
request for legal security agednst future assault on the peace, property and safety of the slaveholdiiig states, will with 
alacrity be granted. 

7. Resolved, That congress has no constitutional or rightful power to abolish slavery in the district of Columbia ; 
that such a measure would be an assumption of power not covered by the right of exclusive jurisdiction claimed 
under the constitution; infractive of the rights guaranteed by the articles of cession, — an implied if not direct denun- 
ciation of the slaveholding states by the government they have contributed to create, — afibrding just grounds of 
apprehension that ftiture schemes against the rights of the slaveholding states are meditated, and rendering it certain 
that thereby the schemes already formed will be fostered, and an advanced post secured, from which they may be 
carried on with surer aim and more mischievous activity and success. 

8. Resolved, That it is highly expedient that the other slaveholding states should respectftilly but earnestly urge 
the states in which tfie said societies are found, to provide the securities sought for by the foregoing resolutions ; and 
their co-operation in making such a request of the other states, and also in passing such laws and regulations as may 
be suitable and effectual to prevent or suppress the circulation of any of the mischievous or incendiary publications 
emanating from the said societies, and to prevent the formation of such societies within their Umits, is hereby respect- 
frilly invited. 

9. Resolved, That the governor be requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing resolutions to each of the 
senators and representatives in congress from this state, and that he be further requested to transmit a copy to the 
executive of the several states, with a request to lay them before their respective legislatures, and invite their prompt 
attention to them. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson of Botetourt, the said report was ordered to be laid upon the table, and on motion of 
Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg, 185 copies thereof were ordered to be printed for the use of the general assembly. 

Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg, submitted a report on the part of the minority of said committee on the same sub- 
ject, 185 copies of which, on his motion, were ordered to be printed in like manner. 
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Mr. Carter, from the committee on banks, presented a report upon the expediency of increasing the banking 
capital of the commonwealth, which was received and laid upon the table. 

On motion, Ordered^ That 500 copies of the said report and documents be printed for the use of the members 
of the general assembly. 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, Resolved^ That the committee for courts of justice enquire into the expediency of 
giving to the courts of law in this commonwealth, power to appoint guardians ad Utem for infant defendants in said 
courts, with leave to the committee to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Cunningham, Resolved, That the committee of schools and colleges be instructed to enquire 
into the expediency of providing by law for the distribution of the surplus revenue of the Uterary fund, and also to 
provide how such surplus shall be distributed, with leave to report by bill or otherwise.

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On mocion of Mr. Shands, RescivBd^ That the committee for courts of justice enquire into the expediency of 
fixing by law the commissions or sales made under decrees in chancery. 

On motion of Mr, Hunter of Berkeley, Resolved, That a select committee be appointed to enquire into the ex- 
pediency of chanffing or altering the arranfi^ement of the furniture in the hall of the house of delegates, so as to pro-

M'Ooy and Austin. 

On motion of Mr. Wiley, Resolved, That the committee for courts of justice be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of so amending the attachment laws as to authorize sherifls and other officers to execute process against 
absconding debtors, in any county or corporation of the commonwealth in which the CLbsconding debtor may be 
found, wim leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Wiley, Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a bill for the purpose of reffulating the con- 
duct of boatmen navigating the Appomattox river above the town of Petersburg, and that Messrs. Wiley, Madison, 
Wilson of Cumberland, Hopkins, Fitzgerald, Austin, Booker, and Brown of Petersburg, prepare and bring in the same. 

Mr. Beard presented a petition of citizens of the county of Loudoun, for the incorporation of a joint stock com- 
pany to construct a bridge across the Shenandoah river at Harper's Ferry. 

Mr. Smith of Frederick, petitions of citizens of the county of Frederick, against the division of the said county. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the conmiittee of propositions and grievances, that they do exa- 
mine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

Mr. Brown of Petersburg, from the committee of finance, presented reports upcm the petitions of Ephniim

The second resolution of the committee was then read as follows : 

Resolved^ That each state had originally the sole, aad exclusive r^ht to interfere with, control, or legislate upon 
the subject of domestic slavery within its jurisdictional Umits ; a ri^ht which, so far from h&mft impaired, is recog- 
nized and guarantied by the constitution of the United States — and mat all interference therewi& by the general go- 
vernment, the other states, or the ci^ens thereof, is invasive of the rights of the stales, and violates the oUigations 
of the constitution. 

The resolutions contained in the said substitute are the following : 

1. Resolved} That Virginia alone has the r^ht to l^slate over the slaves in her territory, and any attempt to 
change their condition, whether made by congress, the legislatures, or the people of other states, will be regarded as 
an invasion of o^r rights* 

. 2. Respived^ That according to th^ principles of the constitution, a3 discussed and developed in the Missouri ques* 
tion, congress is considered, even by the non-slaveholding states, as precluded from all interference widi slave pro- 
perty in t^e. territories of the United States, south of thirty-six degrees thirty minutes north latitude. 

3. Resolved, That although by the constitution, exclusive jurisdiction over the district of Columbia is vested in 
the congress of the United States, yet we regard any action on the part of that body, toward liberating the slaves in 
that district, as an assumption of power not delegated to any legislative body, but reserved to the people, to be exer- 
cised by them, only in convention assembled, and that we regard all such interference as a violation of the rights of 
property — an infraction of the articles b^ cession which expressly guaranty those rights — as a breach of faith towards 
those states, by whom the territory was originally <?feded — all the other slaveholding states which have entered into 
this confederacy— -and as the first step towards an attempt to a general emancipation of the slaves of the soudi. 

4. Resolved, That the thanks of this state are due to, and the kindest feelings of the citizens thereof are che- 
rished towards their brethren of the north, who have magnanimously sustained the principles of our federal govern- 
ment, and recognized ^d maintained our rights against the fanatics of those states. 

6. Resolved, That our sister non-slaveholding states are respectfully requested to enact laws prohibiting the 
printing within their respective limits of all such publications as may have a tendency to make our slaves discon- 
tented with their present condition, or incite them to insurrection. 

6. Resolved, That it is highly expedient for the slaveholding states, and we hereby invite their co-operation, to 
pass such laws and reflations as may be necessary to suppress and prevent the circulation of any incendiary pub- 
lications within any of the slaveholding states. 

7. Resolved, That the governor be, and he is hereby requested to forward a copy of these resolutions to each of 
our senators and represeutauves in congress, and to the executive of each of the states of the Union, with a request 
that the same be submitted to their respective legislatures. 

The question being upon striking out the second resolution and inserting the substitute, Mr. Stanard required it 
to be divided, so as to submit the question upon first striking out the said second resolution, and then upon inserting 
in lieu thereof the first resolution of the said substitute. 

This question being pending, a motion was made by Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg, to amend the said second 
resolution by striking therefrom the words « or the citizens thereof," and the question being put thereupon, was deter- 
mined in the negative. Ayes 20, noes 108.

Mr. Harrison, a petition of citizens of Harrison county, to change the place of holding the precinct election now 
held at James M'lntire's, to the house of WilUam Black, in Shinston, in said county. 

Mr. Gilmer, a petition of citizens of the counties of Fluvanna and Albemarle, that the banks of James river 
may be declared to constitute a lawful enclosure. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee of propositions and grievances, that they do examine 
the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 
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Mr. Gilmer also presented a petition of citizens of the county of Albemarle, for enlarging the banking capital of 
the commonwealth, and locating a portion thereof at the town of Charlottesville, which was ordered to be referred to 
the committee on banks, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

On motion of Mr. Summers, Resolved, That the governor's message, transmitting professor Rogers' report of a 
geolog^ical reconnoissance of the state, together with said report, and the accompanying profile, be referred to a select 
committee, with instnictions, that they enquire into the expediency of providing by law, for a detailed geological sur- 
vey of the state, and a chemical analysis of its ores, marls, soils, mineral waters, &c., and that they have leave to 
report thereon, by bill or otherwise.

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Mr. Hooe presented a petition of Stajdeton Crutchfield, asking to be allowed additional compensation for his 
services as sheriflF of the county of Spottsylvania, in attending the superior court thereof, which was ordered to be 
referred to the committee of claims, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to 
the house. 

Mr. Smith of Gloucester presented a petition of citizens of the county of Gloucester, for the establishment of a 
separate election in said county, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of propositions and grievances, 
that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house.

Mr. Booker, from the conunittee for courts of justice, presented a bill to explain the act, entitled, " an act to re- 
duce into one act the several acts and parts of acts concerning the county and other inferior courts, aiid the jurisdic- 
tion of justices of the peace within this commonwealth." 

Mr. Hill, from the committee of propositions and grievances, presented a report upon the petition of Ruff and 
Jordan, and the memorial in opposition thereto. 

Which bills and report were received and laid upon the table. 

The report of the select committee to whom was referred so much of the governor's message as relates to certain 
associations created in the northern and eastern states for the purpose of producing a direct interference with the slave 
property of the south, together with the amendment thereto proposed by Mr. Watkins on yesterday, was taken up. 

The said amendment was amended on motions severally made, and as amended is the following: 

1. Resolved, That Virginia has the exclusive right to legislate over the slaves within her territory — a ri^t 
guaranteed by the constitution of the United States — and any attempt to change their condition, whether made by 
the federal government or by the other states, will be regarded as an invasion otour rights under the federal compact. 

2. Resolved, That this state has a right to demand prompt and efiicient legislation by her co-states, to restrain, 
as far as may be, and to punish those of their citizens, who, in defiance of the obligations of social duty and of the 
constitution, assail her safety and tranquillity, by printing, and circulating through the mail or otherwise, seditious 
and incendiary publications ; and that this right, founded as it is on the principles of international law, is peculiarly 
fortified by a just consideration of the intimate and sacred relations that exist between the states of this Union. 

3. Resolved, That although exclusive legislation over the district of Columbia is vested in the congress of the 
United States, yet we should regard any attempt on the part of that body to liberate the slaves in that district, as a 
violation of the constitution and of the rights of property, a breach of faith to the slaveholding states, and as a pre- 
cursor to a scheme for the abolition of slavery in the southern states. 

4. Resolved, That the thanks of this state are due to, and the kindest feelings of the citizens thereof are che- 
rished towards, their brethren of the north, who have magnanimously sustained the principles of our federal govern- 
ment, and recognized and maintained our rights against the fanatics of those states. 

5. Resolved, That our sister non-slaveholding states are respectfully and earnestly requested to adof^ such mea- 
sures, as will effectually suppress all those associations within their respective limits, purporting to be, or having the 
character of, abolition societies ; and that they will make it highly penal to print, publish, or distribute newspapers, 
pamphlets, or other publications, calculated and having a tendency to excite the slaves of the southern states to insur- 
rection and revolt. 

6. Resolved, That it is highly expedient for the slaveholding states, and we hereby invite their co-operation, to 
pass such laws and regulations as may be necessary to suppress and prevent the circulation of any incendiary publi- 
cations within their respective limits. 

7. Resolved, That the governor be, and he is hereby requested to forward a copy of these resolutions to each of 
our senators and representatives in congress, and to the executive of each of the states of the Union, with a request 
that the same may be submitted to their respective legislatures. 

The question being upon striking out the second resolution of the committee and inserting the said amendment, 
a motion was made by Mr. Woolfolk, to amend the said amendment, by inserting after the word " violation" in the

Whereas certain associations having been formed in several of the non-slaveholding states for the purpose of abo- 
lishing slavery in the United States, this general assembly feels itself called upon to declare, that the state of Yirginia has a 
right to demand prompt and efficient legislation by her co-states, to restrain as far as may be, and to puni& those of 
their citizens who, in defiance of the obligations of social duty and those of the constitution, assail her safety and 
tranquillity, by forming associations for the abolition of slavery, or printing, publishing, or circulating, through the 
m^il or otherwise, seditious and incendiary publications ; and that this right, founded as it is on the prmciples of in- 
ternational law, is peMt^uliarly fortified by a just consideration of the intimate and sacred relations that exist between 
the states of this Union : 

1. Resolved^ That this commonwealth only, has the right to control, or interfere with, the subject of domestic 
slavery widiin its limits, and that this ri^ht will be maintained at all hazards. 

2. Resolved^ That the non-slaveholding states of the Union are respectfully but earnestly requested, promptly 
to adopt penal enactments, or such other measures as will effectually suppress all associations within their respective 
limits, purportiiig to be, or having the character of, aboUtion societies ; and that they will make it highly penal, to 
print, publish or distribute newspapers, pamphlets or other publications, calculated or having a tendency to excite the 
daves of the southern states to insurrection and revolt. 

3. Resolvedy That this general assembly would regard any act of congress, having for its object the abolition of 
slavery in the district of Colmnbia, or the territories of me United States, as affording just cause of alarm to the slave- 
holding states, and bringing the Union into imminent peril. 

4. Resolvedj That it is highly expedient for the slaveholding states to enact such laws and regulations as may 
be necessary to suppress and nrevent the circulation of any incendiary publications within their respective limits. 

6. Resolved^ That confiding in the justice and loyalty of our northern brethren, to the principles of the Union, 
enforced by the sympathies of common dangers, sufferings and triumphs, that bind us toother in fraternal concord, 
we are warranted in the expectation, that the foregoing requests will be received in the spirit in which they are made, 
and complied with. 

6. Resolved^ That the ^vemor be, and he is hereby requested to forward a copy of these resolutions to each of 
our senators and representatives in congress, and to the executive of each of the states of the Union, with a request 
that the same may be submitted to their respective legislatures. 

The first resolution was, on the question put thereupon, unanimously agreed to by the house.

2. Resolved, That the state of Virginia has a right to claim prompt and efiicient leffidation by her co-states, t« 
restrain as far as may be, and to punish those of their citizens who, in defiance of the obligations of social duty and 
those of the constitution, assail her safety and tranquillity, by forming associations for the abolition of slavery, or 
printings, publishing, or circulating, through the mail or otherwise, seditious and incendiarjr publications ; and that 
this right, founded as it is on the principles of international law, is peculiarly fortified by a just consideration of the 
intimate and sacred relations that exist between the states of this Union. 

3. Resolved, That the non-slaveholding states of the Union are respectfully but earnestly requested, promptly to 
adopt penal enactments, or such other measures as will effectually suppress all associations within their respective 
limits, purporting to be, or having the character of, abolition societies ; and that they will make it highly penal, to 
print, publish or distribute newspapers, pamphlets or other publications, calculated or having a toadency to excite the 
slaves of the southern states to insurrection and revolt. 

4. Resolved, That this general assembly would regard any act of congress, having for its object the abolition of 
slavery in the district of Columbia, or the territories of the United States, as affording just cause of alarm to the 
slaveholding states, and bringing the Union into inuninent peril. 

6. Resolved, That it is highly expedient for the slaveholding states to enact such laws and regulations as may be 
necessary to suppress and prevent the circulation of any incencUary pubUcations within their respective limits. 

6. Resolved, That confiding in the justice and loyalty of our northern brethren, to the principles of the Union, 
enforced by the sympathies of common oangers, sufferings and triumphs, which ought to bind us together in frater- 
nal concord, we are warranted in the expectation, that the forgoing requests will be received in the spirit in which 
they are made, and complied with. 

7. Resolved, That congress has no constitutional power to abolish slavery in the district of Columbia, or in the 
territories of the United States. 

8. Resolved, That the governor be, and he is hereby requested to forward a copy of these resolutions to each of 
our senators and representatives in congress, and to the executive of eoch of the states of the Union, with a request 
that the same may be submitted to their respective legislatures. 

Ordered, That the clerk communicate the same to the senate and request their concurrence. 

The speaker laid before the house a communication firom the auditor of public accounts, transmitting copies of 
the reports of the commissicHiers appointed by the act of 1777, to ascertain the losses occasioned to individuals by 
the burning of Norfolk and Portsmouth in 1776, which, on motion of Mr. Wilson of Cumberland, was ordered to 
be laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Henshaw, the house adjourned until to-morrow 12 o'clock.

The senate have passed the bill, entitled, 

" An act incorporating the stockholders of the Rappahannock and Blue Ridge rail-road company," with amend- 
ments, in which they request the concurrence of the house of del^ates. 

The said amendments being twice read, were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the clerk inform the senate thereof. 

On motion of Mr. Sherrard, Resolved, That this house will proceed, jointly with the senate, on Wednesday, the 
27th instant, to the election of an auditor of public accounts, second auditor, treasurer of the commonwealth, and 
roister of the land oflSce, for one year from the expiration of the term for which the present incumbents of those 
omces were elected. 

Ordered, That the clerk communicate the same to the senate and request their concurrence. 

On motion of Mr. Botts, Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to aiquire 
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into the expediency of incorporating a company for the purpose of holding Mayo's bridge as joint stock property, and 
that they have leave to report by biu or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Steger, Resolved, That the committee on the militia laws be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of amending the 32d section of the militia law, passed March 8th, 1834, so as to provide more effectually 
for the enrolment of persons subject to militia duty. 

Mr. Murdaugh reported, without amendment, a bill concerning the town of Portsmouth. 

Mr. Layne, according to order, presented a bill to incorporate the Red springs company. 

Which were received and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Shands presented a petition of citizens of the county of Prince George, and town of Petersburg, for the 
construction of a rail-road from Petersburg, to some point at or near Harrison's bar on James river. 

Mr. Murdaugh presented a petition of citizens of the borough of Norfolk, and a portion of the citizens of Nor- 
folk county, for the extension of the Portsmouth and Roanoke rail-road to the borough of Norfolk. 

Also, memorials of the stockholders in the Portsmouth and Roanoke rail-road company, opposing the extension 
of the said road. 

And of citizens of Norfolk county, opposing so much of the petition of citizens of Norfolk county, as prays the 
erection of a bridge across the southern branch of Elizabeth river. 

And an expose of the petition for the extension of the said Portsmouth and Roanoke rail-road, made by the joint 
committee of the citizens, and of the court and common council of the borough of Norfolk, raised for the purpose of 
attending to the application of a majority of the stockholders of the said company, which were ordered to be referred 
to the committee of roads and internal navigation, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion 
thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Ohapline presented a petition of citizens of the county of Ohio, prajring for the passc^ of an act authori- 
zing limited partnerships ; which was ordered to be referred to the committee for courts ot justice, that they do exa- 
mine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Woolfolk presented a memorial of sundry citizens of the county of Orange, opposing the formation of a 
new county out of a part of the said county of Orange ; which was ordered to be referred to the conmiittee of pro- 
positions and grievances, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Parker, from the committee on the militia laws, presented a bill estabUshing a new regiment in the county 
of Preston. 

Mr. Stanard, from the committee for courts of justice, presented reports upon the resolution giving courts of 
law the power of appointing guardians ad litem, and upon the petition of Isaac Brock, 

Also a bill to amend the act concerning fraudulent devises. 

A bill giving to the circuit superior courts of law and chancery concurrent jurisdiction with the county and 
corporation courts in all actions of forcible entry and detainer ; and 

A bill to amend the act, entitied, " an act to alter and reform the mode of proceeding in the courts of chancery." 

Which bills and reports were received and laid upon the table. 

An engrossed bill to incorporate the stockholders of the City Point rail-road company, was read a third time :

Mr. Stanard presented the petition of Richard B. Haxall, to be authorized to erect wharves at his own expense 
at such points as he may select between the road called the Bermuda Hundred road and the upper lines of his lands 
on James river, and to receive wharfege fees thereat, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of proposi- 
tions and grievances, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Wilson of Botetourt presented petitions of citizens of the county of Botetourt, for a company to construct a 
rail-road connecting with the James river and Kanawha improvement at the town of Buchanan, and extending 
thence to the Tennessee line, to unite with the continuation of the New Orleans and Nashville rail-road. 

Also, of other citizens of said county, for a company to construct a rail-road from Lynchburg, by Buford's Gap, 
to the Tennessee line, with the privilege to the James river and Kanawha company to extend the same to the city of 
Richmond. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the conmiittee of roads and internal navigation, that they do ex- 
amine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

On motion of Mr. Mullen, the house adjourned until to-morrow 12 o'clock.

The said amendments to the said resolution being twice read, were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed 
to by the house. 
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Ordered, That the clerk inform the senate thereof.

S[uire into the expediency of renewing the act, entitled, "an act making further provision for completing the road 
irom Staunton to the mouth of the Little Kanawha," passed March 19th, 1832, so as to extend the time for com- 
pleting the same, and that they have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

Mr. Crutchfield, according to order, presented a bill to incorporate the United States copper mining company. 

Mr. Hill, from the committee of propositions, and grievances, presented a report upon the petition of citizens of 
the counties of Shenandoah and Frederick, for a new county out of parts of said counties. 

Mr. Madison, from the committee on agriculture and manufactures, presented a bill requiring of the inspectors 
of tobacco in this commonwealth to distinguish in their inspections between tobacco produced in Virginia, and that 
produced in other states. 

Mr. Witcher, from the committee of claims, presented reports upon petitions of Stapleton Crutchfield and of 
Jacob and William Hite. 

Which bills and reports were received and laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Stanard, Ordered^ That the committee for courts of justice be discharged from the conside- 
ration of the petition of Bernard O'Neill, and that leave be granted to the petitioner to withdraw his said petition. 

Mr. Sherrard presented a petition of citizens of the county of Berkeley, opposed to the removal of the separate 
election in said county from Thomas Robinson's mill, and in favour of the estabUshment of a separate election at 
Hedgesville, which was ordered to be laid upon the table. 

Mr. Johnson presented a petition of John Heth and others, for the incorporation of a company to construct a 
rail-way from the Cliesterfield coal mines to some point on James river above Bosher's dam. 

Mr. Gilmer, a petition of citizens of the counties of Albemarle and Nelson, for the passage of an act empower- 
ing the county courts of said counties to cause to be constructed a road from the head waters of Rockfish river to 
the town of Scottsville.

Also a memorial of John T. Robertson, opposing the opening of said street in the said town. 

Ordered, That the said petitions be referred to the committee of propositions and grievances, that they do exa- 
mine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Grinalds presented a petition of the heirs at law of Francis F. Dunlap, asking to be allowed the usual 
amount of bounty land for services rendered by their ancestor during the revolution, which was ordered to be re- 
ferred to the committee on revolutionary claims, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion 
thereupon to the house. 

The order of the day for the house to resolve itself into a committee of the whole house, to take into considera- 
tion the report of the select committee, upon the subject of expunging from the journals of the senate of the United 
States, a resolution of that body, being read, a motion was made by Mr. Carter, that the execution of the said order 
of the day be postponed until Monday next, and the question being put thereupon, was determined in the negative.

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Mr. Sbemurd, from the committee appointed to examine die office of the auditor of paUic account^ presented a 
report, which, on his motion, was read as follows : 

The committee appointed to examine the first auditor's office, having in discharge <^ their dutj closed the exa* 
mination, respectfully submit the following report : 

That soon after their appointment they commenced the performance of the arduous duty assigned them, and 
l^osecuted it to its completion, with as much exp^ition as a due r^:ard to other indispensable duties would permit 

The books, papers, condition of the office generally, and the manner of discharging the difficult, various and 
complicated duties of those employed in it, have received the careful attention of the committee, and liable them to 
report, that the duties of the auditor and of the clerks employed, have been faithfully discharged, and with due re* 
gard to the provisions of law. 

The annual report of the auditor, made to the general assembly at the commencement of the session, has re- 
ceived the careful ajttentioa of the conmuttee, been compared with the entries on the books of the office and found 
correct 

The immense number of vouchers upon which warrants have been granted for the payment of money from the 
treasury during the i>ast year, is such as to preclude the possibility of a critical examination of each, as such an exa- 
mination would require more time than s^ ordinary session of the legislature would afford, but as many have been 
selected for special examination, and in such a way, as to give, in the opinion of your committee, a just general idea 
of the whole. Those most important received special attention, and your committee are satisfied that in issuing the 
warrants, a due regard has been had to all the provisions of law rdating to them. 

The abiUty with which the books are kept, entries made, papers med and arranged, have, witfi assistance ren- 
dered by the clerks, greatly aided your committee in the discharge o£ its duties, and were well calculated to lead to 
the detectkm of errors, should any exist. 

The papers of the office, books and documents, are as well arranged, secured, and in as good order and state of 
preservation, as the defective condition of the room in which they are kept, will permit 

But your committee regret, that it has become its duty to report, that without any blame attributable to any one 
of the officers in this department, many valuable papers and documents are exposed to injury, in a gradual state of 
decay, and in a condition to be totally destroyed ; and as no remedy can be applied to this state of things by those in 
charge of the office, it becomes the duty of the legislature speedily to provide (me. 

The present office was never well cfldculated for the purposes to which it is apinropriated, and it is now mors 
manifest than ever, that it does not answer those for which it is used ; not only too small for the convenient arrange- 
ment and security of the public records and papers belonging to it, loid for public accommodation, but it is often too d^k 
for the transactions of public business. The thickness of its walls, its numerous an^es and ardies, obstruet Ae 
light, and a degree of darkness and dampness is experienced pernicious to the occupants and destructive of the pub- 
lic property in it A want of fires and ventilation, renders it uncomfortable in wmter, and the latter cause equally 
so in the warmer seasons, not only to those employed in it, but to all whose business calls them there ; in one room 
there is no fire-place, and from its peculiar oHistruction there can be none, and unless some change is speedily made, 
the transaction of public business nmst be materially retarded. 

To the auditor is confided by law, the care and preservation of the public papers and property in his possesion, 
and he is in a high degree responsible for their safety and preservation, most of which are of incmculable value not 
only to the commonwealth generally, but to almost every individual in it, as well as to many elsewhere ; their destruc- 
tion by fire, moisture and other causes to which they are daily and nightly exposed, would be of infinite injury to 
the whole country, and sound policy seems to require that existing detects should be enquired into by the legisla- 
ture, and a speedy remedy applied, and this is due not only to the best interests of the commonwealth, but to those 
the legislature may select to discharge the duties of the office. 

In no one of the departments of the government do the public documents accumulate as rapidly as in this; 
and it cannot have escapea the observation of any one, whose attention has been drawn to the subject, that the evils 
referred to, now almost mtoleraUe, are daily increasing, and that valuaUe records are now exposed without anyplace 
to secure them in. 

This subject has been brought to the notice of the lec^islature for the last several previous sessions, by commit- 
tees charged with the examination of the office, as well as by several annual executive communications previous to 
the last ; to all of which your committee would ask the attention of the legislature, shewing their entire ooncurrence 
with the views now presented, and founded as all have been on personal inspection, and seem to your committee to 
be perfectly correct. 

The proper sort of substitute your committee would prefer, they forbear for the present to suggest, not doubting 
that, as the attention of the legislature is again earnestly drawn to this important subject, one may be devised that 
would meet the approbation of all ; and as your committee is fully impressed, not only with the importance but the 
absolute necessity of providing one, submit the following resolution : 

Resolved, That other and more convenient and safe apartments ought to be provided for the office of auditor of 
public accounts. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and on motion of Mr. Sherrard, 
was ordered to be referred to the committee of^ finance.

<< Whereas the general assembly of Virginia deem it of the utmost importance, that the power to control the puUic 
revenue should be made to abide, in practice, where it has been vested by the constitution, in the immediate repre- 
sentatives of the people, and of the states, in congress assembled; and all experience of the practical operation of 
^vernments has proved, that arbitrary assumptions of power by them, or any officer of them, if silendy acquiesced 
m, become precedents for farther and still greater acts of usurpation: Theiefore, 

"1. Resolved by the general assemblj/, That the recent act of the president of the United States, exerting a 
control over the public deposits, by causing them to be withheld and withdrawn, on his own responsibility, from the 
United States bank, in which they had been ordered to be placed by the act of confess chartermg the said bank, is, 
in the judgment of the general assembly, a dangerous and alarming assumption of power by that officer, which can- 
not be too strongly condemned. 

" 2. Resolved, That while the general assembly will ever be ready to sustain the president in the exercise of all 
such powers as the constitution has confided to him, they, nevertheless, cannot but regard, with apprehension and 
distrust, the disposition to extend his official authority beyond its just and proper limits, which he has so clearly mani-. 
fested in his recent interference with the treasury department of the federal government, in the exercise of a sound 
discretion which congress had confided to the head of that department alone. 

"3. Resolved, That our senators in congress be instructed, and our representatives requested, to use their best ex- 
ertions to procure the adoption, by congress, of proper measures for restoring the public moneys to the Bank of the 
United States, or, at least, for causing them to be deposited therein for the future, according to the direction and stipu- 
lation of the act of congress chartering the said bank, if, at the time of their action on the subject, the said bank be, 
in their opinion, a safe depository of the public treasure. 

"4. Resolved, That the general assembly cannot recognize as constitutional the power which has been claimed 
by congress to establish a United States bank, because, in the opinion of the general assembly, as they have hereto* 
fore solenmly declared, that power is not given to congress by the constitution of the United States. 

"6. Resolved, That the general assembly do not mtend, by the declaration of their opinion in regard to the un- 
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constitutionality of tfie Bank of the United States, to qualify, or in any manner to impair the force of their disappro- 
bation of the withholding and withdrawing of the public deposites. 

"6. Resolved, That the governor of the commonwealth be requested to transmit a copy of these resolutions to 
each of our senators and representatives in the confess of the United States." 

And whereas the general assembly had rightful authority to act upon the subject of the aforesaid preamble and 
resolutions, but the same having been, without just cause, improvidently adopted, (with the exception of the fourth 
resolution): Therefore, 

Resolved by this general tissenMy of Vhrginia, That the said recited preamble and resolutions (except the 
fourth,) be, and the same are hereby rescinded, and declared null and void.

And whereas the general assembly 6f Yirrinia re^a^d this act of the s^ate as an assumption of power not war- 
ranted by the constitution^ and calculated to suorert tile rights of the house of representatives, and the fundaittental 
principles of our free institutions : 

And whereas thfe assembly deem it their (solemn duty again to re-assert, in behalf of themselves and the people 
of Virginia, the right of the constituent to instruct, and the duty of the representative to obey or resign : Therefore, 

1. Resolved by the general assembly qf Virginia^ That the senatoris from this state, in the congress of the 
United States, be and they are hereby instructed to introduce, and vote for^ a resolution, directing the aforesaid reso- 
hition of the senate of the 28th day of March, 1834^ declaring ^that the preadcnt, in the late executive proceedings 
in relation to the public revenue, has assumed upon himself authority and power not conferred by the constitution 
and laws, but in derogation <rf both," TO BE EXPUNGED from the journal of the senate of the United States, 
by causing black lines to be drawn around the said resolution, as it stands on the original manuscript, joinrnal, and 
these words plainly written across the face of the said resolution and entry, — ^EXPUNGED by order qf the senate 
of the United States. - 

2. Resolved cUsa^ That this asseifii)ly regard the right of instruction ^ as resting on the brojod basis Of the na- 
ture of representation," and one of the vital principles of our frep instttutions ; and that it is th^ dutv of the rqpare- 
sentatrve to obey the instmctions of his constituents, or resign the trust with which they have clothea him, in onler 
that it may be transferred into the hands of those who will carry into execution the wishes and instructions of the 
constituent body. 

3. Resolved, That the gbvemor of the commonwealth be requested to transmit the foregoing resolutions to each 
of the senators and representatives from Virginia, in the congress of the United Stateis, with the request that they lay 
the same before Jheir respective bodies.

The report of the select committee on the subject of increasing the banking capital of the conunonwealth, was 
taken up, and, on motion of Mr. Stanard, the consideration thereof was ordered to l^ postponed until to-mortow. 

Several reports of the committee for courts of justice wore read as follow : 

The committee for courts of justice have, according to order, enquired into the expediency oi providing by law 
that a certain portion of the property of debtors be exempted from execution, for all debts hereafter contracted : 
Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee^ That it is expedient to make the provision aforesaidr 

The committee for courts of justice have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of Arthm 
Lee, a free man of colour, to them referred, praying that himself and fimiily may be permitted to remain in the com* 
monwealth, and have come to the following resolution thereupon : 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee^ Tliat the prayer of the said petition be rejeeted* 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a bill was ordered 
to be brought in conformably with the said first resolution. 

A report of the committee of roads and internal navigation was read as follows : 

The committee of roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had nnder consideration the petition 
of sundry citizens of the /county of Campbell, praying the passage of an act incorporating a joint stock company to 
construct a turnpike road from Lynchburg to Camid)ell court-house: Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee^ That said petition is reasonable. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a hill was ordered to be 
brought in conformably therewith. , 

Several reports of the committee of finance were read as follow : 

The committee of finance have, accordinj^ to order, had under consideraticm the petition of Ephraim Wells, of 
the county of Brooke, to them referred, prajring on behalf of himself and tl^ heir of Elijah Wells, his deceased 
brother, that the sum of seven dollars and e^h^ cents be refunded to them, being the tax on land, (as the petitioner 
alleges,) which they the said brothers never owned, and was therefore erroneously charged to them by the tjom- 
missioner of the revenue for said cotlnty, and paid by them : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this hommUtee^ That the prayer of toe petition aforesaid be rejected. 

The comnuttee of finance havb, according to order, had under consideration, severed petitions to th^n referred, 
and have come to the following resolutions thereupon : 

The petition of Christopher Parriott, of the county of Mar Aall, represents that he was lately appointed commis- 
sioner of the revenue therein, com|dains of the inadequacy of the compensation of one hundred and fifty dollars al- 
lowed for the duties required, and therefore pra5rs "that the general assembly will, upon consideration of'^the subject, 
allow such compensation for the services which he is bound to perform, as is reasonable and just :" Whereupon, 

1. Resohed as the opinion of this committee^ That the compensation of one hundred and fifty dollars, now 
allowed said commissioner, is reasonable and just, and therefore needs no alteration. 

The petition of a large portion of the farmers of the county of Brooke^ prays that an act may pass, to autho^ 
riae and ninke it the duty of the justices of the county court of said county, to assess a tax on the owners of dogs 
therein, to be appliedin aid of the county levy, to sutiject the ownens of dogs to an action for damages, for the first 
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as ^ell as for the second offence, also, to authorize the owner or tenant of any farm to kill any dc^ that may be found 
running at large on his premises ; Whereupon, 

2. Resolved as ihe opinum of this committee, That the prayer of said petition is reasonable. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, except the last resolu- 
tion which was disagreed to. 

A report of the committee of claims, rejecting the petition of Berkeley Ward, was read, and on motion of Mr. 
Hickerson, order-ed to be recommitted to the said committee. 

A ftirther report of the same committee was read as follows : . 

The committee . of claims have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of William Penn, to 
them referred, praying compensation for arrestmg a horse thief, and have come to the following resolution thereupon : 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the prayer of the said petition is reasonable. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by tlie house, and a bill was ordered to be 
brought in conformably therewith. 

The following bills were read the first and ordered to be read a second time, viz : 

A bill to incorporate the trustees of the UpperviUe academy in the coimty of Fauquier. 

A bill to incorporate the Newtown Stephensburg library company. . _ 

A bill to authorize the judge of the second circuit to appoint a time for holding the coarts thereof, in certain cases. 

A bill chan^g the time of holding the circuit superior courts of law and chancery for the counties of Monroe, 
Gil^ and Montgomery. 

A bill incorporating the Virffinia towing company ; and 

A bill to amend an act, entiUed, << an act to incorporate the Manchester wool and cotton manu&cturing oompa- 
ny,'' passed March 13th, 1832. 

A bill to change the place of holding a separate election in the county of Tyler ; and 

A bill to incorporate the Yirginia fire insurance company; were severally read the first, and on motions made, the 
second times, and ordered to be.comn^tted to the committees which brought them is^. 

On motion of Mr. Ball, Resolved, That when this house adjourns to-day, it will adjourn until to-morrow 12 
o'clock. 

And then on motion Mr, MuUen,-tbe house adjourned accordingly.

" An act to provide an index to the journals of the house of delegates," with an amendment, in which they re^ 
quest the concurrence of the house of delegates, . 

The said amendment being twice read, was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the clerk inform the senate thereof. ' ^ 

On motion of Mr. Harrison, Resolved, That the oonmiittee for court* of justibe enquire into the expediency of 
providing by law for the confinement in the penitentiary of this conmionwealth, of convicts in the federal' courts in 
this state, who may be sentenced by the said courts to confinement and hard labour, and that the said committee 
have leave to report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Crutchfield, Ordered, Th^ leave be given to bring in a biU to incorporate the Fredericks- 
burg mining company, and that Messrs. Crutchfield, Moncure, Hill, Smith of Fauquier, Woolfolk, Harris, Samuel 
and Nicklin, prepare and bring in the same. ' .

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, Ordered) That leave be given to brinff in a bill appointing trustees for 

the town of New Glasgow in the county of Amherst, and for other purposes, and that Messrs. Garland of Amherst, 

Brown of Nelson, Daniel, Pate, Campbell, Austin, Booker and Adams, prepare and bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Wilson of Botetourt, the rule of the house was suspended, and the vote agreeing to the report 
of the committee for courts of justice, rejecting the petition of Arthur Lee, a free man of colour, was reconsidered, 
and then, on motion of Mr. Layne, the said report was ordered to be laid upon the table. 

Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg, according to order, presented a bill to si^ress the circulation of incendiary pub- 
lications, and for other purposes. 

Mr, Booker, from the committee for courts of justice, presented reports upon the petition of Robin, a free man 
of colour, and upon the resolution concerning commissions on sales under decrees in chancery. 

Mr. Hill, from the committee of propositions and grievances, reported without amendment, a bill to change the 
place of holding a separate election in the county of lyler. 

And presented a report upon the petition of William H. Riggan, and upon the resolution concerning the Estill- 
ville academy. 

And al)ill to incorporate the Portsmouth and Chesapeake steam-boat company. 

Mr. Wilson of Botetourt, according to order, presented a bill authorizing the auditor to issue a warrant in 
favour of James Paxton. 

Mr. Crutchfield, according to order, presented a bill incorporating the Fredericksburg Union manufacturing 
company. 

A bill incorporating the Great Kanawha mining, timber and lumber company. 
A bill incorporating the American mining companv ; and 
A bill incorporating the Rappahannock marine and fire insurance company. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigaticm, presented a re^rt upon the petition of citi* 
zens of Kanawha county. 

And a bill to explain the act authorizing subscriptions on the part of the commonwealth to the capital of joint 
stock companies. 

Mr. Brown of Petersburg, from the committee of finance, presented a bill to authorize the auditor to issue war- 
rants on the treasury in satis&ction of certain judgments against the commonwealth. 
Which bills and reports were received and laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, Ordered, That the oommittee of roads and internal navigation be discharged from 
the farther consideration of the petition of George Price and others, and that the same be laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Stanard, a bill to revive and amend an act,^ entitled, " an act to incorporate the Gall^no manu- 
facturing company," passed 20th of January, 1834, was taken up, read the first and second times, and (by general 
consent,) ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

Mr. Crutchfield presented a petition of the stockholders of the Rappahannck^k canal company, praying that the 
commonwealth may mak,e a further advance upon, or dispose of its stock in said company, which was ordered to be 
referred to the committee of roads and internal navigation, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their 
opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Leyburn presented a petition of T. W. Graves, asking that the amount paid by him for a license to vend 
lottery tickets may be refunded to him, wliich was ordered to be referred to the committee of finance, that they do 
examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

On motion of Mr. Booker, Ordered, That 186 copies of a bill r^^lating and reducing the expenses incident to 
the collection of money under execution, be printed for the use of the members of the general assembly. 

An engrossed bill to alter the terms of the circuit superior courts of law and chancery for the seventh district 
and thirteenth ch-cuit of this commonwealth, was read a third time : 

Resolved, That the bill do pass, and that the title be, " an act to alter the terms of the circuit superior courts of 
law and chancery for the seventh district and thirteenth circuit of this commonwealth." 

Ordered, That Mr. Hunter of Berkeley, carry the same to the senate and request their concurrence. 
On motion of Mr. Carter, the following report was taken up and read : 

The select committee, to whom was referred the subject of increasing the banking capital of this commonwealth, 
and so much of the governor's message as relates to the bankings capital and currency of the commonwealth, respect* 
fully present on these subjects the following report and resohitions : 

The committee have come to the all-important subject which has been submitted to their consideration by the 
house of delegates, with gjeat diffidence, and under a strong sense of its importance to every portion of the cominn- 
nity. The interests which are involved, extend themselves to every branch of trade and commerce, as well as to 
every profession of the country — ^the banker, who looks solely fo the interests of stockholders — the merchant, who 
covers the sea with vessels freighted with the commodities of commerce— and the honest ploughman, engaged in the 
humble though useftil cultivation of the earth, participate, in a greater or less degree, in these various and compli- 
cated interests. They are all connected by the same chain-r-one link of which being struck, the vibration is felt 
^oughout 

The first and most important question which presents itself to the deliberation of the committee, is, whedier the 
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banking capital of the commonweallh shall be attgmeniedl In the consideration of this qi:(estioa, the committee 
deem it not important to enter at large into the policy of banking institutions : these have already^ for more than forty 
years, been established in the state of Virginia ; and the circulation of this, as well as of every other state of the 
American confederacy, is composed in part of the precious metals, and to a mu^h greater extent, of paper, which has 
become the representative of coin* It may be reasonably doubted, whether the commercial exchanges of the Ameri- 
can conmiunity could, in the present condition of the currency, be restored to die exclusive us^ of the precious me- 
tals, or, if this were practicable, whether it would not, in the transmission of large amounts of metal from one place 
to another, produce increased expense and great inconvenience. It was in consequence of this expense and incon- 
venience, in the transmission of metals from one place to another, that banks of deposite were at first established, 
where deposites were made of the precious metals, and certificates of deposite issued. Such was the bank of Am- 
sterdam and others. These certificates of deposite were equivalent to the metal deposited : they thus became the 
representative of such metal, and when payments were to be made from one country to another, these certificates 
were transmitted in lieu of the metal they represented. It soon became known that a small amount of metal would 
authorize the i$sue of a greater amount of paper, yet that it would be practicable to redeem all the paper which woUld 
at any time be presented at bank for payment. The difference between the amounts of metal which a bank may 
have at any time on hand, and the amount of its notes in circulation, has been termed the "circulating credit" of the 
country. It increases by so nauch the money of the country, and enables those who are engaged in bU3ring and sell- 
ing, to extend their commercial operations much furth^ than they could do, if the circul&on of the country were 
confined alone to metal. 

Ail that we can with propriety do in the present state of things^ is so to relate the banking institutions of the 
country, as to prevent, as far a^s it is practicable by legislation, that reckless over issue of paper, by which the currency 
of the country may be deranged and finally depreciated, while at the same time we provide for the necessary and rea- 
sonable wants of the co^imunity. 

It is necessary that the amount of paper in circulation should at all times be 30 &r within the control of the 
banks, as to render its redemption in specie practicable. The adoption of a paper currency can never be injurious 
to a country so long as it is convertible at option into specie or bullion. The tlemptation to banks to over issue, will 
always be sufficienUy checked, by the fact, that whenever a bank is so imprudent as to issue notes over and above the 
wants of the country, the currency would depreciate, and the paper of the bank would be returned to be exchanged 
far coin. This drain of the precious metals from the banks will continue until the bank diminishes the number of 
its notes, and brings back the currency to its natural level. It is obvious, that as the nominal prices of commodities 
will increase by the over issue of currency, so, for the same jeasons, the contraction below the natural wants of cir- 
culation will diminish the nominal prices in the same proportion. This is an event not likely to occur, however, if 
there be a sufficiency of banking capital ; for as the profits of a bank that issues paper, depend upon the quantity it 
can circulate, the directors will always endeavour to make the ?upply equal to the demand. 

It is thus that the value of the currency is made to correspond with that of the precious metals, of which it is 
composed, or into which it is convertible, and as long as they continue to be the standard by which the value of other 
commodities is estimated, the circulatinff medium of the country will sulBfer no permanent depreciation, but only such 
as may arise from the intrinsic value of the precious metals themselves. 

The rapid control over bank issues, will receive illustration by reference to certain facts developed in the report 
of the bullion committee made to the English house of commons in the year 1809, on an inquiry produced by the 
high rate of exchange, which, at the time, was against England, and by the writings of Ricardo, shewing a depre- 
ciation in the paper currency, and the high price of bullion. During the examination of the bank directors, before 
that committee, the question occurs — " What is the criterion which enables the bank to keep the isfsues of notes within 
the limit which the occasion of the public requires, and to guard against excess in the circulation of the country?" 
The answer is — <' First, The paper would revert to us, if there were a redundancy in circulation ; secondly. By dis- 
counting only solid paper, given, as fitr as we can judge, for real transactions." 

If we refer to die actual condition of the currency, and observe its fluctuations whenever there is an over issue, 
the fact that the paper will revert to the bank will appear. For example : " In April 1809, immediately preceding 
the payment of dividends, the amount of notes of £,5 and upwards, was £ 13,000,000. Subsequently to the 11th of 
April, an issue took place of £ 4,000,000, yet, on the 7th of May, the amount in circulation was only £ 13,100,000." 

" On the 7th of July, the amount of £ 5 notes was £ 12,800,000 ; and of the issue of seven millions betwe^ 
the lllh and the end of Uie month, no evidence appeared on the 7th of August beyond a circulation of £ 13,100,000." 

If this, then^be considered as an axiom, and it is sanctioned by the authority of great names, it would seem that 
there is no ground for great fear that the banks of this state will, for any length of time, issue beyond the r^lar 
wants of the community, as long as they are required to redeem their notes on demand with specie ; because it is 
evident, that if these over issues did occur, bank notes would immediately depreciate, and that specie being worth 
more than notes, the bank paper would be rapidly thrown back upon the bank, and metel demanded for them. 

Another principle seems also to be illustrated by the facts quoted in regard to the English currency, and if true 
there, it would, beyond doubt, be true here also. 

It is the difficulty that exists (if indeed it be not impossible) to keep in circulation an amount, either of paper or 
of metal, beyond the demands of the community. In this quality, the community may be compared to a sponge, 
which has the power of absorbing only a given quantity of any fluid, and whenever it is in excess, it parts with it, 
or refuses to take up more. 
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Another cl^ck which may be somewhat relied upon to keep the banks within the legitimate ietnd prudent exer- 
cise of the power they possess to issue p|iper, is the iVequent expositions which they are called up6n and required to 
make under their charters, as to the actual condition of their outstanding debt, the specie on hand, and the amount ^ 
of their circulation* 

The committee think it perfectly demonstrable, that unless it can be proven that the capital employed by the 
banks at present existing in the state, is greater than the demands of the^ community require, (and that it is, no one, 
it is believed, will contend,) that a considerable deficiency will be produced in the currency, when the offices of the 
United States bank, now doing business in the state, shall have ceased their banking operations. The charter of the 
bank of the United States will expire on the 3d of March, 1836 ; the branch located in Richmond has a capital em- 
ployed of one million of dollars, and the branch at Norfolk half a million of dollars. It will appear by reference to 
"extracts from the semi-annual statement of the office of the bank of the United States at Norfolk," that on the 31st 
of May, 1835, the circulation- of the branch in that borough, was $ 668,390, and its active debt amounted to 
$ 460,055. Your committee have no means of ascertaining the precise amount of either the circulation or the active 
debt of the branch situated in Richmond. By reference to the report of the select committee, made to the house of 
delegates at the last session of the legislature, the debt due to the Richmond branch amounted to "little short of 
$ 1,500,000 ; but in this estimate there must be some error, aS/it would employ no more than the capital of ther bank. 
But let US suppose it to be correct. The debt due to the two branches of the United States bank in Virginia, would 
amount to nearly two millions of dollars, and the circulation, if in the same ratio with the branch at Norfolk, would 
be $ 2,005,170, making the total circulation of the United States bank in the state $2,673,560. 

Under these circumstances, the present banks must increase the circulation by an additional issue of two mil- 
lions of dollars, or the space now filled in the circulation of the country by the notes of the United States bank, will 
be left unfilled. It is contrary to the principles which regulate the currency, to suppose that a vacuum in the circu- 
lating medium will remain for any length of time imfilled ; if, therefore, it be not filled by the notes of our own state 
banks, as it may be gradually created by the withdrawal of the notes of the United States bank, the notes of foreign 
banks will be imported into the state, until the circulation regains its former level. 

Is it probable that the existing state banks, can, with perfect safety, if indeed at all, with their present capital, 
so increase their issues ? Your committee are confidentiy of opinion that they cannot ; for as it is alwajrs the interest 
of these institutions, as it has been before stated, to keep as much of their paper in circulation as possible, in ord^ 
to increase the profits of the stockholders, it is probable they have at the present moment extended their business as 
far as it is prudent for them to extend it. 

The whole circulation of bank notes, issued by banks located within the state, is, at the present time, nearly as 
follows : 

The bank of Virginia and its branches have at this time in circulation, - * $ 2,984,896 

Farmers bank of Virginia and its branches, - - , . . . 1,855,298 

Bank of the Valley and its branches, - - - - 944,445 

North-western bank of Virginia, ..... 152,810 

To which, if the circulation of the U, S. bank be estimated at . . 2,673,560 

We have a circulation of notes belonging to banks within the state, amounting to the sfuqi of $ 8,611,008 

The circule^tion of state bank notes, then, being estimated at eight millions and a half of doUars, and the circu- 
lation of the United States bank being withdrawn, would diminish the circulation of the country about one fourth. 

It may be objected to the above mode of cidculation, that although we may accurately ascertain the amount of 
notes issued by the banks, yet we cannot so well know the amount actually retained in circulation within the state. 
This is certainly to some extent true, but it may be reasonably inferred, that as many notes of foreign banks come 
into the state as will equalize the amount of our own notes, having a foreign circulation. 

Let us also inquire how the United States bank can call in her outstanding debt, due within the state of Virginia, 
estimated at two millions, without collecting large amounts of the notes of the state banks. The state bank notes are 
inevitaWy thus to be used, by those who owe debts to the bank of the United States, and as they are daily collected 
by that bank, they will be sent into the state banks, and paid either in United States bank notes, in precious metal, or 
in bills drawn upon the north. 

Under this view of the subject, your committee are so impressed with the necessity of increasing the banking 
capital of the state, that they may be permitted to consider it a proposition which requires no further illustration. 

But let us take a rapid and superficial view of the condition of our own state, in relation to some others of the 
confederacy. First, in regard to banking capital. Second, pepvlation, at different periods. Third, as to the value 
of real estate. And lastly, in relation to their exports and imports ; and we shall find that in the three last, which 
may be deemed essentials of national wealth, we have been outstripped by other states. From the best information 
within reach of the committee, 

The banking capital of New York in 1835, amounted to - - - $ 31,780,264 

Pennsylvania, - - - - 17,061,944 

Maryland, - - - - - 9,270,091 

Whilst the state of Virginia has a banking capital, real and authorized, of - - 6,706,000 

If reference be made to the statement appended to this report, shewing the banking caj^tal of the United States 
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a|id tbe population of each state according to the census of 1830, it will be found that the populatioa of the above- 
named states stood thus : 

« New York had a population of - ^ 1,913,006 

Pennsylvania, « - - 1,384,233 

Maryland, « . , 447,040 

, Virginia, " - - 1,211,405 

By a comparison of the banking capital and the population of thfese several states, we shall obtain the following 
results : 1st, That New York has an excess of population over Virginia of 701,695 souls, while she has an excess of 
banking capital over Virginia of more than $25,385,000; 2dly, That Pennsylvania has an excess of population 
over Virginia of 172,828 souls, while her excess in banking capital amounts to $ 10,689,944 ; 3rdly, But as Mary- 
land is, like Virginia, a slaverholding state, the comparison between her and Virginia may be considered as more 
appropriate ; here, too, the same resuU& are attained, for Maryland with a population under that of Virrinia of 764,446 
souls, has a banking capital over that of Virginia, of $ 2,875,491. The comparison, if extended farmer, would only 
exhibit the same results. 

It may not be uninteresting to refer to the amount of circulation, generally in the United States, as well as in 
England and France, for 1834. On the 1st of December, 1834, it was estimated that the circulation of paper, gold 
and silver, in the United States, amounted to ninety-eight millions, which, divided among a population of fourteen 
millions, would ^ive an active circulation per head of seven dollars only. While in England, for the same year, the 
circulation is estimated by Marshall to have been 281 millions, which divided among a population of 15 J millions, 
would give a circulation per head equal to 18|. In France, in the same year, the circulation is estimated at 667, 
which, distributed through a population of 29 millions, would give per head 19. 

It is unquestiopably true, that if we extend our view beyond Virginia, into th6 states composing the northern 
portion of our confederacy, we shall on all sides be presented with the evidences of an activity and improvement, in 
all the departments of human industry, which will convince the most superficial observer, that they have advanced 
much more rapidly than we haye, in population, wealth and commerce. But while your committee are ready to ad- 
mit, that we find there the indications of great and increasing prosperity, they do not fully concur in the arguments 
of those, who attempt to prove that this, prosperity is to be attributed ^solely to the large amount of banking Capital that 
has been created in. those states, whilst they readily acknowledge that bank capital may have been the spring which 
has pressed into action, energies, which, without its impetus, may have remained for a long time dormant 

It has been just stated, that New York, by the census of 1830, has an excess of population over Virginia, of 
701,595 souls, and that Pennsylvania has a hke excess of 172,828 souLs. If we refer to the census of 1790 and 1800, - 
we shall find that the relative amounts of populatipn were very different. It then stood thus :

If we conq)are this population with the superficial extent of each of these states, we shall find that the popula- 
tion compared to the square mile, was nearly Uie same in each of them, and if the slave population of Virginia be 
embraced in the calculation, she will be found to have been the most densely peopled of the three. 
The number of persons to the square mile in New York, Pennsylvania and Virginia, stood thus :

Your committee are induced to believe, that the increase of the population, both of New York and Pennsylvania, 
may be attributed, in part, to the fact that large cities were to be found in each of these states, inducing imigration, 
whereas Virginia had none. But gi-anting this to be so, does it not shew that a like advantage would result to Vir- 
ginia, if she had upon her seaboard or her fine navigable rivers, some emporium of commerce ? To shew the influ- 
ence upon the population of these states, which has been produced by their cities alone, let us refer to their popula- 
tion at difierent periods : 

The population of the cUu of New York in 1696, was estimated so low as 4,302, whereas iu 1830, its popula- 
tion was found to be as much as 202,589, making the increase, in the city alone, amount to 198,287 souls. 

The population of Philadelphia in 1790, stood at 42,500, while in 1830, it was found to be 167,811, exhibiting 
an increase m the city of Philadelphia, of 125,311 souls. 

The influence shewn to have been exercised on the population of New York and Pennsylvania, though consi- 
derable, is not the only point of view in which the benefits derived from their cities have been felt. Commerce and 
wealth, and luxury, may be said to be companions almost inseparable. Though the natural wants of man are few, 
and generally within his reach, yet as he advances in civilization and refinement, his demands are multiplied until 
the^ cannot be enumerated. Thousands of persons, mechanical^ a^icultural and professional, are emfdoyed to ad- 
minister to his comfort, his pleasure, and his taste. These large cities not only ^tract to them a large population 
from abroad, and afford en4>loyment to thousands in tbe various mechanical occupationa of life, but by creating a 
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ready mart and ofl^ltir high prices for all tho prdductlon* of the eiurfh, agricnlttire is stinmlated widely aronnd them, 
and by the superabundant wealth and luxury of the city, the country is beautified and adorned. 

We shall feel more convinced of this influence, if we institute k comparismi of the value of reed estate between 
Virginia and other states* From an estimate of real estate, made for purposes of taxation in 1799 and 1815, it will 
be seen that the real estate of Pennsylvania in 1799, amounted to $ 102,145,900, and in the year 1815, to $ 346,633,889. 
^ew York, at the same periods, had of real estate $ 100,380,706, and $ 269,370,900, while the estimate at like periods 
in Virginia, was $ 71,225,127, and $ 165,608,179. 

The commercial prospects of Virginia, when viewed in relation to dther states of the Union, are equally, if not 
more gloomy, than in regard to population ot the estimated value of real estate. 
The average exports from 1802 to 1812, as stated by Seybert, were as follows :

It nuiy not be im|m>pet here to remark, diat the produce shipped coastwise, is not teken into die estimate of ex- 
perts, including only the foreign trade ; of course, it may be calculated with certainty, that a considerable portion of 
the flour and other products of Virginia, is included in the amount of exports from foreign states. These estimates 
1^6 presented, not solely with a view of contrasting the foreign trade of Virginia with that earned on by her sister 
: Mates, but to shew what a large portion of foreign articles, mially sold and consumed in Virginia, are imported by 
other merchants than their ov^n. 

During twenty-one months previous to the 30th day of June, 1835, tfie exports of Virginia, exceeded her imports 
by $ 7,815,000, by which it appears that Virginia received goods or commodities of some sort, which were imported 
by other stales to that amount. If we suppose the profit paid by Virginia upon these importations of $ 7,816 000, 
to have been at the rate of ten per cent profit on the first cost of the article in a foreign market, then we have a loss 
ac<*uing to Virginia of $ 781,500, in the shape of profits to foreign importers, which she would have saved, if she 
had had capital of her own to enable her lo make these shipments direcdy to her own ports. If our state, then, had 
capitcd to carry on this trade directly with foreign nations, how great would be her savii^, and to what an immense 
amount is she now tributary to the cfommercial enterprise and capital of New York or some other nortiiem state ! 

If we look to the extent and geographi(jal situation of Virginia, to her numerous navigable waters, sending their 
teanches into a considerable portion of the state, to her cJimate, her soil, and great command of water power, as an 
agent for propelling machinery, we are of the opinion that in none of these can we discover inferiority to our neigh- 
bours. It seems to your committee, that with the same enterprise, the same perseverii^ and untiring industry, and 
the same capital to put these agents into action, our state may prove herself the rival of the most fortunate of her 
iSiBters, in advancing to the god of national wealth. 

Under some of the disadvantages which are at present known and felt, cheering prospects yet present themselves, 
auguring for t'he future auspicious results. Our country will shorfly be traversed by rail-roads in various directions, 
and out manufactories are multiplying and yielding handsome profits to those who have made investments in Ihem. 
As our rail-roads reach the borders of our coterminous states, much of the produce of ftiese countries will be con- 
veyed into the state, which has heretofore seldom, and but in s^all quantities, reached our markets. As the com- 
iWodities of commerce increase, either in quantity or price, so is it required to increase the capital of the country — 
money being the universal equivalent by which exchanges arc made. 

The public interests that recommend, according to the foregoing views, the augrnentation of the bank capital of 
the state, demand, in the opinion of your committee, the exercise of the utmost caution and circumspection on the 
part of the legislature, in guarding against the mischiefs that may result from the course of action to which banking 
•establishments have been most prone. There is a constant tendency in such institutions, especially in times of great 
fipparent commercial prospeifty, and activity in the various classes of industry and enterprise, lo yield to Solicitations 
*>r accommodation, and thus swell the issues of the banks to the verge of danger, from the fra^uent and often sud- 
den add unforeseen vicissitades to irhieh commercial and other enterprises in which the capital supplied by such 
is^es may be engaged, are exposed, and when those vicissitudes occur, the sudden contraction of those issues that 
•6etf4»eeurity ttitty rehire of tl^ banks, cattses fluetuattions in Ae value ^f property and of money, always mischievous, 
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and in many instances ruinous. Banks should not be eslaUished for the benefit of those vrho may chance to get 
their stock. When established, they become connected with public interests of great ms^nitude and importance, and 
the most vigilant care should be 6xcited, by prildent and judicious restraints, to guard tho^e interests from evils to 
which the mismanagement of those institutions may expose them. As those institutions will supply, by their notes 
or bills of credit, a large portion of the currency of the country, the paramount consideration with the legislature 
should be, so to org;anize them as to take all proper guarantees to keep the currency that may be supplied sound and 
convertible at all times into specie, and of general credit through the state, so that it may circulate without discount 
or depreciation. To this cfna, it seems fit to your committee, that restraints more strict than those imposed by the 
charters of the existing banks in this state, on the discounts of the new institutions, should be imposed. By those 
charters, the existing banks are authorized to discount to an amount equal to three fold of the capital stock paid in 
and deposites. Your committee think that discounts beyond twice the amount of capital and deposites should not 
be authorized ; and they have the less difficulty in recommending this restriction, because that limit, it is believed, has 
been rarely transcendea by the existing banks. 

Another consideration is deemed worthy of notice in this connection. It is desirable to preserve and enlarge 
the metallic basis on which the bank circulation ought to repose, as a means of securing that circulation from depre- 
ciation, and mingiing with it a convenient and useful portion of specie. For this object, it would be prudent at least 
to reserve to the le^slature the power, to be exercised in its discretkm at any future time, to prevent tte issue of notes 
of less than ten dpQars, and should it seem fit, after the lapse 6f a reasonable time, to prevent the circulation of notes 
of less than twenty dollars. 

1. Resolved therefore as the opinion of this committee, That it is expedient at this time to augment the bank- 
ing capital of this state. 

2. Resolved, That in making such atfgmer^tation, it is expedient that restraints more strict than those imposed 
by the charters of the existing banks, to prevent excessive issues, and to give additional security for the soundness of 
the currency that such issues may supply, and its general credit throughout the state, should be carefully provided. 

The said resolutions Were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and biUs were ordered 
to be brought in conformably therewith. 

A bill to incorporate the stockholders of the Lynchburg and Tennessee rail-road company, and to authorize 
them or the James river and Kanawha company to construct a rail-road from Lynchburg to Richmond, with the 
amendments thereto proposed by the committee of roads and internal navigation, was taken up on motion of Mr. 
M'HuUen, and the said amendments being severally agreed to, except the fifth am^idnient, which wa? disagppeed to 
by the house, and the said bill bemg further amended on motions made by Mr. Stanud and Mr. M'Mull^, was, as 
amended, ordered on motion of Mr. Hopkins, to be laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Gilmer, the house adjourned until tonnorrow 12 o'clock.

The senate recede firom their first and third, and insist <hi their fourth amendment to the resolutions relative to 
the interference of certain associations in the northern states with domestic slavery in the south.

On motion of Mr. Price, Ordered, That leave be given to briuff in a bill to authorize the common council of the 
town of Fredericksburg to make an advancement upon the stock ofthe corporation in the Rappahannock canal com- 
pany, and that Messrs. Crutchfield, Price, Moncure, Hill, NickUn, Williams, Wodfolk, Smith of Fauquier, and Har- 
ris, prepare and bring in the same. 

Mr. Parker, from the committee on the militia laws, presented a bill to amend the several acts concerning the 
public guard in the city of Richmond, which was receive and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Murdaugh presented a petition of John Benson, praying' that citizens of the northern and eastern states may 
be prohibited from removing oysters at certain seasons of the year from the waters of the commonwealth, which was 
ordered to be referred to the select committee on that subject, that they do examine the matter thereof and report their 
opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Booker presented a petition of citizens of the county of Buckingham, for the incorporation of a company to 
make a rail-roeid from Richmond to Lynchburgf, which was ordered to be laid upon the table. 

Mr. Decamps presented a petition of Benjamin Ramsay and others, for an act to incorporate the Wellsburg ly- 
ceum society, which was orderai to be referred to the conmnttee of schools and colleges, with leaye to report thereon 
by bill. * «

These accounts are verified by the affidavits of the register, and certified to have been examined by J. Jackson, 
clerk of accounts. The committee, however, on examining the entries on the books of the office, find a trifling error 
in the amount of fees received on surveys, of $ 1 54, undercharged, caused by some inadvertence in extending the 
additions. This will be carried into the accounts of the present year, and adjusted at the next settlement.

During the past year there have been issued from the land office, 
175 Treasury warrants,

The committee find, that within the same period, 807 grants for lands have been recorded, and 100 grants for 
land in the Northern Neck, and that all surveys have been recorded upon which grants could have issued according 
to law. 

The committee take pleasure in stating, that they found the books and papers of the office well arranged, and 
generally in a good stale of preservation. They observe a mouldy appearance about some of the cases, owing to the 
humkl atmosphere of the room in which they are placed. To avoid serious injury to the records of the office, in 
the course of time firom this cause, a fircquent exposure of them to the sun and a drier air, is in the opinion of the 
committee, indispensable. 

On motion of Mr. Summers, ordered that the same be laid upon the table. 
Several reports of the committee of propositions and grievances were read as follow : 

The committee of propositions and ffrievances have, according to order, had under consideration sundry peti- 
tions to them referred, and have come to the following resolutions thereupon :

4. Resolved <is the opinion of this committee, That the petition of Richard Lorton of the county of Henrico, 
representing that under pecuUar circumstances, he became in the year 1833, sole owner of the building on the capitol 
square, called the museum, and that the estabhshment having fidled as a museum, he proposed 4o lease the property 
for years, but as this could only be done, subject to tlie conditions of the grant of the ground from the common- 
wealth, he has been unable to find any one willing to take a lease of the same, and proposing that the general assem- 
bly resume the grant of the land, allowing the petitioner the value of the improvements erected thweon, or that an 
act may pass, relinquishing the right of the commonwealth to the said property, or that such alterations be made in 
the conditions of the grant, as that the petitioner, his heirs, &c., tnay be enabled to lease the property for purposes 
other than those designated in the grant from the commonwealth, or to make such other disposition of die same, com- 
patible with the reversionary right of the commonwealth, as he or they may find most beneficial, or that such other 
relief be extended to the petitioner as may seem proper, is reasonable. 

6. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Nanse- 
mond, askiug that an act may pass, to prevent the taking of oysters from the waters of Nansemond river, and Chuck- 
atuck creek, above Logan's shoals in Nansemond river, and Edwin Goodwin's landing on Chuckatuck creek, be- 
tween the first day of May, and the first day of September, in each and every year, is reasonable. 

The committee of propositions and gnevances have, according to order, had under consideration the petition -of 
sundly voters of the county of Rockin^tuun, to them referred, praying Ih&t an act may pass, establishing a separate 
election in the town of M'Gaheysville, m said county : Whereupon, 

Resohed ms the opinion of this Committee, That the praye^ of said petition is reas<mable» 

The committee of i»t)positions and grievances have, aocordiuj^ to order^ had under consideration die petition of 
William Zull, of the county of Greenbrier, to them deferred, praymg that a town be estaUished on his land, at the 
junction of the Blue sulphur turnpike road, (leading west,) with the Kanawha turnpike road, in Walker's meadows 
in said county^ to include about forty acres of land, on the usual terms of establishing towns : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the apinion of this committee^ That the prayer of said petition is reasonable. 

The committee of propositions and ffrievances have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of 
sundry citizens of the town of Waterford in the county of Loudoun, to them referred, praying that an act may pass, 
amending former acts in relation to said town, so as to authoriae the citizens thereof to elect a mayor, recorder and 
other officers, in the manner that incorporated towns elect such officers ; and that they be vested with such powers 
as may be necessary for the well ordering and governing the afiairs of said town : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That the prayer of said petition is reasonable. 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of 
Elisha R WiUiams,of the county of Alleghany, to them referred, rq>resenting that, inasmuch as Jackson's river in 
said county, is considered a pubUc highway, it is not competent to him to interfere therewith without legislative 
authority, and being desirous of erecting a wool carding machine near the town of Covington in said county, prays 
that the general assembly will grant him the privilege, (either above or below hiffh water mark,) to erect suitable build- 
ings for his machinery, at a httle fall in the river opposite said town, which fall will answer his purpose without a 
dam, or otherwise interfering with the navigation of said river, or the rights and privileges of others : Whereupon, 

1. Resolved as the opinion of this committee. That the prayer of said petition is reasonable. 

The said committee nave, also, had under consideration, the petition of Simeon B. Jewett and others, his asso- 
ciates, asking the passage of an act, allowing them to establish a lumber yard and office in this commonwealth, and 
to transact business in their corp€»?ate name, (except tiie use of a seal,) in the same manner and to the same extent, 
as is allowed them by the act incorporating their company in the state of Alabama, and except also, as to their power 
to hold real estate, of which they ask to hold only three acres, but with the privilege of holding all such lands as 
they may find it necessary to purchase in payment of a debt charged tberecm : Whereupon, 

2. Resolved as th^ opinion of this committee, That the prayer of the petition of Simeon B. Jewett and oUasrs 
be rejected. 

The said resolutions were, on questions put thereupon, a^eed to by the house, and bills were ordered to be 
brought in conformably with the firert, fourth and fifth resolutions in the first report, and with the resolutions in the 
other reports, except the last resolution. 

Several reports of the committee of roads and internal navigation were read as follow : 

The committee of roads «md internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the petition 
of Thomas A. Morton, praying that the county courts of Prince Edward and Cumberland, or either of them, be au- 
thorized by law to grant him the privily of erecting a dam across the Appomattox river, ifrom his land in the town 
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of Farmville, to the lands of Richard Randolph's estate on the opposite side, agreeably to the provisions of the gene- 
ral law in relation to mills and mill-dams : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That said petition is reasonable. 

The committee ot roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the memo* 
rial of the president and directors of the Manchester and Petersburg turnpike company, praying that they be adtho* 
rized by law to raise an additional capital of $ 400,000, for the purpose of constructing a railroad from the city of 
Richmond to the town of Petersburg ; or if a new company be incorporated for such purpose, that such indemnity 
be provided for the said turnpike company, and the state as a stockholder therein, as may be just and equitable :

The annual report of the treasurer for the last fiscal year, terminating on the 30th day oi September, 1835, has 
already put the general assembly in possession of the state of the finances of the conunpnwealth at that time, and 
exhibits the true balances on hand on the morning of tibie 1st day of October, 1835, Uie commencement of the present 
fiscal year. This statement is confirmed by information derived firom the presidents of the. Bank of Virginia and 
Farmers bank of Virginia. 

The joint committee have examined every voucher, both of receipts and disbursements, during the year men- 
tioned, compared them with the entries on the books of the treasurer, find them to be re^lar, and to correspond with 
great exactness. The additions were made, and the balances found correct — Indeed it is but just to remark, that the 
books and accounts of the treasurer manifest ^reat accuracy, as well as great simplicity and method of arrangement. 

The joint committee have thought it their duty to ascertain how much money has been paid into the treasury, 
and how much has been disbursed, from the 30th September, 1835, up to the morning of the 12th instant, and 
whether or not the proper sum was in bank to the credit of the commonwealth on that day. 

To enable your committee to ascertain that fact, their chairmen addressed letters to the auditor and second 
auditor, requesting to be furnished with statements, sbewins; the amount of receipts and disbursements from the 30th 
September, 1835, to the morning of the 12th instant, and the balances oo hand at that time. (See documents Nos. 1 
and 2.) From the statements furnished by those officers, your committee make the following. (See Nos, 3 and 4i)

The petition of sundry inhabitants of the counties of Frederick and Shenandoah, represents various grievances 
under which they labour, and have for years suffered, as distance from their respective court-houses, and separation 
from them by rivers and mountains, with rough roads and consequent detention at their court-hou$es, when called 
there on public or private business ; and prays therefore, that the territory which they occupy, may be formcKl into a 
new county, accoroing to certain boundaries in the petition described : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of, this committee^ That the prayer of the aforesaid petition is reasonable. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a bill was ordered to be 
brought in conformably therewith. 

On motion of Mr. Williams, Resolved by the general assembly of Vireinioy That the board of public works 
be requested to employ a competent engineer to survey a route for a rail-road from Falmouth in the county of Staf- 
ford, to Alexandria in the District of Columbia, and from Warrenton in the county of Fauquier, to some point of 
intersection and union with the route from Falmouth to Alexandria, provided the pomtof union be not nearer than 
twelve miles north of Falmouth and eighteen miles south of Alexandria, and that the said engineer report to the 
next legislature, the practicability, the advantages to the community, and the probable costs of such improvements.

Mr. Hunter of I^rkeley, according to order, presented a bill to incorporate the Berkeley coal mining and rail- 
road company. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigation, presented a report upon the memorial of the 
stockholders of the James river cmd Kanawha company. 

And a bill for the construction of a bridge across Jackson's river at the town of Covington. 

Mr. Taylor of Middlesex, reported with amendment, a bill to amend an act, entitled, << an act for openii^ and 
improving the navigation of the Dragon swamp." 
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Which bills and reports wdre reeeived and laid upon the table. 

An engrossed bill to incorporate the Narrow falls turnpike company, was taken up on motion of Mr. Sumttiers, 
whereupon, he offered a clause by way of ryder thereto, which was read the first and second times, and forthwith 
engrossed and read a third time, and then, on naotion of Mr. Watkins, the said bill apd ryder was ordered to be laid 
upon the table.

On motion of Mr. Sherrard, Resolved^ That the committee of finance be instructed to enquire into the expe« 
diency of furnishing a room in the capitol for the use of the attorney general, and tha^ said committee have leave to 
report by bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Mallory, the following report was taken up and read : 

The joint committee of the senate and house of delegates, appointed to examine the armory, have performed 
that duty, and submit the following report and resol^tious : 

Your committee first directed their attention to that portion of the arms put away in boxes, containing twenty 
each, msJdng in the whole 7,840. Their condition is apparently good, but upon a close examination, your commit- 
tee are of opinion that they require overhauling and repoUshing, with some slight repairs. From this parcel the last 
year's work was taken ; and by the report of the superintendent it appears that 1,540 were overhauled, repaired, re- 
j>olished and repacked during that time, leaving of that parcel 5,140. Your conmiittee think that the future opera- 
tions of the armory should to confined to that portion of the pubUc arms until they are all overhauled, examined, 
and put in complete order. 

Your committee next examined, a parcel of muskets, received fixMn the United States, neatly and securely packed 
away in boxes, of twenty each, making in all 15,216. They had several boxes opened, and from a partial inspection, 
presuming that they were a fair specimen of the whole, appeared to be free from rust, in excellent order, of good 
manufacture, and .would, no doubt, be efficient arms in actual service. These, together with the parcel first alluded 
to, when completed, will make an ag^egate of 23,066 effective stand of arms. 

The further examination of your conunittee was extended to a quantity of old arms, in different rooms, thrown 
together indiscriminately, and reported by the superintendent to amount to 10,893 ; also 3,585 muskets, designated 
small calibre, making in all 14,478. These arms are in a miserable state of decay, and totally unfit for use : some 
without locks, some without stocks, others without ramrods, and all rusty. If these arms are perniitted to remain in 
their present qondition, they will, in the end, be a loss c^ considerable amount to the state. If it be the part of wis- 
dom to prei>are for war, in time of peace^ and if it be desirable to make these arms available in a case of emergency, 
your conunittee beg leave to suggest the propriety, as soon as the other operations of the armory, before alluckd to, 
will admit of it, of requiring the whole of the arms thus injured, <o be rigidly examined ; that such of them as in 
die opinion of the superintendent can be repaired with advantage to tl^ state, shall be selected and carefully set aside 
with a view to that object. 

Your committee will fiirther state, that agreeably to the superinteildent's report, there are in the armory 380 
rifles, Virginia manufioicture, in good order, in boxes ; 1,580 received from the United States, in boxes as received, 
also in ffood order. Besides th^ two parcels, there are 270 fit for repair, and 228 without locks, and otherwise in 
very bad order, omitted in the superintendent's report. 

There are also 239 pistols of different kinds, repaired and packed away, and 468 of different kinds, out of order, 
but capable of being repaired. 

Your committee will further report, on this branch of their duty, that there are 976 swords for cavalry, with 
scabbards, in good order ; 455 without scabbards, also in good order, and 1,782 of different kinds, out of order. 
Your committee are of opinion, that the rifles, pistols and swords, or such part of them as will justify it, should be 
repaired as early as the limited operations of the armory will admit of it, and as soon as the other repairs before sug- 
gested shall have been made. 

From this view of the condition of the public arms, your committee are of opinion, that true policy requires 
that the number of artificers should be increased to twenty, with an increase of wages, in order to insure the repairs 
of said arms as promptly as possible, and thereby prevent greater injury to them, by remaining exposed as they are 
at present. * 

They also think it expedient, if the number of artificers hereby recommended can be obtained, to authorize the 
executive to employ a comt)etent master armorer, to superintend the mechanical operations of the armory, if in his 
opinion the public good require it, to be paid a salary not exceeding eight hundred dollars jper annum. 

Your conmiittee, with a view to ascertain the probable cost of employing twenty artificers for the present year, 
called (m the superintendent of the armory for information ] and in compliance therewith, he furnished an estimatei 
which puts the whole cost at eij^ht thousand dollars. 

Your committee are of opiniim, that the rbofs of the foundery and boring mill should be covered with tin ; also 
the machinery^ in the buffing room repaired, upon which the mechanical operations mainly depend. The cost of 
these repairs is estimated by the superintendent at one thousand seven hundred and fifty dollars. 

38 
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The foundery and boring mill, being of little or no use to the armory institution under its limited operations, 
the committee think might be leased out with much advantage to the commonwealth, provided it be done for a term 
of years ; and in the event that a lease should be effected, then the superintendent should be required to have a shed 
or shelter, or some other protection, built on the public land west of the armory, for the safe keeping and preservation 
of the cannon and gun carriages in the armory. 

It appears from the report of the superintendent, that during the last year he expended in the repairs of the 
buildings, the sum of $ 403 81, leaving an unexpended balance of the appropriation to that object of $296 19; and 
of the appropriation of three thousand dollars made for the pay of artificers, he has expended the sum of $2,427 95, 
leaving a balance of that appropriation of $ 572 05. 

Your committee, during their examination, discovered, and were shewn by the superintendent, a parcel of old 
wheels and other parts of cannon carriages, also some old irons, cast wheels, and mill-stones, and a parcel of old car- 
touch boxes ; all of which they think the superintendent, under the direction of the executive, should be authorized, 
to sell, or transfer to the superintendent of the penitentiary, the irons attached to the wheels, or such portion of them, 
as he may find conducive to the public interest. 

1. Resolved therefore, That it is expedient that the residue of the 7,840 muskets, out of which the last year's 
work was taken, shoufd be first overhauled and repaired. 

2. Resolved, That the superintendent cause the 14,478 muskets to be examined, and select such of them as can, 
in his opinion, be repaired with advantage to the state ; also such rifles, pistols and swords as are worthy of being 
repaired or cleaned. 

3. Resolved, That the superintendent, under the direction of the executive, be authorized to employ twenty arti- 
ficers for the year 1836.

An engrossed bill to authorize the auditor to issue warrants on the treasury in satisfaction of certain judgments 
against the commonwealth, was read a third time, and on motion of Mr. Dorman, ordered to be laid upon the table. 

A bill to incorporate the stockholders of the Lynchburg and Tennessee rail-road company, and to authorize 
them, or the James river and Kanawha company, to construct a rail-road from Lynchburg to Richmond, was taken 
up, on motion of Mr. Dorman, together with the proposed amendment submitted by Mr. "Wiley on Saturday. It was 

f)roposed by him to amend the bill by striking therefrom the nineteenth and twentieth sections, which are the fol- 
owing: 

IQ. When the Lynchburg and Tennessee rail-road company shall have commenced the construction of their 
rail-road, pursuant to the provisions of this act, it shall be lawful for the James river and Kanawha company to con- 
struct a similar rail-road, with one set of tracks, or more at their election, from the town of Lynchburg, by the towns 
of Scottsville in Albemarle, arid Oartersville, provided that the company shall not be obli|^ to bring the road on the 
north side of the river, to the city of Richmond, and to connect the same with the road of the Richmond, Fredericks- 
burg and Potomac rail-road company, in such manner as may be agreed upon by the said two companies, or as may 
be hereafter prescribed by the general assembly ; and for this purpose the James river and Kanawha company may 
enlarge their capital stock, in the manner prescribed by the twenty-eighth section of the act passed on the sixteenth 
of March, eighteen hundred and thirty-two, entitled, " an act incorporating the stockholders of the James river and 
Kanawha company." But no part of the present capital stock of said company shall be employed in the location or 
construction of the said rail-road hereby provided for, or any part thereof In the construction, use and enjoyment 
of such rail-road, and in relation to the tolls which may be taken upon it, the rights, privileges and exemptions, the 
duties and liabilities of the James river and Kanawha company, shall be regulated by the provisions of the above 
recited act, and other acts of assembly amendatory thereto, and shall be the same to all intents and purposes, except 
as is herein otherwise provided, as if the rail-road by this section authorized, had been provided for by the acts afore- 
said: Provided hotacver, That the tolls which may be demanded and received by the James river and Kanawha 
company shall be regulated by that part of the forty-eighth section of the said act, which prescribes the tolls west of 
Crow's ferrjr, except for the transportation of passengers, and that the company may demand and receive for the trans- 
portation of passengers tolls not exceeding six cents per mile for each person. But if the James river and Kanawha 
company shall not elect to construct the rail-road from Lynchburg to Richmond, hereby authorized, and six months 
before the said road from Lynchburg to Tennessee shall have been completed, actually and bona fide commence the ^ 
construction of the aforesaid road from Lynchburg to Richmond, and diligently prosecute the work, so that the same 
shall be completed within five years thereafter, then the privilege hereby granted to the James river and Kanawha 
c6mpany shall cease, and all the land which they may have acquired for the use of the said road, and all the works 
which they may have constructed thereon, shs^U be vested in the commonwealth, to be disposed of as the general 
assembly may deem expedient. 

20. If the James river and Kanawha company shall not make their election, and commence the work within 
the time, and in the manner above prescribed, then it shall be lawful for the Lynchburg and Tennessee rail-road 
company to continue their rail-road from Lynchburg, by the towns of ScottsvUle and Cartersville aforesaid, to the 
city of Richmond, and to connect the same with the road of the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac rail-road 
company, in such manner as may be agreed upon between the two l^t mentioned companies, or as may hereafter be 
prescribed by the general assembly : Provided^ That the Lynchburg and Tennessee rail-road company shall actually 
and bona fide commence the said extended road within six months after their right to constnict the same shall have 
accrued, and diligently prosecute the work, so that within five years thereafter it shall be completed, in the style and 
manner herein prescribed for the construction of the road from Lynchburg to the Tennessee line : And 'provided 
'moreover^ That the said extended road shall in no manner obstruct the canal or other works of the James river and 
Kanawha dompany, or occupy any of the grounds of the said company, except upon such terms as the said two com- 
panies may agree upon, or as the general assembly may hereafter prescribe. 

And the question being put upon striking out the said sections, was determined in the negative. Ayes 36,

To the Speaker of the House of Delegates. 

To the House of Delegates. 

I have just received a paper containing the preamble and lesolutions adopted by the general assembly, upon 
the subject of expunging from t^e journal of the senate of the United States a resolution of that body. 

By the last of the resolutions contained in this paper, I am requested to perform two several acts. I am desired 
to transmit these resolutions to each of the senators from Virginia in the congress of the United States, and also, to 
accompany this communication with a request to these senators, on my part, that they would lay the same before the 
body of which they are members. 

Neither of the acts I am thus requested to perform, is embraced within the sphere of any duty assigned to the 
governor of this commonwealth, either by its constitution or laws ; but as neither is thereby prohibited to him, I 
should n6t have hesitated to comply with the requests of the general assembly, if in doin^ so, I was not obliged to 
add my approbation to their resolves, and to unite my solicitation to their commands. Such a conclusion, however, 
is inevitable j for the terms employed in the resolutions, as well as the very nature of one of the acts I am thereby 
requested to perform, announce plainly, that both these acts are considered by the general assembly as merely volun- 
tary on my part, to the performance of which acts, I am not compelled by the obligations of my legal duties. 
Therefore, it would be impossible for me to avoid the conclusions I have stated, should I comply with these requests. 
Even an addition to the communication I am requested to make, of such a disclaimer as might suffice to acquit me 
of this imputation, would be in direct conflict with the e:q}resi9ed wishes of the general assembly, and therefore, 
would not comport, as I think, with that respectful considereition which is due to. that body, especially by every other 
department of this government. 

Placed thus in a situation where my voluntary compliance with the wishes o( the general assembly must ex- 
pose me to an imputation, that in justice to myself I ou^ht to disclaim ; and should I do so, being eonstramed to de* 
part from the course which my respect for them would induce me to adopt, no alternative is left but for me to de- 
chne a compliance with their requests. This I beg leave to do in the most respectful manner ; and I hasten to com- 
municate to them, this, my determination, to the end, that if the general assembly think it proper, the tasks which I 
have been requested to perform may be promptly assigned to some other agent, whose situation or opinions in this re- 
spect may be different from mine. 

No ordinary circumstances would justify me, even to myself, in declinipff to co-operate with the general assem- 
bly, by the performance of any act on my part, that they might think useful to ffive effect to their wishes, and in 
that mode which to them might seem most proper. But I should be justly regarded by all as unworthy of the high 
trusts confided to me, if I were capable of permitting any consideration whatever, even my sincere wish to comply 
with the requests of the general assembly, to cause me to disregard my most sacred obligations. And as I cannot 
consider the resolutions I am requested to transmit, otherwise than as requiring a palpable violation of the constitu- 
tion of the United States, I should incur guilt from which not even the approving voice of the present general as- 
sembly would suffice to absolve me, were I to lend my aid knowingly, in any way, to give effect to such a purpose. 
Greatly indeed, would this guilt be aggravated, if, while entertaining these opinions, I should dare to request odicrs . 
to incur such criminality on their part. 

I may be mistaJcen in these opinions, but they are approved by my most deliberate judgment ; and while so ap- 
proved, it is my duty to act in conformity with them. Should I not do so, I should offend against my own con- 
science ; and as by this I should justly merit the scorn and contempt of my fellow-citizens, I presume I should also 
incur that of the general assembly itself. 

The courtesy and respect due to a co-ordinate department of the government, restrains me from stating here the 
various considerations which have induced me to entertain the opinion I have expressed, that the resolutions I am 
requested to transmit require a palpable violation of the constitution of the United States. The same motives induce 
me to abstain from characterizing the act I am requested to perform, in solicitiuff honourable and high-minded func- 
tionaries of Virginia to do that, which, if it is their duty to do, they will surely perform, Without any officious re- 
quest from me ; and if it is contrary to their duty, none ought to desire of them to perform it, especially one who 
cannot claim authority of any kind to determine such a question for them. 

The adoption of these resolutions must be considered by all as sufficient evidence that they who have sanc- 
tioned them by their approving votes, think differently from me in these particulars. This, their opinion, has now 
passed into an irreversible judcraent. Therefore, it would ill become me to address an argument to the body 
itself which has so decided, to shew that this, its solemn and recorded and promulgated judgment was erroneous. It 
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was necessary for my own justification, to state the fact that I did not concur in this judgment ; but to do more than 
this, would he as improper as it would be now dseless. Hence, I am restrained from presenting my own views of 
this subject to the general assembly, for the sincerity of whose expressed opinions I entertain the same respect that I 
claim for my own. 

But if it should please the general assembly, either in kindness to mCj or in justice to the people of Virginia, 
our common sovereim, to permit me to spread upon their journals a document respectful to tliose to whom it will be 
addressed, and dutifiu to that sovereign to which only our aU^iance is due, I should be gratified by such a permission ; 
and I will gladly avail mjrself of it, to state in that way, the various considerations which have induced me to dis- ' 
sent from me opinions of the general assembly, as set forth in these resolutions. Without such permission, howe- 
ver, not even my own vindication can tempt me to be guilty of what I should consider as indecorous to any co-ordi- 
nate department of the government of my country, by which department I am addressed in terms of such courtesy 
as it has pleased the general (issembly to employ in these resohitions towards me»

On motion of Mr. Kincheloe, fthe same having been amended on motion of Mr. Gilmer,)

tution.

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigation, presented reports upon petitions of citizens 
of Richmond, Buckingham and Powhatan, for a rail-road on the ridge from Richmond to Lynchburg ; of citizens of 
Chesterfield and Richmond, for a rail-road from the Chesterfield coal mines to James river ; and upon the resolution 
for incorporating a joint stock company to complete the free road from Staunton to the Warm springs. 

And a bill incorporating the Mayo's bridge company. 

Mr. Rinker, according to order, presentea a bill to change the time of holding a quarterly term of the county 
court of the county of Shenandoah. 

Mr. Hunter of Essex, from the committee on the penitentiary institution, presented a report upon petitions of 
citizens of Botetourt and Franklin, in favour of pardoning Eli Blankenship. 

Mr. Masters, according to order, presented a bill changing the time of holding the county courts in the counties 
of Marshall and Ohio, and to amend the act establishing the town of Moundsville, in Ohio (now Marshall) county. 

Which bills and reports were received and laid upon the table.

Mr. Speaker, — The senate have adopted the preamble and resolution providing for the transmission to the sena- 
tors from Virginia in the congress of the United States, of a preamble and resolutions upon the subject of ex^nging 
from the journals of the senate of the United States a resolution of that body, and relative to the right of instruc- 
tion. And then he withdrew. 

On motion of Mr. Dorman, the rule of the house was suspended, and the vote 6n yesterday, adopting a resolu- 
tion for procuring a flag of the United States for the use of the commonwealth, was reconsidered ; whereupon, the 
said resolution was amended, on motions severally made, and as amended, was agreed to by the house as follows :

RICHMOND, 24th February, 1836. 
To the Speaker and Members of the IJouse of Delegates. 

Gentlemen, — ^Having at a late hour to-day, been asked by a member of your body, if I did not intend to re- 
port my reasons for failing to comply with your resolution addressed to me as superintendent of public edifices, on 
the 22d instant, requesting me to hoist the United States flag on the capitol, and at the same time informing me that 
there were many others who expected me to do so : 

I feel myself, therefore, called upon to report, and am not disposed to withhold from you, (for whom I entertain 
unfeigned respect,) a candid statement of facts, and the motives which actuated me on the occasion. 

I was in uniform, and on parade at the head of my corps, when the request above mentioned, was conmiunicated 
to me, verbally, by Major Winston, your sergeant-at-arms, who was then in full uniform, and mounted ; who ad- 
dressed me as he usually does, viz : Captain, I have a request to deliver to you, from the house of delegates, that you 
will hoist the flag of the United States on th^ capitol ; to which I replied, there is no flag staff* on the capitol, but that 
I would see the governor forthwith, and report to him, not dreaming that the request was addressed to me in any 
other capacity than that of a military officer, it being a military occasion, and the article in question being strictly 
miUtary. 

I accordingly saw the governor, who advised me to ask, that the request be made in writing and shew it to him, 
which I did, and have not received any instructions from him relative to it. 
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I have, however, been informed that he wrote, and had despatched a communication to me, but upon examining 
the resolution itself, for the first time perceived that it was addressed to me as superintendent of puWic edifices^ ana 
not as captcun of the public guard, and i^called it before it reached me. It is proj)er for me here further to remark, 
that the flag I was requested to display, was in my custody only as a military officer, in which character alone I am 
charged with the care of it, by the executive, and that under such circuihstances, with no more propriety than any 
other citizen, could I use the flag without the govemor^s permission. 

I beg the legislature to believe, that notWng was further from my design, than to disobey or slight in the least 
degree any direction givpn by theni, still less one, that as a private citizen, I should have taken pleasure in executing, 
and trust they will find in the explanation I have thought it my duty to make, good grounds to absolve me firom any 
charge of intended disrespect or disregard of their wishes.

On motion of Mr. Dorman, Ordered, That leave be given to bring in a bill to revive an act incOTporating a com- 
pany to construct a turnpike road from die upper end of the Blue Ridge canal, to its intersection with the Lexington 
and Covington turnpike road, passed March 13th, 1832, and that Messrs. Dornutn, Leyburn, Craig, Moflfett, Ijayne, 
M'Clintic, and Wilson of Botetwirt, prepare and bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Moflfett, Ordered, That leave be ^ven to bring in a bill to change the time of holding the cir- 
cuit superior courts of law and chancery for the counties of Rockingham and Pendleton, and that Messrs. Moflfett, 
Conrad, M'Coy, Mullen, Brooke, Woolfolk, Bare and Almond, prepare and bring in the same.* 

A motion was made by Mr. Cunningham that the house adopt the following resolution : 

Resolved, That leave be given to bring in a bill incorporating a company to connect with the Portsmouth and 
Roimoke rail-road, for the purpose of transporting produce, merctmndize, &c., conveyed on said road to and from the 
borough of Norfolk ; whereupon, a naotion was mcule by Mr. Murdaugh to amend the same by substituting therefor 
the following : 

Resolved, That the committee of roads and internal navigation be instructed to enquire into the expediency of 
incorporating a joint ttock company to construct one or more boats to transport produce, merchandize and other arti- 
cles, across Elizabeth river, between Norfolk and Portsmouth, and that said committee report by bill or otherwise. 

And the questiiHi being put upon the said amendment, was determined in the negative. 
43 
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The resolution was then agreed to by the house, and Messrs. Cunningham, Murdaugfa, Cooke, Witcher, Butts, 
Morris, Benton, HoUeman, Avent, Mallory and Shands, were (Ordered to prepare and bring in the said bill. 

Mr. Murdaugh then submitted a letter from James Comick upon the same subject, which was orctered to be re- 
ferred to the said committee. 

Mr. Smith of Fauquier presented a petition of citizens of the county of Fauquier, praying the establishment of 
a bank at Warrenton. 

Mr. MofFett, a petition of citizens of Albemarle and Rockingham, asking for the location of a portion of any in- 
crease of capital of the banks in the commonwealth, at the town of Charlottesville. 

Orderedj That the said petitions be referred to the committee on banks, that they do examine the matter thereof, 
and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. M'Mullen presented a petition of citizens of the county of Scott, asking aid in the construction of a bridge 
across the North fork of Holstein river, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of roads and internal nar 
vigation, that they do examine the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Dorman, from the committee for courts of justice, presented reports upon the petition of Andy ; upon the 
resolution concerning the sheriff of Spottsylvania ; conceminff the extension of the jurisdiction of magistrates and 
the law relatinff to constables ; and upon the charges preferred against judge Duncan. 

Also, a bill to amend an act, entitled, << an act for the inspection of fish," passed the 28th of December, 1795. 

A bill regulating the mode of obtaining writs of error in criminal prosecutions for misdemeanors ; and 

A bill prescribing the punishment of offences committed on rail-roads. 

Mr. Austin, according to order, presented a bill to increase the capital stock of Booker's gold mine company, 
and for other purposes. 

Mr. Garland of Amherst, in like manner, a bill appointing trustees of the town of New Glasgow, and for other 
purposes. 

Mr. Watkins, from the committee of roads and internal navigation, reported with amendments, a bill incorpora- 
ting the Laurel Hill turnpike company ; and 

A bill to authorize a subscription on behalf of the state to the stock of the Lewisburg and Blue Sulphur springs 
turnpike company. 

Which bills and reports were received and laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Smith of Frederick, Ordered^ That the committee on the militia laws be discharged from 
petitions of the regimental court of enquiry for the 67th r^ment ; of the officers of the 66th regiment ; and of the 
court of enquiry of the 132d regiment ; and that the same be laid upon the table. 

The house, according to the order of the day, resolved itself into a committee of the whole house on the state 
of the commonwealth, Mr. Miller in the chair ; and after some time spent therein, the speaker resumed the chair, and 
Mr. Miller reported that the said committee had, according to order, taken into consideration a bill increasing the 
banking capital of the commonwealth, and made some progress therein, but not having had time to go through the 
same, had instructed him to ask leave to sit again. 

Resolved^ That this house will on to-morrow, again resolve itself into a committee of the whole house to take 
the said bill into consideration. 

On moticm of Mr. Miller, the house adjourned until to-morrow 1 J o'clock.

On motion of Mr. Cooke, Ordered^ That leave be given to bring in a bill incorporating the Portsmouth pro- 
vident society, and that Messrs. Cooke, Murdaugh, Cunningham, Benton, Morris, Butts, Servant and Hai^ave, pre- 
pare and bring in the same. 

On motion of Mr. Daniel, Resolved^ That the committee on the militia laws be instructed to enquire into the 
expediency of providing by law for Uie payment to WiUiam Owens, of the price of two standards of colours, fiir- 
nished the 18th regiment of Virginia militia in the year 1826, and that siid committee have leave to report by bill or 
otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, Ordered^ That leave be given to bring in a bill vesting in the board of pubUc works 
the stock held by the state in the James river and Kanawna company, and for other purposes, and that Messrs. Wat- 
kins, Daniel, Booker, Wethered, Summers, Brown of Nelson, Stanard, Garland of Anoherst, and Dorman, prq>are and 
bring in the same. 

Mr. Southall presented a petition of citizens of the county of Albemarle for the establishment of a bank at the 
town of Charlottesville. 

Mr. Booker, a petition of citizens of the county of Buckingham for the estaUishment of a bank at the town of 
Scottsville in said county. 
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Orderedy That the said petitions be referred to the oommittee of the whole house on the state of the common, 
wealth. 

Mr. Beard presented a petition of citizens of the town of Leesburg for an amendment of the acts incorporating 
that town, which was ordered to be referred to the committee of propositions and grievances, that they do examine 
the matter thereof, and report their opinion thereupon to the house. 

Mr. Crutchfield, according to order, presented a bill incorporating the Deane iron and steel manufacturing com- 
pany. 

Mr. Watkins, from the conunittee of roads and internal navigation, presented a bill incorporating sundry com- 
panies to construct turnpike roads from Richmond to Big Bird hiiSge in the county of Goochland. 

Mr. Hill, from the committee of propositions and grievances, presented a report upon the resolution for changing 
the time of meeting of the general assembly. . 

Mr. Moffett, according to order, presented a bill changing the times of holding the circuit superior courts of law 
and chancery in the counties of Rockingham and Pendleton. 

Which bills and report were received and laid upon the table. 

A bill to suppress the circulation of incendiary puhUcations, and for other purposes, was taken up on motion of 
Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg, read the first time and ordered to be read a second time, and 185 copies thereof were 
ordered to be printed for the use of the general assembly. 

A bill forming a new county out of parts of the counties of Shenandoah and Frederick, was taken up on mo- 
tion of Mr. Almond, and, as heretofore amended, was ordered to be engrossed and read a third time. 

The speaker laid before the house the following letter : 

WASHINGTON, February 29, 1836. 
To the /Speaker and Members of the General Assembly of Virginia* 

GbNTLEMEK) 

Certain resolutions of the^neral assembly, instructing their senators in the congress of the United 
States to introduce and to vote for a resolution to expunge the journal of a previous senate in the particular therein 
mentioned, and pointing out the precise manner in which the act shall be performed, has been made known io me. 
After the most deUberate examination which I am capable of bestowing upon them, and with a sincere desire to con- 
form my conduct to the wishes of the general assembly, I find it impossiUe to reconcile the performance of the pre- 
scribed task with the obligations of the solemn oath which I have taken to support the constitution of the United 
States. With what promptitude I should comply with the instructions of the legislature, if compliance was permit- 
ted me, may readily be inferred from my past course of conduct And 1 beg your indulgence, gentlemen, whilst I 
advert to the most prominent incidents of my life in connection with the great question of instructions. I was very 
young when I first took my seat in the house of delegates, to which I had been elected within a few days after I had 
attained the a^e of twenty-one. The then senators from Virginia ([Messrs. Giles and Brent) stood obnoxious to the 
charge of having disregarded the instructions of the legislature, which had been adopted cm the motion of a gentle- 
man, then a distinguished member (governor Barbour), to vote against rechartering the bank of the United States. 
The fijrst, while he voted against the bank, denied the right of the l^islature to instruct him ; the last disregarded 
the instructions altoe^ether, and voted for the bank. Impelled by no other motive than to uphold the legislature in its 
right to instruct its deputed organs, I introduced a resolution disapproving the course which had been pursued by the 
senators. My motive in doing so was single and unmixed. I was too young to seek profit by their overthrow. The 
resolution thus introduced by me passed into other hands, and was substituted by other resolves, which were finally 
adopted by the two houfifes of assembly by lar^ and overwhelming majorities. At the age of twenty-five, I took my 
seat in the house of representatives of the United States, The rej^al of the compensation law soon came under dis- 
cussion. I came in to supply a vacancy, and brought with me the wishes of my constituents in regard to that mea- 
sure. I made them known, and claimed the rep^ of the law as due to the well ascertained wishes of the people. 
This brought into discussion the obligation of instructions, and I contended for the right under the same restrictions 
and limitations as had been laid down in the resolutions before alluded to. I now reafiirm the opinion, at all times 
heretofore expressed by me, that instructions are mandatory, provided they do not require a violation of the constitu- 
tion, or the commission of an act of moral turpitude. When acting under an oath, the public agent, whether a sena- 
tor or a juror, is bound by obligations of a higher- and more controlling character than can proceed from any 
earthly source. The constitution of the United States is the original and primary letter of instructions ; supreme 
over all, and bindinsf upon all. For the agent who is sworn to support it, to violate it knowingly and intentionally, 
would l^ an act of the grossest immoraUty and most unmitigated debasement. Such is the condition in which, in 
my view of the subject, obedience to your instructions would place me. It is known to vou, gentlemen, that on my 
entering the senate, the only oath which I took was an oath to support the constitution of the United States ; to sup- 
port it in all and each of its provisions ; to yield it neither to force, persuasion or expediency. No matter what the 
object, should its attainment confer upon me the greatest personal advantage, still to remain unseduced ; not to touch 
that forbidden fruit. I entered into a covenant with my Creator, to break which would not fail to place in my bosom 
a Promethean vulture to tear and devour me. The obligation then to obey an instruction which calls upon me to 
break that covenant, cannot possibly exist. I should be unworthy the confidence of all honourable men, if I could 
be induced, under any circumstances, to commit an act of deliberate perjury. Instead of a seat in the senate, I should 
most richly deserve to be put in the pillory and to lose both my ears as an mdelible mark of my baseness ; and such 
would be the sentence which the laws of Virginia would pronounce against me. You have admitted the truth of 
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this position in the alternatives presented in your second resolution. Between those alternatives I cannot hesitate to 
choose. It is not for every difference of opinion between the representative and constituent, that the constituent 
would necessarily require the resignation of the representative. In the course of a somewhat long political life, it 
must have occurred that my opinions have been variant from the opinions of those I represented ; but in presenting 
to me the alternative of resignation in this instance, you give me to be distinctly informed, that the accomplishment 
of your object is regarded as of such primary importance, that my resignation is desired if compliance cannot be 
yielded I am bound to consider you, as in this, fairly representing the sentiments of our conmion constituents, the 
people of Virginia, to whom alone you are amenable if you have mistaken their wishes. My position in regard to 
this whole subject is of a character to preclude me from going into abstractions. I do not hesitate on the contrary 
to declare, that if you had, as the accredited organs of the people, addressed me a request to vacate my seat in the 
senate, your request would have had with me the force of law. Not a day or an hour could I desire to remain in 
the senate, beyond that day and that hour wherein I came to be informed that it was the settled wish of the people of 
Virginia that I should retire from their service. That people have honoured me with the highest offices within their 
gift. If the talents which I have brought into their service be bumble, I have at least brought fidelity to their inte- 
rests. No where else have I looked for reward but to their approbation. I have served under four administrations, 
and might doubtlessly, by a course of subserviency and sycophancy, have obtained, what is called by some, prefer- 
ment. But what could have compensate for the baseness of my prostitution, and the betrayal of the confidence re- 
posed in me by a generous people ? The executive files furnish no record of my name as an applicant for any of 
the crumbs which have fallen from the executive table. I repeat, that I have looked exclusively to the people of Vir- 
ginia ; and when they have extended to me their confidence for twenty odd years ; when I am indebted to them for 
whatsoever of credit and standing I possess in the world, I cannot and will not permit m3rself to remain in the senate 
for a moment beyond the time that their accredited oi^ans shall instruct me that my services are no longer accepta- 
ble. If gratitude for the past did not, my own conscious weakness would control my course. What would it profit 
the country or myself for me to remain in the senate against their wishes ? By retaining my place in opposition to 
their fixed, declared and settled will, I should aid no cause — advance no great purpose — be powerless for good, and 
provoke only to harm. Reposing on my own feeble strength, I should vainly flatter m3rself thai I could with my 
single arm sustain the constitution, and keep back, what I might consider, the tide of error, when in very truth I 
should but excite the popular prejudices more strongly, and inaminently endanger the constitution by my very efiforts 
to sustain it. 

In resigning then, gentlemen, into your hands my place in the senate of the United States, to which I was called 
by your pr^ecessors, I trust I shall be indulged in a bnef exposition of the reasons which have led me to the con- 
clusion, that to obey your instructions would be to violate the constitutiim of the United States. I shall do so boldly 
and fearlessly, but with all becoming respect, and with dll the brevity in my power. The senate is ordered by the 
constitution to keep a journal of its proceedings, and to publish it from time to time. This injunction is thus so- 
lenmly imposed upon the aggrwate body, and on each inaividual senator — whatever shall be done shall be faithfully 
recorded by the secretary, and sliall be faithfully kept — not for an hour and then to be defaced — ^not for a day and 
then to be erased — nor for a year and then to be expunged — but forever, as a perpetual witness, a faithful history, by 
which the conduct, the motives, the actions of men shcdl be judged, not by those of the present day only, but through 
all time. It was a wise custom among the Chinese which required the bioffraphy of each emperor to be written be- 
fore the close of his life and placed before him, so as to give him foreknowledge of what the world would think of 
him after his death. It was designed to restrain his evil passions — to curb the exercise of despotic dway. It ad- 
dressed itself to his ambition, and excited within him a longing for an immortality in the gratitude and admiration 
of succeeding ages. But this provision in our constitution is stm wiser. Each senator writes daily his own biogra- 
phy. He is required to record his own acts, and takes an oath to keep that record, and to publish it from time to 
time. The applause or censure of his fellow men is not postponed until he has descended to the tomb, it is daily 
uttered by the living generation. How powerful are the inducements thus addressed to each member to be laithfiil 
to the trust confided to hina. How much to be admired the wisdom of our ancestors in framing the constitution. If 
this was its only feature their title to immortality would be established. 

This simple provision is one of the great securities of American liberty. It takes nothing upon trust. If the 
senate kept no journal, it would be a secret conclave, where deeds the most revolting might be performed in secrecy 
and darkness. The train might there be laid, the mine prepared, and the fij^t knowledge of the treason mi^ht be 
the explosion, and consequent overthrow of free government; liberty could not coexist with such a state of things. 
There is no liberty wherd there is no responsibility, and there can be no responsibility where nothing is known. To 
have a secretary seated at the table of the senate to write down its proceedings, and to claim for itself the right to 
cancel, obliterate or expunge what he had written, is equivalent to having no journal at all — a mockery and a fraud. 
The journal of the morning may be cancelled in the evening, that of to^y may be expunged on to-morrow. Can- 
cel it in any way, whether by black or red marks, whether with circles or by straight lines, it ceases to be a journal, 
and that which was, is not. The journal is to be published, but there is no journal : there was on yesterday, but ere 
it can reach the press it is cancelled, marked out or expunged. These are the necessary results of obedience' to your 
instructions. If that journal contain a transaction discreditable to tfie senate, I would preserve it as a perpetual mo- 
nument of its disgrace. If of a party leader, I will give him and his friends who may temporarily have the ascen- 
dancy, no warrant to erase or blurr the page on which such act of misconduct is recorded. I should be afraid after 
perfortaing such a deed, if Virginia is what she once was, and I do not doubt it, to return within her limits. ' The 
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execrations of her people would be* thundered in my ears. The soil which had been trod by her heroes and states- 
men, would furnish me no resting place. I should feel myself guilty, most guilty, and however I might succeed in 
coftcealing myself from the sight ol men, I could not, in my view of the subject, save myself from the upbraidings 
pf my own perjured conscience. How could I return to mix among her people, to share their hospitality and kind- 
ness, with the declaration on my lips, " 1 have violated my oath for office, ana sooner than surrender my place in the 
senate, have struck down the constitution." 

If the senate has a right to touch the journal under instructions, it has a right to do so without — if to cancel a 
part, a right to expunge the whole — if to use ink from a pen, a right to pour it from a bottle — to destroy the journal 
m any other w^y — to burn it — to make a bonfire of all that is bright and glorious in our history. I know it has 
been said that the^ process directed to be adopted by your resolution is not designed to expunge. I cannot believe 
this, and reject it as equally injurious to yourselves and unjust to those you represent You direct the words " Ex- 
punged by order of the senate," to be written across the resolution on which you propose to make war. 1 will not 
believe that you merely design to ensnare my conscience — much less will I indulge for a moment the idea that you 
direct a falsehood to be recorded by me. Tnose do not understand you who make such ascriptions, and I am not 
misled by them. The general assembly of a proud and lofty state is incapable Of a mere quibble, and such an one 
as would disgrace a kir^s jester. No, gentlemen, the act which you direct to be performed is designed to be, and 
is equivalent to an actual obliteneition in all its practical results. The manner of accomplishing this act of cancella- 
tion is wholly immaterial. In publishing this journal from time to time hereafter, the resolution thus cancelled 
cannot be published as a part of it. It is declared to be expunged upon its face. But if in this I could possibly be 
mistaken — if after all it is merely child's play — ^the making a few flourishes, and putting the secretary of the aenat» 
to the trouble to write a few unmeaning words — the question would not be changed. Such as is the journal, so 
shall it be kept — unaltered in a letter, unchanged in a comma — the same as it now is, " to the last syllable of re- 
corded time." Such is the fiat of the constitution. There is not a clerk or deputy clerk in the commonwealth of 
Virginia, who would execute such an order in regard to his records. The people would be alive to the question, and 
in vindication of their rights, would expunge the court sooner than permit the record containing the titles to their 
estates to be cancelled in any manner whatever. They surely cannot take less interest iti the preservation of the 
constitution, the great charter of all their rights. 

The effort has been made to hunt up precedents to justify this act. The pages of English parliamentary his- 
tory have been ransacked, and an arrfiy has been made of examples drawn from the times of the Jameses and Georges 
of England. With equal force mi^ht examples be quoted to justify an American president in executing capitally a 
citizen of any one of the states wiuiout the form of a trial. He might equally be justified in the use of the bow- 
string, because such is the power of the gjrand seignor. The power of the English parUament is unUmited — so is 
that of many of the states of this Union in regard to this particular subject No precedent can have force to over- 
throw an express enactment of the constitution. Under its provision the senate is directed to keep a journal of its 
proceedinffs— to preserve it, and publish it from time to time. If I was perpaitted to look elsewhere than to that con- 
stitution, I would go to Virginia for bright and glorious examples to conduct me in safety. The first in point of 
prominence, although not in point of time, is the course attempted to be adopted by the icing's party in the house of 
burgesses in 1765, as to the celebrated resolutions of Patrick Henry of that period.. These resolutions were declara- 
tory of the rights of British America. After their adoption, many of those who voted for them left the city of Wil- 
liamsburg^ thereby giving to the opposite party the accidental ascendancy, and they immediately formed the resolution 
to expunge them from the journal ; but, by a stroke of policy as bold as it was successful, Mr. Henry saved those 
resolutions from being expunged, which form at this day one of the brightest pages of Virginia history, and, recorded 
on any man's tomb, would eternize his fame — and yet to expunge them from the journal was regarded as much an 
act of duty by those who proposed it, as you, gentlemen, can esteem it to be in the case under consideration. They 
failed — and my prayer as a citizen of a ttee country is, that you too may be unsuccessful. Your posterity may have 
good cause to rejoice in your failure. 

Another example almost as illustrious, is to be found in the conduct of Robert Beverly during the administration 
of lord Culpeper. The history of the incidents of that transaction are not only instructive, but highly interesting. 
Lord Culpeper, armed with all the authority of the king of England his master, ordered that a resolution adopts 
by the house of burgesses during the administration of Herbert Jeffries, should be expunged from their records, "as 
highly derogatory to his majesty's prerogative." Robert Beverly was clerk to the house of burgesses. Every effort 
was made to induce him to produce the journal, in order to have it expunged. He was subjected to all manner of 
persecutions, but he gloried in his sufferings, and his noble spirit rose in proportion to his persecutions. He peremp- 
torily refused to comply, alleging, " that his masters the house of burgesses had alone a right to make such a demand, 
and that their authority alpne he durst or would obey." And I too reply to these orders which are now given me, 
tliat I will not expunge the records of the senate, until the constitution, which, while it is permitted to remain, is 
master over all, shall be changed, altered or abolished. You will have full opportunity, gentlemen, to appoint another 
in my place. For my part, f will not consent to be made an instrument to accomplish such an object— nor shall I 
eavY any successor who you may send on such a mission. 

Had your resolutions directed me to repeal or rescind the resolution of the senate, I would have obeyed your 
orders. Although with great reluctance, I would, nevertheless, have felt ipyself constrained to do so, by my recog- 
nition of your right to instruct me. That proceeding would have reversed and annulled the act complained of. If 
your object was to vindicate the president in the authority which he assumed and still exercises over the public mo- 
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ney, and esteemed it necessary in order to do so, to have had your opinions expressed through ine in the senate cham- 
ber, they should have been faithfully represented. His vindication, after all, cannot consist in the form in which it 
may be urged. It is to be found alone in the legislative expression of opinion — and even if your declarations in his 
behalf, were conianed to your own journals, the historian would not fail to avail himself of them as eiBciently as if 
they stood emblazoned on the heavens. From my knowledge of you, I am sure that you would not be willing to 
pull down the constitution unnecessarily and without object. 

In your effort to vindicate the president, you have cast on me, in common with others, the very reproach which 
you are pleased to regard as so offensive in reference to him. You have publicly, and before the world, declared a 
resolution for which I voted, to be " subversive of the rights of the house of representatives and the fundamental 
principles of free government." If you designed to chaise me with impurity of motive in the vote thus given, 
your accusation would imply the highest censure. But this I do not ascribe to you. You intend to say no more 
than that your judgment and opinion differs Jfrom that expressed by me upon the subject out of whicli grew the re- 
solution of the senate, and that the senate committed an error, which, in its effects, is calculated, to subvert "the 
rights of the house of representatives and the fundamental principles of free government." The censure which 
your resolution conveys, implies a want of correct judgment on my part, in voting foi' that resolution, and nothing 
more. If this be your true meaning, and I will not permit myself to think otherwise, I am yet to learn how I incur 
the hazard of subverting " the rights of the house of representatives and the fimdamental principles of free govern- 
ment," by having declared in substance, what, as a member of the senate, I did by my vote declare, that the presi- 
dent had mistaken his course, and that his conduct was " in derogation of the constitution and laws." Have I done 
more in this than you have done in your declaration ? and if not, I submit it in all candour to your dispassionate 
judgment to say, whether, if I was liable to trial on impeachment before you, you would consider yourselves as hav- 
ing already pronounced upon my guilt in advance. I should certainly rK)t dream of excepting to you as my judges, 
because resting on my integrity of motive, I should feel confident of acquittal. There can be no ^It without* 
a criminal design — and I am sure you would be among the last to ascribe to the pi^esident any criminality of design. 
Am I to understand you as declaring that, because the house of represehtatives may originate an impeachment against 
the president or other officer of the government, that the senate has no right to express an opinion as to any act of 
the president or such other oflicer^ No matter what may be the act, even if it annihilates the powers of- the senate. 
Has it no power inherent in all other bodies, of self protection and defence ? A Brennus may invade the body and 
pluck it by the beard, and yet, according to this, it has no authority to strike. Go to that venerable patriarch of 
Montpelier, fMr. Madison,) and aslc him whether in framing the constitution, he designed that the senate should be & 
mere motionless stock or a vigilant sentinel to give notice of the approach of danger, to that very constitution which 
it is sworn to support ? Whether the representatives of the sovereign states, are such mere automata as to move only 
when they are bidden, and to sit in their places like statues, to record such edicts as may come to them? If the pre- 
sident recommends a measure, which the senate believes impolitic, shall it not say so ? So, if he adopt a course 
which he may believe to be correct, but which the senate thiuKS unconstitutional, may it not say so ? And does its 
so declaring, tend to subvert or to support "the fundamental principles of free ffovernment." You surely can be 
at no loss to decide. The senate in the instance of the late post master general, (Mr. Barry,) who had contracted 
loans in his official character, for the use of his department, without authority, declared by an unanimous vote, that 
his proceedings in this respect were in violation of the constitution. And yet no complaint has ever been littered 
against that resolution of the senate. How comes it about that anathemas have not been thundered in the cars pf 
the senate, because of that vote ? Why is not that ordered to be expunged ? Why is not that also declared to be 
" subversive of the rights of the house of representatives, and of the fundamental principles of free government." Is 
not the error as vital when it affects William T. Barry as when it affects Andrew Jackson 7 If so, every motive of 
generosity, prompted an interference in behalf of the first. He was powerless and is now in his grave. I had a per- 
sonal regard for Mr. Barry. He was talented, and his fault lay in being too confiding. Honest himself, he did not 
suspect others, and they deceived him. This was the rock on which he split. In voting for that resolution, I did not 
design to impute to him moral guilt. I did not believe it. I designed nothing more than to vindicate the constitu- 
tion. I thought that in doing so, I gave support to " the fundamental principles of free governitient,?' and never 
once dreamed that I had done an act in the remotest degree " subversive of the rights of the house of representa- 
tives." 

But say that in all this I Was wrong. In voting for the resolution of the senate against which you are now so in- 
dignant, I did no more than carry but the expressly declared views of the legislature, as expressed in their resolu- 
tions of that day, and which were passed by overwhelming majorities of more than two to one in both houses. The 
terms employed by the legislature were strong and decidwi. The conduct of the president was represented as dan- 
gerous and alarming. I was told that it could not be too strongly condemned ; that he had manifested a disposition 
greatly to extend his official influence — and because with these declarations before me I voted for a resolution which 
declares, "that the president, in the late executive, proceedings, has assumed upon himself authority and power not 
conferred by the constitution and laws, but in derogation of both'," I am now ostracized by your fiat, which requires 
obedience or resignation. Compare the resolutions of the general assembly of that day with the above resolution, 
and its mildness will be entirely obvious. I submit with all due deference to yourselves what is to be the condition of 
a senator in future, if for yielding obedience to the wishes of one legislature, he is to be called upon to resign by another. 
If he disobeys the first he is condemned — if he obeys the last he violates his oath and becomes an object of scorn 
and contempt. I respectfully ask if this be the mode by which the great right of instructions is to be sustained? 
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May it tH>t degenerate into an engine of faction — an instrument to be employed by the mUs to ff^ in ? Instead oi 
being directed to noble purposes — to the advancement of the cause of civil liberty, may it not be converted into a 
political guillotine devoted to the worst of purposes? Nor are these anticipations at all weakened by the fact, as it 
exists in the case now under consideration, that several of those who constitute the present majority in the general 
assembly, And who now call upon me to expunge the journal or to resign my seat, actually voted for the very reso- 
lutions of a previous session to which I have referred'/ 

I have thus, gentlemen, with frankness, but without designing offence, expressed to you my opinions. With the 
question whether the resolution of the senate which you direct to be expunged be true or false, I have nothing in this 
place to do. If false, to rescind or repeal it was to annilulate its force as effectually as to cancel it. You have J)fe- 
ferred to adopt a different course. I dare not touch the journal of the senate— the constitution forbids it. In the 
midst of all the agitations of party, I have heretofore stood by that sacred instrument It is the only post of honour 
and of safety. Parties are continually changing. The men of to-day give place to the men of to-morrow, and the 
idols which one set worship, the next destroy. The only object of my political worship shall be the constitution of 
my country. I will not be the instrument to overthrow it. A seat in the senate is sufficiently elevated to fill the 
measure of any man's ambition j and as tgi evidence of the sincerity of my convictions, that your resolutions cannot 
be executed without violating my oath, I surrender into your hands three unexpired yecurs of my term. I shall carry 
with me into retirement the principles which I brought with me into public life — and by the surrender of the high 
station to which I was called by the voice of the peojSe of Virginia, I shall set an example to my children whiph shall 
teach them to regard as nothing place and office, when either is to be attained or held at the sacrifice of honour.

Mr. Miller reported that the said eommittee had taken into consideration a bill incKMns^ the, banking capital of this 

commonwealth, and made sundry amendments thereto, which, together \irith the said biU^ wece laid upon the table. 

The remaining orders of the day were ordered to be positpooed nntflfo-morrow; 

On motion of Mr. Miller^ the house adjourned until to-morrow 10 o'clock.

On motions severally made, the said bills and amendments .were ordered to be laid upon the table. 

On motion of Mr. Dorman, Resolved^ That the committee for courts of justice be oischarged from the further 
consideration of the claim of Laurent Buzadone's heics, without prejudice to said claim either here or elsewhere, said 
committee not having time during the present sesskxi to investigate the same, and that leave be given to withdraw 
the memorial and accompanying documents. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, the committee of roads and internal navigation were ordered to be dischai^d from 
the duty of bringiug in bills incorporating a company to improve the navigation of the Pamunkey river ^ and amend- 
ing the act inccnrporating the Cariersville bridge company^, so as to enable them to hold real estate not exceeding five 
acres of land. 

On motion of Mr. Madison, Ordered^ That the committee of a^cuiture and manufactures be discharged from 
the consideration of proceedings of ^ agrietitairal convention of ^bemarle and Frederidcsburg, and that die same 
be laid upon the table.

Mr. Mullen, according to order, presented a bill to amend the act, entitled, " an act concerning the town of Moor- 
field in the county of Hardy." 

Mr. Cooke in like manner, presented a bill to alter and increase the terms of the circuit superior court of law and 
chancery for the county of Nonolk ; and 

A bill incorporating the Portsmouth providefit society. 

Mr. Madison, from the committee on agriculture and manufactures, presented a report upon petitions of citizens 
of vFarmville. 

Which bills and reports were received and laid upon the table. 

Mr. Dorman, presented a memorial of Geor^ Hay Lee, in behalf of Judge Edwin S. Duncan, asking the le- 
gislature to investigate the charges against said Duncan during the present session, which was ordered to be laid 
upon the table. 

A bill to regulate the conduct of boatmen on the Appomattox river, and its branches, was taken up on motion 
of Mr. Wiley, read the first and second times, and ordered to be conmiitted to the committee which brought it in.

SIR, — In obedience to rvjitint resolution adopted by the general assembly on this day, we herewith transmit 
to you a preamble and resolutions ^^upoa the subject of expunging from the journals of the s^ate of the United 
States a resolution of that body, and relafl^ to the ri^t of instruction," with a request that you will lay the same 
before the senate of the United States.

SENATE CHAMBER, Washington, March 2d, 1836. 
To the honourable Stafford H. Parker, Speaker of the Senate^ 

and the honourable Linn Banks, Speaker of the House of Delegates of Virginia. 

Gentlemen, — I am honoured with your letter of the 24th ultimo, enclosing me a copy of the preamble 
and resolutions of the general assembly, upon the subject of expunging from the joumdi of the senate of the United 
States, a resolution of that body, and requesting me to lay the same before the senate. 

I adhere to the doctrine of the right of instruction, as laid down in the resolutions of the general assembly of 
February, 1812, taken in the plain and obrious sense, and in the full extent, in which it is there expressed ; and I 
shall continue, pot only to respect, but also to maintain it, to the utmost of my ability. I deem it, indeed, an impor* 
tant part of the great right of state interposition, as explained and enforced in the memoraWe resolutions which have 
illustrated the session of the general assembly of 1799-1800 ; and, in luy opinion, this r^t of instruction will be 
found of inestimable value on all occasions that may arise, presenting questions concerning the just boundtuies of 
power between the federal and state governments. If, then, the general assembly had instructed me to give a vote, 
according to its sense of propriety, on any constitutional question which I could consider as at all doubtful, especially, 
on a question on which the public mind had been bug and dehberately exercised, on which men's judgments had 
been formed under the influence of no party or temporary excitement, but of dispassionctte reason, and yet remained 
. divided and balanced ; I should, in such a case, have followed the judgment of the general assembly, though it had 
been contrary to my own. For this would not be to violate my oath of office, but only to renounce all vainglorious 
pretensions to infallibility, and to pay a proper and conscientious deference to the wisdom of the general assembly. 
If the general assembly had instructed me not to vote ^r a particular measure, on the ground that it held the mea- 
sure unconstitutional, then, as it could hardly be unconstitutional to comply with such negative instruction, I should 
have had no hesitation in yielding obedience to it, however clearly the measure so dUsapproved, mij^t appear to my 
mind constitutional and wise. J^d as to questions of mere poUcy, involving no point of constitutional right, I can 
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hardly conceive a ca3d in which I should find difficulty in conforming my vote with instroctions given hie by the 
general assembly. But I do not hold myself bound to obey, and I cannot obey, any instruction that commandt me 
to do an act, which, in my conjscientious opinion, would be, in itself, a plain violation of the constitution, and, in H9 
consequences, dangerous and tnischievons in the extrenoe. 

While I thus declare my adherence to the doctrine of the right of instruction asserted by the general assembly 
in 1812, which, sincerely believing it to be just and true, I then lent my humble aid to maintain, I teg it may be dis* 
tinclly understood, that if upon more mature reflection I thought the principle wrong, neither the pride of opinion, 
nor a sense of the advantages which public men usually derive from maintaining their consistency, nor a fear of the 
reproaches which inconsistency always incurs (unless, indeed, it be backed with power), would withhold me from 
renouncinff it. 

The first of the resolutions you have transmitted to me, instructs die senators from Virginia in the congress of 
the United States " to introduce and vote for a resolution, directing the resolution of the senate of the 28th March, 
1834, declaring Hhat the president^ in the li^ executive proceedings in relation to the public revenue, has assumed 
upon himself authority and power not conferred by the constitution and laws, hut in derogation of both,' — to be ex- 
punged from the journal of the senate of the United States, by causing black lines to be drawn around the said 
resolution, as it stands on the original manuscript journal, and these woids plainly written across the face of the said 
resolution and entry, — Expunged by order of the senate of the United States." 

I have reconsidered the resolution of the senate disapproved of by the general assembly, in reference as well to 
its intrinsic propriety, as to the constitutional competency of the senate to adopt it; I have reflected on tho question, 
whether the resolution of the senate, isupposing it wrong, can constitutionally be expunged from the journal ; I have, 
in doing so, earnestly endeavoured to discard from my memory, the circumstances bdonging to the history both of 
the reswution condemned, and of the resolution condenuiatory ; indeed, I was called upon to consider the proposition 
to expunge the resolution of the senate, before I thought it possible I could ever be personally concerned in the re* 
suit : and in every view I have been able to take of the subject, I find it absolutely impossible to obey the instruction 
now given to me* I cannot obey it, without committing an act, which, to my judgment and conscience, would be a 
plain violation of the constitution oi the United States. I cannot obey it, without descending to a degree of slavish 
baseness that would render me justly despicable, and expose me. to the scorn even of those who have commanded the 
deed. I cannot obey it, without forfeiting ray own self-i*espect forever. 

The constitution of the United States contains a provision (such as is to be found in few if any of the state con* 
stitutions) that "each house" [of congress] "shall keep a journal of its proceedings, and from time to time publish the 
same, excepting such parts as may in their judgment require secrecy; and the yeas aiid nays of the members of 
either house on any question, shall- at the desire of one fifth of those present, be entered on the journal." The pur- 
pose of the provision is most obvious. It requires each house to record "its" transactions;,— to record them all, truly, 
exactly and fully — to record them for the information of present and fixture generations; to furnish evidence, to 
which the constituent may refer in the examination of the conduct of the representative, or the representative resort 
for his justification; and to hand down to our posterity, a certain knowledge of all the acts of their ancestors, which 
may often serve as a guide to direct them, and sometimes a beacon to warn. And unless tlie provision can be com- 
plied with by keeping a partial, false, and garbled record of the proceedings of the two houses — unless this duty to 
record the truth, can oe fulfilled without recording the whole truth, — or uriless the injunction to Ae^ the journal, can 
be understood as not commanding us to preserve it ; it is impossible, I should think, to maintain, that the record of 
any resolution or proceeding of the senate can be espimged from its joilmal, in the literal sense and true acceptation 
of that word; that is, wholly blotted out or erased. Indeed, it would be difiicult so to expunge any part of the jour- 
nal, without impairing the record of something else, which all would wish to preserve tndy and fairly recorded. 

The general assembly itself, sensible (as I humbly venture to suppose) that the resolution of the senate in ques* 
tiqn, cannot be actually expunged from the journal without a violation of |he constitution, proposes, that it shall be 
expunged "by causing black lines to be drawn around the said resolution, as it stands on the oi:iginal manuscript 
journal, and these words plainly written across the face of the said resolution and entry- — 'Expunged by order of the 
senate.'" In other words, if I mistake not the meaning and principle of the iQstructions, the general assembly, ad- 
mitting that the rei^olution of the senate cannot, consistently with the constitution, be expunged from the jourpal /i/e- 
rally J y6t thinks, that it may be expunged figuratively. I pray the general assembly to consider the danger and the 
mischief that milst flow from a precedent of this kmd — which would, in efliect, elude a positive injunction of the 
constitution by a metaphorical use of words, and what i^ more, a t3rpical doing of deeds. I doubt whether there is a 
single provision of the constitution, which may not be eluded, and set at nought, by a similar process; and I must 
add, that this typical method of expunction is more abhorrent from my feelings of constitutional duty and propriety, 
than the literal. Undoubtedly, the precedent admits of a broader and easier, and therefore more mischievous, appli- 
cation. I pray the general assembly to consider, too, the hardship of imposing upon the consciences of men acting 
under the sanction of an official oath, the duty of conforming thenr official conduct with the rhetoric of their consti- 
tuents. In the framing of laws, and in legislative proceedings of all kinds, it has always been found wise and neces- 
sary to discard all figures of speech, and to adopt the plainest language in its plainest literal acceptation^ If I rightly 
understand the meaning and purpose of the instruction given me, the general Assembly would have me propose and 
vote for an expunction of the obnoxious resolution of the senate from its journal, in such a manner, that it shall not 
be expunged after all, in whole or in part. Now, in the first place, 1 doubt very much, whether this could be done, 
Bven m tlie method prescribed ; and, m the next place, if, entertaining the opinions I do on the subject, I should vote 
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for any such process of expunging, I shcMild be guiltf of mental equivocation in the discharge of my official duty< 
I humbly hope for the pardon of the general assembly, and of all good vfien, if I cannot, at its command, extinguish 
the knowledge I have acquired of my tnother tongue; much more^ if I cannot disregard the dictates of reason and 
conscience, which God has planted in my breast, to be the ruler and monitor of all my actions.. 

I find myself constrained to say, that I cannot obey the instruction fox expunging the resolution of the senate, 
in any manner, literally or figuratively. 

This brings me to the consideration of the second resolution of the general assembly, which declares, that << the 
assemUv regaMs the right of instruction < as resting on the broad basis of the nature of representation,' and one of 
the vital principles of our free institutions ; and that it is the duty of the representative to obey the instructions of 
his constituents, or resign the trust with which they have clothed him, in order that it may be transferred to the hands 
of those who Mrill carry into effect the wishes and instructions of the constituent body." 

And here, in considering the alternative proposed to me, I cannot but advert to the very pecuUar nature of the 
act which the instruction requires of me, and to some cemarkable circumstances in the history of the subject. 

The resolution which the general assembly proposes to expunge, is only the expression of an opinion held by 
the majority of the senate for the time being, and the entry of it on the journal, only the record of the bet that such 
was the opmion of the body.. It must be obvious to the minds of all men, that the expunction of the resolution from 
the journal of the senate, can no wise affect the main questions, — ^whether the opinion therein declared was just or 
erroneous, — and whether or no it was within the competency of the senate to determine on the subject of the resolu- 
tion I nor can the defacement of the record of i^ historical fact, in whatever manner it may be effected^ annul or al« 
ter the fact itself, or, in the present case, impair m the slightest degree, the memory of the transaction. Some hun- 
dreds of copies of the journal containing this resolution, nave been printed ; some deposited in the public archives, 
and some delivered to members of congress for the time being, which have thus become private pr(q)erty^ and been 
dispersed throughout the Union : the resolution was published, too, in all the public journals of the day : it stands 
recorded on the journals of all the state legislatures that have thought proper to take the subject into their conside- 
ration : the general assembly of Virginia has itself recopded it, in the very resolutions in which it directs the sena- 
tors of the state in congress, to vote for expunging it from the manuscript journal of the senate. For any direct 
purpose, therefore, which the expunction of it can serve, viewing the act apart from the intention^ nothing can be 
more absolutely nugatory. The resolution itself, the evidence of it, and the opinion it declares, will all be handed 
down to posterity by faithfol history ; nay, even by the very record of the proceeding to expunge it. II is vain to 
say, as the general assembly has savd in the preamble to its resolutions, that ihe resolution of the senate is << an 
assumption of power vuot warranted by the constitution, and cakulated to subvert the rights of the house of re- 
presen lives and the fundamental principles of our free institutions ;" for, if this were really the case, the general as- 
sembly should have levelled so<niftf its censures against the house of representatives, for neglecting its high trust — 
for neglecting to vindicate " the fundamei^d principles of our free institutions," and, especially, its own rights and 
privileges, against the encroachment of the senate. I am not aware, that that house has made any complamt : per- 
haps, it understood the subject too well, to do so. It is the executive only that has protested agsunst this proceeding 
of the senate', and the only conceivable purpose which the proposed expunction of it can answer, will be to signa- 
lize the triumph of executive power over a department of the legislative that htm had the firmness to oppose its 
measures — to set a mark of di^ace and humiliation upon the senate, and to bind a wreath of inglorious victory 
' around the brow of the president And even for this purpose, no stroke of the pen was ever mone vain, than that 
which shall mark those black lines around the resolution of the senate, and write that sentence of expunction on its 
face — if, indeed, it be not calculated to work the direct contrary eSbct to that intended. The victory of the presi- 
dent over the senate may be as complete without it And it, unhaj^ly, th^ fruits of that victory shall ripen into 
their fall maturity of bitterness — in times to come, when the constitution of the senate shall be subverted — when the 
check it was ordained to hold upon the power of the exeeutive, and of the pc^ular national branch of the legisla- 
ture, shall be removed — ^when the substance of the constitution shall be destroyed, and nothing but its empty forms 
remain ; history will paint those black lines drawn around this resolution, and those fatal words of conoemnation 
written across its facie, and hold them up as a mournful memento to ourselves of departed liberty, and a warning to 
some happier race of maukind. If^ on the other ^hand, the senate shall, by the blessing of Providence, continue to 
maintain its place in the system, — still exercising the functions for which it was designed,-^en joying freedom of de- 
liberation and independence of action ; then will the manuscript volume of the journal, and indeed the single page, 
containing those memorable circular black lines, be the only volume, and the only page, that will ever be sought af- 
ter, or rem. The process of expunging the resolution, is the surest way to render the memory of it immortal. 

It cannot be forgotten, that very shortly before I was first elected to the senate, the general assembly of Virginia, 
upon long and solemn deliberation, resolved, " 1. That the recent act of the president of the United States, exerting 
a control over the public deposites, by causing them to be withheld and witlwlrawn on his own responsibility, i):om 
the United States bank, in which they had been ordered to be placed by the act of congress chartering the said bank, 
is, in the judgment of the general assembly, a dangerous and alarmiiifir assumption of power by that officer, which 
cannot be too strongly eon&mned. 2. That, while the general assembly will ever be r^y to sustain the president 
in the exercise of all such powers as the eonstitution has confided to him, they^ nevertheless, cannot but regard with 
apprehension and distrust, the disposition to extend his official authority beyond its just and proper limits, which he 
has so clearly manifested in his recent interference with the treasury departmeot of the £^eirai government, in the 
exercise of a sound discretion which congress had confided to the h^ of that departSMOt akme« 3. That our se- 
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nators in con^jpress be instracted, and our representatives requested, to use their best endeavours to procure the adoption, 
by congress, of proper measures, for restoring the public moneys to the bank of the United States, or at least causing 
them to be deposited therein for the future, according to the direction and stipulation of the ^ct of congress charter^ 
ing the said bank, if at the time of their action on the subject, the said hank be, in their opinion, a safe depository of 
the public treasure." Thus, the general assembly, at that session, expressly aflBjined the very proposition, (and in far 
stronger terms,) contained in the resolution of the senate, which the present general assembly condemns ; and the 
resolutions of the former session manifestly pre-suppose, that it was within the competency of the senate, as well as 
the house of representatives, to act upon that proposition, then in &ct pending in the senate. In consequence of those 
resolutions, one of the senators from Virginia resigned his seat ; a resignation certainly most unexpected to me : 
equally unexpected, I believe, to the general assembly. Neither have I ever beheved, that the resolutions it had 
adopted, were designed to produce any such result. I was, soon afler, elected to fH the vacancy. I shall not say, that 
the resolutions which had recently been adopted by the general assembly, constituted my motive for voting for the 
resolution passed by the senate some few weeks after I took my seat : for, in truth, this resolution expressed the sen- 
timent I m3rself had all abng entertained and expressed. But, surely, I have a right to refer to the instructions of 
the general assembly of 1833-4, requiring me to vote for the resolution which the present general assembly instructs 
me to expunge, and to vindicate and sustain myself by their authority : otherwise, no senator can ever safely obey 
any instructions: he must incur the danger of being driven to the alternative now presented to me, of dishonouring 
himself by voting against his conscience, or of resigning his place, whenever, in the vicissitudes of party warfare, a 
subsequent legislature shall think the instruction wrong. It is with the deepest conviction and heartfelt pain, that I 
say, as I must say, that the proceedings of the general assembly of Virginia on the present occasion, are calculated, 
above all things, to impair tb^ right of instruction itsel£ 

I should have a right, too, after having acted in conformity with instructions given by the general assembly at 
one session, and seeing the same opinions prevail at a succeeding session, to appeal from the mandate of the present 
assembly, to the people, at the next elections. And this would seem the more reasonable, if it should be considered, 
that some of the state legislatures have, at their sessions of 1834-5, instructed their senators to vote for expunging 
the resolution of the senate in question ; and, though their instructions have been disregarded, have, at their last ses- 
sions, declined to repeat and enforce them. But I choose to place myself, at once, upon different and higher ground, 
and to act up to the principles, reasons and motives, which, in reality, dictate the conduct I am going to pursue. 

It cannot escape observation, that, while the general assembly instructs me to expunge the resolution of the 
senate, which I voted for in conformity with the instructions of the assembly of 18334, the present assembly has 
not expunged the resolutions of the former assembly. And though (if I am rightly informed) a proposition has 
been made to rescind the former resolutions, even that proposition had not yet b^n acted on. So that I am to un- 
derstand, that the general assembly is instructing me to do, in respect to a former resolution of the senate, that which 
it will not do itseli^ in respect to resolutions passed at a former session of its own body. I must bespeak pardon for 
remarking, further, that, though proceedings have been had in congress, and some laws have been passed, violating, 
in the opinion of the general assembly, the dearest rights of the people — take, for example, the sedition law ; and 
though, too, many laws have been passed by the federal legislature, which, in the opinion of the general assembly, 
transcended its constitutional powers, and encroached on the rights of the states; yet it has never, heretofore, occur- 
red to the general assembly, in any case, or at any time, to assert and vindicate /Ac rights of the people, or the rights 
of the states^ against such assumptions of power by congress, by an expunction (literal or tjrpical) of the obnoxious 
proceedings from the journals of the two houses, ^d now, for tfie first time, whai a simple resolution of the senate 
IS supposed (by some unaccountable misconcepticm of its import and intention) to encroach upon the rights of the 
national branch of the federal legislature, which, probably, has not perceived, and certainly has not complained of 
the encroachment — or (to speak plainly) when the senate has presumed to question the rights and powers claimed 
for the executive department by the president, who alone has complained and protested against its proceedings — I 
see the general assembly of Virginia coming forward to vindicate the rights and powers claimed by the president, 
by this process of expunction, which it has never thought of resorting to, for the vindication either of the rights of 
the people, or the rights of the states. I mention these strange contrasts, because they have raised the gloomiest ap- 
prehensions, in my mind, of approaching danger to our republican institutions, and because those apprehensions have 
had an important mfluence in determining my judgment, and my conduct, under the extraordinary instructions which 
the general asseml^ly has thought proper to give me. 

The general assembly can have no reason to doubt, and I am quite sure, does not doubt, that I voted for the re- 
solution of the senate, which it condemns as unconstitutional and mischievous, under a sincere conviction, that it was 
constitutional, wise, and even necessary to assert and vindicate the authority of the laws ; neither can it doubt, that 
this is still my opinion. Yet, without deigning to suggest any reasons to enlighten and convince my understanding, 
the general assembly gives me a peremptory instruction to propose and vote for the expunction of this resolution from 
the journal of the senate : and it insists, that I must obey its will and command — or resign my office. It instructs 
me to vote to expunge from the journal, that which it knows, as well as I do, is there truly recorded: it instructs 
me to deface, and in a manner to falsify, a public record, which it knows the constitution explicitly requires the se- 
nate to keep ; and (to remove my scruples) it prescribes the expunction of the resolution from the journal, figuratively 
and typically, in such a manner as can only serve to elude the positive injunction of the constitution, and to signalize 
the humiliation and disgrace of the senate^ without at all affecting the historical evidence of the fact : it instructs me 
to do this — or resign. It instructs me so to expunge, as not to expunge, the resolution : it requires of me, in a word, 
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a Jesuitical equiyocodon with my oath and conscience; and (considering the knowledge it must have of the opinions 
I entertain) it commands me to incur dishonour, shame and guilt — or resign. It requires me, in effect, to give my 
recorded sanction to the prerogatives claimed by the president, in his memorable protest against the proceedings of the 
senate, and to the limitations he thinks proper to set upon the riffhts, powers and privil^es of this body: well knowing 
the opinions I have avowed on the questions of constitution«u right, and, I hope, not doubting their sincerity, the 
general assembly commands me to inflict this (in my sense of things) vital blow upon the constitution of my country — 
or resign. I cannot shut my eyes against the truth — ^plain and gletring upon the very face of the transaction — that such 
instructions were not given me, with any expectation, or view, or perhaps even wish, that I should yield obedience 
to them. There is, in truth, no choice between the alternatives proposed to me ; and I believe, most undoubtingly, 
that it was not designed to leave me any choice ; that the real arid the only purpose of the instruction, was to compel 
me to resign — " to instruct me out of my seat." Indeed, it seems to me, that this design is almost avowed in the pre- 
amble and resolutions you have transmitted to me. For the preamble recites, as a motive for the proceeding, that 
" the assembly deem it their solemn duty again to reassert the duty of the representative to obey or resign ;" and 
then after giving me an instruction which the assembly knew that /could not obey without crime and foul disgrace, 
it resolves, — " that it is the duty of the representative to obey the instructions of his constituents, or to resign the 
trust with which they have clothed him, in order that it may be transferred into the hands of those who will carry 
into execution the wishes and instructions of the constituent body." 

It was impossible that I should have remained ignorant, and it is equally impossible for me to forget, the political 
operations in V irginia during the past year. I know, that the design of " instructing me out of my seat" — or (in 
courtly phrase) " giving me a walking ticket" — was early and openly avowed and recommended; that it was an advan- 
tage not a Uttle vaunted, which the victors promised themselves from the success they achieved at the last annual elec^ 
tions ; that the scheme of the instruction was proposed and discussed, and the very method oi typical expunction 
which the general assembly has adopted, strenuously recommended, as the proper and sure means of driving me to 
a resignation, in the public prints, which are sometimes the organs, and sometimes the dictators, of party plans. I 
know, moreover, that the proceeding was aimed at me — particularly at me; and that, to insure its success, no effort 
has been spared, to exaggerate my faults, such as they are ; to fakify the history of my life, simple and obscure, as 
hitherto it had be^i, and barren of incident ; to misrepresent all my motives, sentiments and actions, and to raise 
such a storm of public indignation against me, as should make nie bend like the willow in the fable, and preserve u 
worthless existence by yielcung, rather than be torn up by the roots Uke the sturdy oak, and laid forever prostrate 
on 'the earth. I shall fulfil my destiny with firnmess and composure. Let nrie thank my miemies, for having given 
me a consequence which my own merits would never have achieved, that enables me to act a conspicuous and useful 
part in the defence of the « free institutions" of my country. I ought to be grateful to the general assembly, for placing 
me, as it were, at the head of a forlorn hope, in the contest now waging for the preservation of the constitution and 
the laws ; and though I am as sensible of the danger, as I am of the honour, of the post assigned me, I hope, with 
the blessing of God, to approve myself not altogether unworthy of it 

If the general assembly had any object at heart, pursued directly for its own value, and not as a means of ac- 
complishing, by indirection, other objects, plainly unjust and unconstitutional, — and should give me an instruction to 
use my endeavours, in my official station, to promote its views — an instruction, which it bilieved I could conscien- 
tiously obey — an instruction framed with no design to force me to a resignation ; and if, in such a case, I should 
think the end aimed at unconstitutional, and should be, therefore, unwilling to be an active a^nt in accomphshing it, 
the case would be a very strong one, indeed, and attended with very pecuhar circumstances, m which I would retain 
my seat, and stand as an obstruction to the acconmlishment of the measure desired. But r^rding the present in- 
struction, as mainly directed to the purpose of forcing me " to resign the trust with which" the general assembly 
« has clothed me, in order that it may be transferred into the hands of those who will carry into execution the wishes 
and instructions of the constituent body^'— which wishes and instructions I think plainly contrary to the letter and 
spirit of the constitution ; and deeply convinced, as I am, that my resignation would more vitally affect the int^rity 
of the constitution, than even an implicit obedience to the instructions, I have, therefore, come to a resolution, that I 
cannot, ought not, and will not resign. 

I pray the general assembly to accompany me for a brief space, and to accompany me with patience, in a consi- 
deration of the practical consequences of the precedent, and of the doctrine (for precedent will soon grow into doc- 
trine), which it proposes to establish — ^namely, that the state legislatures may give instructions to their senators in 
congress, which they believe they cannot obey without conscious dishonour and crime, and therefore will not obey, 
in order to force them to the alternative of resignation. 

The unavoidable effect will be, to change Sie tenure of the senatorial office, from a term of six years, which the 
constitution has ordained, to a tenure during die pleasure of the respective state legislatures that elect diem ; to make 
the senate, which was plainly designed, and that for the most obvious purposes, to be the most permanent body jn the 
government, in effect and in practice, the most fluctuating, transient, and unstable. 

The senate, constructed on the federative principle, to represent the sovereignties of the states, which, from the 
nature of sovereignty, are co-equal, is so essential to their existence and preservation, that if tfie senate were abo- 
lished from the system, — the other branches of the government, both of which are national in dieir character, re- 
maining in full force, — ^it is hard to imagine how the state governments, or any thing more than tfie fonns of them, 
could long endure. And whatever tends to diminish the weight of the senate in the system, must tend to impair, 
in exactly the same proportion, the state sovereignties themselves, and to a gmeral oonaoiidation ni ikem all into one 
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empire. The federative senate, representing the states, was designed as the balance of the system — as a check on 
the popular branch of the legislature, and on the executive, botli ot which are almost entirely national in their con* 
stitution — and, in matters of important and permanent interest, it is a check that can very rarely operate for a longer 
time than may suffice to mature the judgment of the people on sober dispassionate reflection. The senate cannot, if 
it would, counteract the permanent will, the deliberate settled judgment of the nation. The house of representatives, 
elected for two years, representing the people immediately, and therefore more exactly representing their opinions and 
wishes for the time being, and more apt also to represent their passions, is, in that way, endued with a power and in- 
fluence, which the shortness of its term of office hardly suffices to countervail. The president, elected for four years, 
clothed with all the powers necessary for the executive of a government charged with the foreign relaticms of the 
nation, with his veto on the acts of the legislature, and the whole patronage of government in his hands, is far more 
than the equal in power of either branch of the legislature, and, in the opinion of many, naore powerful than both 
combined. His very unity is a principle of strength. The only means of making the senate co-ordinate with the 
other departments, was that which has been resorted to ; namely, to make it more permanent : and hence it was, that 
the senatorial term of office was made three times as long as that of the representatives, and half as long again as 
that of the president. If the senatorial term of office be reduced, the power of its cheok on the national branches of 
the government, will be proportionally impaired ; if it be made to depend on the pleasure of the state legislatures, ibe 
check will be almost annihilated : and the state sovereignties must share its fate, and be impaired or annihilated with 
it. To me, therefore, it seems, that the state governments would conomit an imprudent act, if they should consent to 
shorten the term of the senatorial office, and a suicidal one, if they should establish the principle, in theory or in 
practice, ths^ their senators shall hold their offices only during pleasure. 

But whether these views are wise or not, all will agree, mat the tenure of the senatorial office, being for a term 
of six years fixed by the constitution, is not now, and was not designed to be, dependent on the pleasure of the state 
legislatures, and can be nowise authoritatively made so, but by an amendment of the constitution of the United 
States, perfected according the provisions of the 6th article ; and that such an amendment would work a vital change 
in the whole constitution of the federal government, and in the relations between that and the state governments. If 
the doctrine, which the general assembly now asserts, and which it calls upon me to give my aid to establish, by set- 
ting the example of conforming with it, shall become generally prevalent m the other states of the Union as well as 
in Virginia, then will that vital change be wrought in our institulions, as effectually as it could be by an amendment 
of the constitution, and this, by means the most irregular, and the most contrary that can well be conceived, to the 
cautious spirit of the provision for fiiture amendments. 

The doctrine is, that a senator in congress is bound to 3deld implicit obedience to any instruction, which the 
state legislatures that elected him may give him, or to resign— no matter how plainly unconstitutional, no matter how 
base and criminal, the act which he is enjoined to perfwm, may be, in his own judgment—that he has no right to 
exercise his own judgment at all, or consult his own conscience : he is not, in thk case, a moral agent : he has no 
alternative but to obey or resign. 

If this doctrine shall become generally adopted and established throughout the United States, by the assertion 
and exercise of it on the one part, and submission to it on the other, I pray tfie general assembly to consider, for a 
moment, the probable workings of the principle in practice. Whenever the presKlent shall feel the check of senato* 
rial opposition — ^if the senators in opposition shall have the firmness to continue refractory to his will, unmoved and 
unawed by his power — especiaily, it there should be nearly a balance of parties in the body, so diat a few changes 
may reverse the majority — the preindent will be placed un<kr the strongest temptations to have recourse to the state 
legislatures, in order to disembarrass himself of the opposition. Suitable, nay even plausible, pretexts will never be 
wanting, to justify or excuse their interference. There will be no difficulty, at anv time, much more in times of vi<v 
lent party excitement, to select some prominent measure, involving a question of constitutional right, and to firame 
an instrucdon upon it to the refractory senator, which it is known he cannot conscientiously obey, and therefore will 
not obey ; and to require him, nevertheless, to obey or resign. And to obtain the instruction, we may surely expect 
to see all the mighty influence of presidential power and patronage, brought to bear upon the state legislatures, and 
upon the elections to them — to delude and demoralize the people, — to tamper with, corrupt and seduce, the state as- 
semblies, whose senators in ccmgress it may be deemed most important, or most feasible, to remove. Fit instruments 
and agents for the work will always abound, and volunteer in the service, — the venal panders of power, the whole 
tribe of parasites and sycofdiants zealous to conciliate favour, — the vain aspirants after political importance, hcmour 
and notoriety — all will crowd into the president's train, and vie with each other in doing his biddings. I am speak- 
ing of the probable, natural, inevitable effects of political causes put into action, I do not believe, and therefore I 
am not insinuating, that the general assembly intends to open the field for these abominations. I speak with freedom, 
but not without sincere respect It is the firm conviction of my mind, that there never was, and cannot be, a process 
invented, better calculated than that which I am now called upon to take an active part in establishing, to place the 
federal executive under the strongest temptation to employ its infiuence, power ana patronage, in the purchase of 
subservient senators ; and to place the state assemblies under temptation to provide die commodity for market ; to 
destroy the purity of the peopks, upon which all depends at last ; to destroy the purity of the state assemblies, and 
to prostrate their dignity, authority and infiuence, in the dust. As to the senate, Uiat will soon be, to all purposes of 
useful service, vriddi it was intended to answer in die S3rstem of the federal government, absolutely annihilated. 

And if diis doctrine shall, in practice, be confined to Virginia, as perhi^ it may be, and, judging from present 
aiqpearances, pcobably will be, tfaea tfiese abominations will be confined to her alone : her people aloKie will b« es< 
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posed to tiiie process of demoralization, her assembly to the arts of corruption and seduction : and her ancient dig- 
nity and pristine glory will only be remembered to point the tauntings of scorn at her fallen condition. 

Many there are, I know, many good and thinkmg men, especiaUy in Virginia, who differ with me on this sub* 
ject ; who approve the doctrine I have been controverting, in principle, and hope the most beneficial results from it, 
in practice ; who are as firm in the conviction, that it is necessary to the maintenance of the state sovereignties, as I 
am in the belief, thai its probable and indeed unavoidable effect will be, to impair, degrade and prostrate mem ; and 
whose minds are, therefore, predisposed to condemn my opinions, and my conduct, on this occasion. I do not pre- 
sume to censure them ; and I must patiently abide the censure they will pronounce on me. If, with the sentiments 
I entertain concerning this doctrine, and the pernicious consequences that are likely to flow from it, I should consent 
to become an active instrument in establishing it, by setting an example pf conforming with it, I could not ask the 
forgiveness of my country, and should hardly hope for mercy from Heaven. 

I see, with no little surprize, that it is declared, in the preamble to the resolutions of the general assembly, which 
you have transmitted to me, that "the assembly deem it their duty again tore-assert^ in tehalf of themselves and 
the people of Virginia, the right of the constituent to instrticty and the dtUy of the representative to obey or resign ;" 
iiom which I infer, that the general assembly supposes, that this same doctrine has been asserted more than once be- 
fore. I can only say, that if this pecuUar doctrine ever was asserted before, I do not know when, where, or on what 
occasion, it was asserted. It certainly is not asserted, nor was it intended to be asserted, in the preamble and reso- 
lutions, adopted by the general assembly in February, 1812, on the subject of the right of instruction. That paper 
was the work of my own hands, without assistance from any other person whatever, and drawn up, (as I but too well 
remember,) with a haste, which, in my own apprehension at the time, materially impaired its value ; yet, upon a re- 
cent and careful review of it, I do not find myself inclined to retract, or to modify, in any essential poin^ the propo- 
sitions there asserted and maintained ; and, therefore, I am willing, and even desirous, that my present opinions and 
conduct shall be tested by them. I was, then, a young statesman, but not a very young man ; and it had been fixed 
in my mind, by reflection and by the lessons of'^ history, as a rudiment in ethics and m poUtics, that no proposition 
can be stated in either, however just and true, when properly understood and applied, that may not, if abused, mis- 
appUed, or pushed to extremes, result in vice or folly. Sensible that the right of instruction, and the correlative duty 
of obedience, might be abused to the purpose of commanding violations of the constitution and even acts of moral 
turpitude — so abused, under the influence of excitement and passion, to which the constituent body, as well as the 
representative, like all other men, might sometimes be subject — I took the utmost pains to guard the doctrine against 
such abuses. Let us see how I accomplished the object. The very claim which I understand the general assembly 
now to assert, to power in itself) and to obedience from me, — absolute power on the one hand, and blind obedience 
on the other, — is stated as an objection to the reasoning of the preamble, and answered as follows : 

" But it has been said, that a state j^ovemment may instruct its senators to violate the constitution of the United 
States — ^that a state, in actual insurrection against the general government, may instruct its senators to promote the 
cause of rebellion : and it is asked, whether the senator would be bound by such instruction^ to violate the constitu- 
tion he had sworn to preserve^ and to overthrow the government he had ;5wom to defend ? It may be answered, in the 
first place, that the particular instruction, which forms the subject of present consideration, could by no possibility 
involve a breach of the constitution of the United States. It might, ana in the opinion of this assembly, would have 
been, unconstitutional to charter the Bank of die United States anew; but, surely, it could not possibly be deemed 
unconstitutional not to charter it. As to the rest, without determining the point which has been taken for granted, 
that a state in open rebelUon against the general government, would stul be entided to its representation in the senate, 
which, to say the least, is extremdy doubtful — it is admitted without difficulty, that if a state instruct its senator to 
give a vote plainly unconstitutional, or to raise the standard of rebellion, the senator is not bound to obey such inr 
struction* r!very case, such as thai supposed, must stand upon its own peculiar circumstances : it supposes all 
bounds of right transcended, all l^itimate rule prostrated ; ana the propriety of opposition, must be determined by 
the nature of the injustice, the extent of the mischief, and the jmiaence of resistance. But it is no argument 
e^Bfainst the exercise of a lawful power, that it may be made the pretext for the assumption of an imlawfiil power. 
The right of instruction, rightfully exercised, with no evil intention, to no pernicious object, cannot be affected by 
the admission, that if a state government, or the general government, become corrupt and ambitious, and usurp 
tyrannical power, it may of right and ought to be resisted. The admission is cheerfully made. The general assem^ 
bly of Virginia is incapable of affirming the exploded doctrine of non-resistanceJ^ And upon this reasoning in the 
preamble, the two resolutions of a general nature, with which that paper concludes, assert — " That it is the indubi- 
table right of the state legislatures to instruct their senators in congress, on all points, either constitutional or politic, 
whenever the magnitude of the' occasion shall require such interference, and that by consequence, it is the boundeu 
duty of the senators to obey such instructions ; provided the instructions to be given and ob^ed, require not the 
senator to com/mit a violation of the constitution, or an act of m^al turpitude. That, after this solemn expression 
of the opinion of the general assembly, on the right of instruction, and the duty of obedience thereto, no man ought 
henceforth to accept the appointment of a senator of the United States from Virginia, who doth not hold himself 
bound to obey such instructions" — ^meaning, obviously, such legitimate instructions as those mentioned in the pre- 
vious resolution. 

The resolutions, then, which are the conclusions resulting from the reasoning of the preamUe, expressly de- 
clare, that the insfaruCtions which the state legislatures have a right to give their senators in congress, and which it is 
the bounden duty of the senators to obey, are such only, as << require not die senator to commit a violation of the con- 
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stitution, or an act of moral turpitude." And it is expressly stated in the preamble, " that if a state instruct its sena^- 
tor to give a vote plainly unconstitutional" — "the senator is not bound to obey such instruction" — that everj^case of 
the kind " must stand on its own peculiar circumstances" — and that " the propriety of .opposition must be determined 
by the nature of the injustice, the extent of the mischief, and the prudence of resistance." The alternative here pro- 
posed to the senator, is not obedience or resignation^ but obedience or resistance ; to be determined by the conside- 
rations by which all resistance to the authority of government must ever be determined. 

If an instruction were given me to vote for a measure of no very material consequence, — a measure, which, if 
adopted, would not lead to any serious permanent evil,— and yet I could not, for reasons of any kind, conscientiously 
vote for the proposed measure ; in such a case, I might very properly, and should without hesitation, resort to a re- 
signation, in order to «vade the painful alternative of disobedience or resistance. Or, if an instruction were given 
me, which I could not obey without violence to my conscience, and the " peculiar circumstances" of the case should 
nevertheless be such, that my resignation would be attended with far less of evil than the accomplishment of the ob- 
ject of the instruction, and would not be itself a source of equal or greater evil ; in such a case as this, too, I might, 
consistently with my sense of duty, and very gladly should, disembarrass myself of the alternative of obedience or 
resistance, by a resignation. In truth, resignation is a privilege^ not a duty — a privilege allowed the senator, by 
which he may wholly avoid the alternative of obedience or resistance, as expounded in the preamble and resolu- 
tions of Febniary 1812. 

Here, the general assembly has instructed me to do that whi(ih, in my judgment and conscience, would be a 
crime, and of course, in me, an act of moral turpitude : I cannot obey without crime : and, in my opinion, formed 
upon long and anxious deliberation, resignation would inflict a more vital blow on the constitution, because it would 
be followed by fer more serious and mischievous consequences to both the federal and the state government, than a 
literal obedience to the instruction. The alternative is, then, forced upon me, of obedience or resistance ; an alter- 
tiative which would be painfiil enough in itself^ and is rendered doubly so to me, by considerations which I shaU 
mention in the sequel. 

^e that would judge my conduct fairly, should suppose himself in my situation, and bring home to his own bo- 
som the opinions /entertain and the motives by which /am actuated. If the views I have unfolded, as to the na- 
ture of the instruction that has been riven to me, the real object at which it was aimed, the turpitude and criminality, 
which, entertaining the sentiments I do, I should incur by yielding obedience to it, and the impossibility of resigning 
without giving my aid to a dangerous innovation on the constitution, — be not wholly groundless, then, I apprehend, 
there is no man who can think, that " t^he nature of the injustice, and the extent of the mischief^" does not justify, and 
call for, resistance. I have understood it has been supposed, that all the moral responsibility rests on the constituent 
body, and the senator is reUeved from any portion of it ; that it is the province of the constituent to judge and com- 
mand, and his to believe ^d obey. Can it be really thought, that the oflicial oath of a senator to support the consti- 
tution of the United States, is subject to an exception which exempts him from the duty of supporting it against in- 
fringements attempted by the state legislature that has elected him ? That the senator may and ought to take the 
oath with a mental reservation, that he will support the constitution, unless he shall be commanded by the constitu- 
ent body to violate it? Surely, the general assembly is not going to give its high sanctioh to doctrines of this kind, 
which would sap the foundations of all public virtue. The truth is, that, in all contests between those who exercise 
authority, and those over whom it is exercised, as to the rightful exercise of such authority, — as to the duty of obe- 
dience, or the right of resistance, — both parties must, in the nature of thinffs, jud^ fot themselves ; and the only dif- 
ference between them is, that the party resisting power, resists at his peril ; which alone suffices, in general, to de- 
termine him against resistance, except in extreme cases. To say, that those who hold power have the sole right to 
exercise judgment, and that those over whom power is exercised, have no right to judge for themselves whether they 
are oppressed or not, were to affirm the very doctrine of passive obedience and non-resistance, maintained by the uni- 
versity of Oxford in the reign of James II. The commands of the constituent legislature cannot justify, or even ex- 
cuse, the senator, in a palpable violation of the constitution, pr in an act of moral turpitude. The servant, nay, even 
the slave, is not bound to obey, and more, is not excusable for obeying, the unlawful commands of his master. 

Then, as to "the prudence of resistance" in this case. All questions of resistance to authority present a com- 
pound consideration of right and expediency. However just and right resistance may be in itself, yet it ought never 
to be resorted to, unless there be a reasonable hope of correcting the mischief, and securing some good end ; nor 
ought any man, however strong his sense of wrong, and injustice, to involve others with himself, in a hopeless, use- 
less, dangerous effort of resistance. This last objection to the course I have resolved to pursue, I have taken the most 
effectual care to obviate. I have asked the advice of no man, much as I desired the advice of my friends, and wil- 
lingly as I should have sought it, if I could have done so, without danger of committing them, as men of honour, to 
share my fate : I have, indeed, communicated my purpose to very few, and to them in the strictest confidence : I have 
held no correspondence with any member of the general assembly on this subject, since the commencement of fts 
present session, and, in fact, have written only one short note on a different topic to one of theni, lest correspondence 
commenced on other subjects mi^ht lead to correspondence on this. This line of conduct had its inconveniences, to 
which I was not insensible, but f could not depart from it, without abandoning the system of action I had prescribed 
for myself, and involving otiiers in my difficulties. No man, for aught that I have done, stands committed to share my 
fete : for aught that I have done to draw others to my support, I stand alone, sustained only by the conscious virtue 
of my motives and purposes, and a confidence in my own firmness to meet and abide the result. I tmst I am actu- 
ated by no false pride, and no vainglorious opinion of my own importance (for, if I am, the fault is not owing to the 
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want of a most careful self-«kaimnation and scrutinyj in thinking, and declaring my belief and humble hope, that 
the sacrifice I am making of myself, of all prospects oi political honours coid distinction in future, and even of the 
affectionate regards of many whose esteem and confidence I have hitherto enjoyed, may have some slight effect, in 
saving the constitution of my country from violation ; saying the senate from subversion, and with it saving the state 
sovereignties. from utter prostration ; and even placing the right of instruction itself, upoa the only stable grounds on 
which It can be rested, by so guarding it from abuse and misapplication, that it may appear to all men's minds, an 
ag6nt of good, worthy to be respected and preserved, not an evil principle, to be eschewed and rooted out. 

I see from the vote of the two houses of the general assembly on the second of the resolutions transmitted to 
me, that most of my own friends approved the principle therein declared — that it is the duty of the senator to obey, 
implicitly obey, the instruction of the state le^lature, or resign. All these will, of course, disapprove the resolution 
I have taken. This is ominous, probably decisive, of the destiny that awaits me. In all likelihood, before the heats 
that now inflame the public mind, shall be extinguished, I shall attain to an age, which will render me unfit for any 
active public service. I have the clearest perception of all these consequences. But I hope I shall be pardoned for 
saying, that I cannot, and will not, do what I think wrong in principle, and mischievous, fatal, in its effects, to comply 
with the wishes of my friends, and to retain their approbation and support, any more than to avert or escape from 
the rage of my enemies. I do not pretend to be insensible to popularity, especially to the favour of my native state ; 
but if I know myself, my love of popularity has its source rather in my own attachment to the people, than in the 
hope or desire of any rewards they can bestow ; and I would not betray what I think the interest of Virginia, to 
gam her favour, dear as it is to me. I care for no fame, but that which I have little prospect of obtaining — the re- 
nown of good and useful deeds, which survives the author of them. 

It ijs proper that I should tell the general assembly and the pubhc, that when I returned home, after the termina- 
tion of the session of congress of 1834^, I had come to the resolution to leave the senate — that I would keep it in 
my power to take my seat, under my last election to this body, in case an extra session of confess should be called 
by the president ; but that I would resign the office, or (which was the same thing) decline me acceptance of it, at 
the commencement of the then next session of the gejiercd assembly. This resohition, dictated by a sense of the 
duty I owed my family, was So openly announced, that I suppose it must have been generally known, at least in the 
city of Richmond. It was not until the scheme of "instructinff me out of my seat," was agitated, after the result of 
the spring elections was ascertained, that I saw, that if t should decline to take my seat under my new appointment, 
it would nave precisely the same pernicious consequences, which would result mm a forced resignation, under in- 
structions which I could not in conscience obey — ^thSgrt I changed the resolution I had previously lormed, and deter* 
mined to accept the appointment, and abide the consequences. I shall hold my seat, only long enough to signalize 
my resistance to what I honestly behave to be unconstitutiotial instructions. I say now, that I shall, in all events, 
resign it, at the commencement of the next session of the general asseml)ly. 

I beg leave also to explain the reason, that induced me not to divulge the course I intended to pursue, until the 
final action of the general assembly on the expungit^ resolutions, was announced. I did not think it proper or re- 
spectful to the general assembly, to invite a contest with it, which it might possibly be not unwilling to avoid, by de^ 
claring in anticipation, that I would not obey such instructions, as I understood were in contemplation, if they should 
be given me. 

I have only to add, that, as to the merits of the resolution of the senate of the 28th March, 1834, which the ge- 
neral assembly condemns, — ^both in respect to the truth of the proposition it contains, and the right of the senato to 
act upon the subject, — these are points which ought properly to be discussed in the senate ; and that I shall endea- 
vour to vindicate the resolution^ in both aspects, if and whenever it shall be brought under consideration.

" Beit further enacted, That if the school commissioners of any county or corporation shall think proper to 
appropriate the portion of the fund hereby directed to be distributed, to which said county or corporation may be en- 
tided, or any part thereof, to the support or in aid of any college or academy which may be situated in said county 
or corporation, it shall be the duty of the trustees of such college or academy, to make annutll report to the president 
and directors of the literary fund of the manner in which such appropriation is employed by them. And it shall be 
lawful for the said president and directors, at any time, for good cause, to suspend or revoke such appropriation, and 
direct the same to the use of the primary schools within said County." 

Mr. Garland of Mecklenburg proposed to substitute for the foregoing the following : 

" Be it enacted by the general assembly, That the surplus revenue annually arising from the literary fund j shall 
be distributed among the several counties and corporations entitled thereto, in the same manner and in the same ra- 
tio as is now directed by law. to be applied to the purposes of education in the said counties and corporations, in the 
manner hereinafter prescribed. 

" Be it further enacted, That the county or corporation court, they having been summoned for that purpose, and 
not less than a majority being present, shall be and ihey are hereby constituted a board of examination, to decide all 
claims that may be presented by any academy, and should it appear to them by satisfactory evidence, that there exists 
no corporate academy worthy the benefits of this act, the said court are hereby authorized and directed to appropriate 
the fund to such schools, within their respective counties or corporations, as to them shall seem best, and they shall 
report their proceedings to the second auditor, who shall lay the same before the- next succeeding general assembly."

magistrates being summoned therefor, may be authorized to a{q>ly the additional fund created by this act, or any patt 
thereof, to the colleges or academies within their respective counties or corporations : And provided al^Oy That a ma- 
jority of all the justices in any county or corporation shall concur therein. 

" Be it further enacted^ That if the county or corporation court shall think proper to appropriate the portion of 
the fund hereby directed to be distributed, to which the said county or corporation may be entitled, or any part thereof, 
to the support or in aid of any college or academy which may be situated in said county or corporation, it shall be 
the duty of the trustees of such college or academy to make annual report to the {^resident and directors of, the lite* 
rary fund of the manner in which such appropriation is employed by them. Apd it shaD be lawful for the said pre- 
sident and directors, at any time, for good cause, to suspend or revoke such appropriation, and dilreci the same to the 
use of the primary schools within said county or corporation."

The speaker laid before the house a communication from John H. Smith esq., which was read as follows : 

RICHMOND, March lOUi, 1836. 
To the Speaker of the House of Delegates of Virginia. ^ 

SIR, — I have acted as commissioner of revolutionary claims for the last two 3rears, under an appointment by the 
legislature. The course of conduct pursued by the governor of this commonwealth in regard to applications for 
bounty lands for revolutionary services, has put it out of my power to perform the duties which the legislature has 
imposed on me. I do not wish to hold an office, the duties of which I am not permitted to perform. 

Sin(je the first day of September last, (as I have heretofore reported to the general assembly,) no claim for boun^ 
land has been referred to me by the governor. I have had much else to do (besides attention to that branch of my 
business,) between that time and the present. But if this state of things shall be permitted to exist, the commi^ioner 
of revolutionary claims will herejifter have no employment but to receive and reply to letters ; to give information 
respecting claims for military bounty land to those who may call upon him for it ; and to investigate cmd .adjust claims 
against the state of Virginia, for and on account of supplies and advances to the Illinois regiment in the war of the 
revolution. If the executive proceedings, respecting claims for military land bounties, shall be sanctioned and le- 
galized by legislative action, or, under existing circumstances, by legislative inaction, on the subject, the office of 
commissioner of revolutionary claims will be almost useless. 
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I should have been wanting in self-respect, and in the respect which is due to the lefi;islature, (who appointed 
me,) if I had resigned the office of commissioner before it was known whether the legislature approved or disap- 
proved of the course of executive proceedinsf above spoken of, and which has been spoken of more at large in my 
report to the general assembly of the 10th of December, 1835. But the inaction of the legislature on this subject 
until this late period of its session, and a bill, which, I have been informed, has been reported by a committee of the 
house of delegates, to abolish the office of commissioner of revolutionary claims, ought to relieve me of all difficulty 
or doubt respecting the propriety of my resignation. I shall resign the office of commissioner, but I owe it to my- 
self, before resigning, to ask, as I now do respectfully, through you, that a committee of the house of delegates may 
be appointed to examine my office, and to enquire into the manner in which I have discharged the duties of com- 
missioner. 

As soon as this request shall be complied with or refused, (if the house of delegates should think fit to refuse to 
comply with it,) I shall resign the office of commissioner of revolutionary claims, being firmly convinced, that, under 
present circumstances, I can do but little good by hdiding it longer.

Of the foregoing public debt, there is held by the literary fund the sum of $ 869,372 50,*and by the fund for 
internal improvement, $ 90,000, leaving the amoimt of certificates of debt held by individuals and corporate bodies, 
^^ 1,569,166 67. 

The board of public works are authorized to borrow the additional sums of $2,600, to pay outstanding claims 
for the James river improvements; $90,000 for the North-western turnpike road; $30,000 for the Winchester and 
Potomac rail -road company; $170,000 for the Richmond, Fredericksburff and Potomac rail-road company; and 
$40,000 for the construction of a road from Price's turnpike to Cumberland ^p. The commonwealth has also be- 
come a subscriber, by the act of the 24th of February, 1835, for stock in the James river and Kanawha company, to 
the amount of $3,000,000, one million of which has been paid by the transfer of the works and property of the 
James river company, and the other two millions will become due and payable in money, in the proportions in which 
other stockholders shall be required to pay the residue of their subscriptions, after those other stockholders shall have 
previously paid one third of their subscriptions. It is not probable that any portion of this two millions will be re- 
quired during the current fiscal year, and na provision has been made for the payment of it on the peurt of the com- 
monwealth. 

The nominal amount of die fund for internal improvement, permanent and disposable, including an uninvested 
balance, was, at the end of the last fiscal year, 30th September, 1836, $ 3,223,484 60, yielding, annually, a revenue 
from profits, and dividends on stocks, and interest on loans, of $ 120,477 36. The amount of interest, annually 
charged on this revenue, on account of the above mentioned loans for internal improvements, is $ 106,913 50 ; and 
when the residue of the loans authorized by existing laws shall have been made, the whole revenue of the fund will 
be but Uttle more than sufficient to meet the charge for interest. No fiirther provision is at this time necessary for the 
payment of intferest on these loans, the profits of the several improvements and the revenue of the fimd, being ade- 
quate to the purpose ; nor is any portion of those loans, as yet, redeemable. The general assembly, however, at the 
last session, set apart the sum of $50,000 as a sinking fil^d, to be placed in the hands of commissioners, and applied 
to the purchase of such certificates of the abov^ loans^ held by individuals or corporations, as might be offered for 
sale It par, and if none such were offered, then the fund to be otherwise invested and improved until such time as 
the commonwealth may become entitled to redeem such loans. The debt of $343,039 17, due to the literary fund, 
bearing an interest of 7 per cent., and payable out of the ordinary revenue, is redeemable at the pleasure of the ge- 
neral assembly, but as the redemption would materially lessen the resources devoted to the purposes of education, 
which it is presumed there was no inclination to do, the act creating this sinking fund expressly prohibited the re- 
demption of any part of the literary fund debt. The debts held against the state by individuals and corporate bo- 
dies, other than the Uterary fund^ are those for the reimbursement of which it would seem expedient to make the 
earliest provision. Some portion of them will be redeemable in the year 1841, and the sum placed during the cur- 
rent fiscal year, under the act of the last assembly, to the credit of the commissioners, will^ it is anticipate, form a 
foundation upon which, through the aid of interest when invested, and of occasional additions of unemployed ba- 
lances, may be gradually accumulated a fund adequate to the object ultimately in view. It is a subject of r^ret that 
the present state of the finances does not admit of a farther contribution, at this time, to this sinking fimd. 

The estimated receipts of the current fiscal ye?tr, on account of the ordinary revenue, including the balance in 
the treasury on the 1st of October last, subject to the expenses of the government, amount to $ 537,237 71 ; and the 
estimated disbursements during the same period, amount to $ 532,91^ 52; leaving a probable balance at the end of 
the current fiscal year, applicable to the support of government, of $6,318 19. 

The additional sum of $ 13,%1 50, not embraced in the foregoing estimates of disbursements, because not likely 
to be called for duriiijg the current fiscal year, is appropriated by existing laws from the treasury, for the construction 
of public roads, to wit : for the road across the All^hany, between Pendleton and Pocahontas,, $62000; for a road 
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near U19 Great Falls in Bath county, $600 ; residue for the Pendleton and Rookingfaam road, $500 ; residue for the 
Staunton and Little Kanawha road, $ 861 50 ; and for the road from Lewis to Kanawha county, by act of the pre- 
sent assembly, $6,000. There is also an annual appropriation of $18,000, for the removal of free persons of colour, 
of which, it is supposed in the preceding estimates, not more than $ 1,000 will be expended during the year. 

It is deserving of notice, that the appropriations whidSh may be auihorissed during the residue of the session of 
the general assembly, except such as relate to judgments heretofore rendered against the commonwealth, have not 
been taken into consideration, because they are wholly conjectural and uncertain. Applications for appropriationS| 
and money claims against the state, to a considerable amount, are pending before the assembly, and shoula they be 
allowed, the abovemei^tioned btdance of $6,318 19 may be greisidy reduced, if not wholly absorbed. 

Should the extraordinary and temporary appropriation!^ of the future pcut of the present session be small ia 
amount, the estimated probable balance at the end of the fiscal 3rear will be a sufficient one, but not g^^ater than it is 
deemed necessary to retain in the treasury to meet unforeseeil demands, or to supply such deficiencies as may arise 
from fluctuations in the revenue. Nor is there any^ probability that this balance will be mcreased in future years, 
the rates of taxation remaining the same ; for it will be aeen, by an inspection of the forcing estimates of the ordi- 
nary expenses of government, and of the usual receipts at the present rates of taxation, mat the revenue will not be 
more than sufficient to meet the expenditures, supposing both the revenue and expenditures to continue uniform. 
The considerable balances exhilnted for a few years past have ariseti from other causes than an excess of the ordi- • 
nary revenue beyond the usual expenditures, being composed entirely of the sums reimbursed by the United States 
on account of the payments made by this state in compensation for services during the revolutionary war« It may 
be remarked, moreover, that the gain of the ordinary revenue, without any change of the rates of taxation, through 
the expansion and improvement of the resources of^ the commonwealth for some years past, amounted annually to 
litde less than $10^000 ; but, during the fiscal year of 1835, it was almost entirely checked, exhibiting an increase 
of only about $ 1,600. This may have been owing in a great measure to the extensive emigration from this i^te to 
the south-western quarter of the Union, and the consequent removal and sale of slaves and other kinds of taxable 
I»t>perty. It appears firom the returns of taxable property in 1835, that the number of taxable slaves of that year, 
ais compared with the iH*eviouS year, was diminished 2,649 ; and from the increased emigration which it is believed 
has since occurred, it is not improbable that the ensuing returns may shew a diminution of 10,000 taxable slaves. 
It is supposed that at least an equcd number of slaves not taxable have been removed during the same time ; and as 
these were taken from those classes which gradually swell the lists as they arrive at an age to be liable to taxation, 
it is obvious that those lists, in future years, in the absence of countervailing causes, must be afiected in a progressive 
ratio much greater ths^ the decrease disclosed in the taxable subjects of a particular year. Seeing, then, that the 
ordinary receipts, at the present rates of taxation, are not more than sufficient to cover the ordinary expenditures, 
and that no inq>rovement in the revenue can for some time be reasonably expected, if indeed a decline shall not 
occur, the committee cannot recommend a reduction of the taxes. On the contrary,^ should the eimenses and q)pro- 
priations of the current session be made much to exceed the usual amount, a moderate increase of^the taxes may be 
deemed expedient, in anticipation of the wants of the ensuincf year, if not of the present Such an increase is fur- 
ther recommended by the consideration of the means it woi:dd furnish of adding something to the sinking fund for 
the eventual redemption of the public debt. Should the two millions of dollars subscribed by the state to the stock 
of the James river and Kanawha company, be called for during the ensuing fiscal year, and the necessary provision 
for the payment thereof impose any additional charge on the revenue, it would seem that the present rates of taxa- 
tion should be considerably increased, or new subjects of taxation be put in requisition. But, ccmsidering the con- 
tingent character of the demand, the imcertainty as to what potion of it, if any, may be called for during the ensuinfir 
year, and the probability that no resort will be had to the treasury until the fund dedicated to the purposes of intemd. 
improvement shall have been found inadequate, the committee think it unnecessary to suggest at thiis time any mea- 
sures in relation to it, fmther than to refer to the magnitude of the engagement as an argument in favour of^pru- 
denee and economy in the distribution of the public funds, which ^11 soon be burthened with so consideraUe a 
charge. In accordance with the foregoing views, and with reference to the probaUe amount of exp^Kliture as at 
present appearing, the committee recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 
Resolved^ That it is not necessary to increase the existing rates of taxation. 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to hy the house, an unsuccessful motion having 
been made by Mr. Brown of Petersburg to reverse the decision of the committee, so as to declare that a moderate 
increase of tne taxes is expedient. 

A bill appropriating the public revenue, with the amendments thereto proposed by the committee of the whole 
house, was taken up on motion of Mr. Brown of Petersburg, and the said amenoments oeing agreed to by die house, 
the said bill as amended, was ordered to be engrossed and re&d a third time. 

A bill to amend the act concerning merchants' lic^ises, was taken up on motion of Mr. Brown of Petersi>urg, 
and ordered to be engrossed and read a third time.

They have agreed to the resolution for the election of a major general of the third division of Virginia militia. 

They have also aOTeed to the resolution directing a survey of a route for a rail-road from Buford's gap to the 
Tennessee line, by Walker's creek and the North fork of Holstein river, with an amendment, in which they request 
the concurrence of the house of delegates. ' 

The said amendments being twice read, were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 
Ordered, That the clerk inform the senate thereof. 

' A bUl securing to debtors a certain portion of their property, together with the amendment thereto proposed by 
Mr. Fleet, was taken up, and the said amendment having been amended on motion of Mr. Gregory, and as amended 
agreed to by the house, the said bill, as amended, was ordered to be engrossed and read a third time.

He also from the same comrtiittee, reported with amendment, a bill to amend an adt, entitled, " an act for the in- 
spection of fish," passed 28th December, 1796, which, on his motion was taken up, and the first amendment beine 
agreed to by the house, and the second disagreed to, the said bill, as amended, was ordered to be engrossed and read 
a third time. 

Mr. Brown of Petersburg, according to order, presented a bill to repeal part of an act passed on the 27th Febru- 
ary, 1836, " entitled, an act to authorize the auditor to issue warrants on the treasury in satisfaction of certain judg- 
ments against the commonwealth," which was received and laid upon the table. 

An engrossed bill to amend the sevwal acts concerning the Petersburg rail-road company, was read a third time : 
whereupon, a clause by way of ryder thereto was offered by Mr. Brown of Petersburg, which was read the first and 
second times, and forthwith engrossed and read a third time :

" An act to amend the act, entitled, < an act makmg further provision for completing the road from Staunton to 
the mouth of the Little Kanawha.' " 

They have also passed the bills, entitled, .

" An act to equalize the r^mental districts in the county of Rockingham, and for other purposes," with amend- 
ments, in which they request the concurrence of the house of delegates. 

And they have agreed to the resolution voting a sword to captain E. A. P. Valette of the United States navy. 

The said amendments being twice read, were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the clerk inform the senate thereof. 

Mr. Shands, from the committee for courts of justice, presented a bill allowing Jim Smith and wife and their in- 
fant children, free persons of colour, to remain in the commonwealth a limited time, which was received and laid 
upon the table. . 

On motion, Ordered, That leave of absence from the service of thfs house, for the remainder of the session, be 
granted to Messrs. Chapman, and Garland of Mecklenburg. 

On motion of Mr. Goodall, Resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, That the board of public works be, 
and they are hereby instructed to cause a survey to be made of the Famimkey river, from New Castle in the county 
of Hanover, to the junction of the north and south branches, and also of the south branch up to Darricott's mills in 
the county of Hanover ; and if the engagements of the principal engineer of the state will not permit him to perform 
the service, that ih^y are hereby authorized to employ some competent engineer for that purpose, who shall report to 
the next general assembly an estimate of the cost of making the same navigable for boats, on the most practicable 
plan. 

Ordered, That the clerk communicate the same to the senate and request their concurrence.

" For the purpose of assessing the damages to the owner from the condemnation of his land for the use of the 
road or canal, or any feeder of the canal, or for any abutment of a dam, or for the sites of tolUiouses, stables and 
other buildings, there shall be appointed by the board of public works, five assessors, bein^ discreet, inteUigent and 
impartial men, neither stockholders of the company nor owners of any land through which the improvjements of the 
company will pass ; who, or any three or more of them, shall constitute a board for tljie assessment of such damages 
throughout the whole line of the improvement. All vacancies in the board of assessors shall be filled by the board 
of public works. These assessors shall hold their offices during the pleasure of the board of public works, and shall^ 
receive ^s a compensation for their services fiye dollars each, for every day that he shall be engaged in the perform- 
ance of his duties, and twenty qents for every mile he shall necessarily travel to and from the place of performing 
his duties, to be paid by the company." 

And the question being put upon striking out the clause, was determined in the negative. Ayes 48, noes 53.

" Provided however, That nothing herein contained shall prevent the general assembly uom hereafter altering or 
repealinff the mode of assessing damages as provided for in this act." 

And the question being put upon the said amendment to the amendment, was determined in the affirmative.

$ 108 60, or that the board of school commissioners of said county be directed to pay the same out of any money 
which may come into their hands : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee^ That said petition be rejected.

Pate, Campbell and Coleman from to-day; to Messrs. Mallory, Richardson, Brown of Nelson, and Griggs from to- 
morrow, and to Mr. Holland from Monday next 

On motion of Mr. Henshaw, Ordered, That the committee of claims be discharged from the consideration of 
the petition of Peter Kremer, and that the same be laid upon the table. 

The following reports of the committee of roads ana internal navigation were read : 

The committee of roads and internal navigation have, according to order, enquired into " the expediency of au- 
thorizing the board of public works to subscribe for two fifths of the capital stock of the Lexington and Richmond 
turnpike company:" Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That it is not expedient to authorize said subscription. 

The committee ol roads and internal navigation have, according to order, had under consideration the petition 
of sundry citizens of the county of Scott, praying the appropriation of a sum of money to aid in buflding a bridge 
across the North fork of Holston river, near the site where one lately stood, on the main western road leading through 
Moccason gap in Clinch naountain : Whereupon, 
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Resolped 09 the opinion of this committee, That said petition be rejected.

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That it is not expedient to increase the number of said visitors. 

The said resolution was, on motion of Mr. Wilson of Botetourt, ordered tb be laid upon the table, 

A report of the committee of schools and colleges was read as follows: 

The committee of schools and <Jolleges have, according to order, had under consideration th^ petition of the 
school commissioners of Smjrth county, representing that there remains due to said county, and undrawn from 
the literary fund, the sum of four hundred and twenty-seven dollars and twenty-five cents, and praying that they be 
authorized by law to draw the same from the literary fund : Whereupon, 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That said petition be rejected. ' 

The said resolution was, on the question put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 

A report pf the committee of finance was read as follows: , 

The committee of finance have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of Henry Anderson, to 
them referred, representing : < . 

That a certain Lewis Eisenmenger, deceased, was the owner of many tracts of land lying in the counties of 
Bath, Grayson, Russell and Bandolph, on which a large amount of tax was due and unpaid ; that said lands became 
vested in the literary fund prior to the 82d day of February, 1830 ; that on that day an act was passed, authorizing 
the president and directors of the literary fund to make an equitable arrangement with said Eisenmenger, and ac- 
cordingly on the 27th day of April, 183 L, the term of five years from that date was allowed him, withm which to 
pay the taxes, exclusive of damages due on said lands ; that said Eisenmenger died in January 1833, no payment 
having been made then or at the present time of any part of said taxes ; that said Eisenmenger made a will, (an of- 
fice copy of which aoconq)anies the petition,) in which are sundry bequests to persons in this country and in Europe ; 
that said Eisenmenger has no personal estate sufficient to pay said taxes ; that said Eisenmenger was a native of 
Germany, a stran^r to the hiws, customs and language of Vir^nia, and therefore employed the petitioner, from the 
year 1826 to the time of his death, (near seven years,) to aid him in the investigation and prosecution of his land 
titles and business ; that since the death of said Eisenmenger, the petitioner has obtained a judgment against his adminis- 
trator with the will annexed, for the sum of five hundred dollars and costs ; that all the other lands of said Eisen- 
menger, (besides those referred to as being vested as aforesaid,) were at the time of his death, and still are, conveyed 
by him in trust : and thereupon the petitioner prays, that an act may pass, " authorizing him, at any time within the 
year 1836, to pay the taxes on the said lands which remain due and unpaid, and when so paid, that the petitioner may 
DC invested with all the right, title and interest, in and to the said lands, which would have been vested in the saia 
Eisenmenger, had he hved and redeemed the same, under the act of assembly and resolutions of the president and 
directors of the literary fund above, referred to :" Whereupon, 

1. Resolved ds the<>pinion of this committee, That the prayer of the petitioner, so far as it asks that he may be 
permitted to redeem the said lancb aiul apply the same to the payment of his debt, be rejected. 

2. Resolt>ed also cw the opinion of this comanittee, That it is reasonable to extend the privilege of redemption 
to the representatives and creators of Lewis Eisenmenger, generally, for the period of one year beyond the 27th day 

The said resolutions were, on questions put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and a bill was ordered to be 
brought in conformably with the said last resolution. 

A report of the committee of propositions and grievances was read as follows: 

The committee of propositions and grievances have, according to order, had under consideration several peti- 
tions to them referred, and have come to tne following resolutions thereupon : 

1. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition or memorial of the trustees. of the town of 
Portsmouth, praying that the act passed on the 10th of March, 1832, amending an act of the 4th of April, 1831, de- 
claring that an avenue in the said town, on the eastern border, called and known by the name 0/ Water street, should 
be made a street, under the direction of the trustees of said town, may be so amended as to provide, that if any per- 
son or persons whatsoever, owning or having any interest in any land on the said avenue, should refuse to consent 
to the said street being laid ofi*, that so much of his or her land may be taken as may be necessary to form the same, 
and that his or her damages may be ascertained by a writ of ad quod damnum, to be issued from the county court of 
Norfolk county, on application in that behalf; and that said street may be made forty feet, instead of thirty feet wide, 
as is provided in the acts aforesaid, is reasonable. 

2. Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the petition of sundry citizens of tho county of Northum- 
berland, and of that part of said county commonly known as Upper Saint Stephen's parish, and freeholders and vo- 
ters therein, praying that an act may pass authorizing a separate election in said parish, at the place called the Burn'd 
Chimneys, in said county, is reasonable. 

3. Resolved as the opinion of this committer, That the petition of sundry citizens of the county of Nicholas, 
residing on the waters of Twenty Mile creek and Gauley river, and adjoining the county of Fayette, |miying that so 
much of the territory of the county of Nicholas as lies within a line commencinjs^ at the mouth of Meadow river, 
(which empties into Gauley river,) thence a straight line to the reiiidence of William Bird, on Twenty Mile cieek, 
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(including the house of said Bird,) thence a straight line to Rock can^^ on Bdl creek, \^^here ft Will intersect the 
Nicholas, Payette and Kanawha boundary lines, may be attached to, and made a part of the county of Fayette, be 
rejected for want of notice. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon^ agreed to by tfie house, and bills were ordered 
to be brought in conformably with the first and second resolutions. 

Reports of the committee for courts of justice were read as follow : 

The committee for courts of justice have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of Frederick 
Moore of ihe county of Cabell, to them referred, praying the passage of a law granting to him all the rights, privi- 
leges and advantages that he would have been entitled to under the deed executed to him in the year 1818, from Ro* 
bert Webb, for twenty acres of land lying in the said county of Cabell, (which deed was delivered to the clerk for 
record, and by him lost without having been recorded,) had the deed been recorded at the time of the delivery afore- 
said, and have come to the following resolution thereupon : 

Resolved as tke opinion of this committee^ That the prayer of the said petition is reasonable. 

The committee tor courts of justice, to whom was recommitted a report of the committee of claims, rejecting 
the petition of Stapleton Crutchfield, deputy sheriff of the county of Spottsylvania, praying such compensation as 
may be deemed reasonable, in consideration of services rendered by him, as deputy sheriff aforesaid, in attending 
upon the circuit superior court of law and chancery of the said county, have had the same under consideration, and 
have come to the following resolution thereupon : 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That it is expedient to make an additional allowance to the sheriff 
of Spottsylvania county, in future, in consideration of his attendance upon the circuit superior court of law and 
chancery of that county. 

The committee for courts of justice have, according to order, had under consideration the petition of Andy, a 
free man of colour, to thera^ referred, praying that he may be permitted to remain in the conunonwealth, and have 
come to the following resolutions thereupon : * 

, Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That so much of the prayer of the said petitioner as prays to be 
permitted to remain in th^ commonwealth be rejected. 

Resolved as the opinion of this com/mittee, That so much of the prayer of the said j^titioner as prays to be 
permitted to remain in the commonwealth a limited time, is reasonable. 

The said resolutions were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house, and bills were ordered 
conformably with the first and last two resolutions. 

Reports of the committee on the penitentiary were read as follow : 

The committee on the penitentiary institution, have had under consideration the petition of Samuel S. Pendle- 
touj to them referred, praying to be released firom confinement for the residue of his term of imprisonment, and ask- 
ing to be pardoned, and hav6 come to the following resplutionthereupon : 

Resolved as the opinion of this committee, That the prayer of the said petition be rejected. 

The joint committee appointed to examine the penitentiary institution, beg leave to submit the following report : 

They have discharged the duty assigned to them, and have examined the prison and store. They found every 
thing in excellent order. The books connected with the institution had been accurately kept, and the internal police 
seei^d to have been regulated with sjrstem, skill and a due regard to the health of the prisoners. Experience, which 
,has been gradually developing the wants of our penitenticory system, has shown the propriety of certain changes which 
are respectfully recommended to the house. It has been found that the assistant keepers, delivery clerk, sergeant and 
porter, each receives a compensation too small to reward him adequately for his services, and to secure hereafter tlie 
labours of such men as are fitted for the office. It is, therefore, respectfolly reconamended, that each of these officers 
be allowed the value of one hundred dollars per annuin in manufactures of the institution ; the price to be fixed by 
the cUrectors, and the addition to be made only upon condition thcit the income of the institution shall amount to 
$ 32,000 for the year ; it being deemed probable by the committee, that this conditional increase may operate as a 
wholesome stimulus upon the zeal and activity of these officers. 

The necessity for some chants in our criminal code has been perceived by the general assembly for some years 
past. Two years ago a board of jurists was appointed, whose existence hais expired, without their having acted up- 
on the subject. There were defects in its constitution, which prevented their action. It is believed that al)oard con- 
stituted of a smaller number of jurists, and vested with the power of employing a clerk to aid them in the manual 
labours attendant upon the discharge of their duties, would accomplish the end which the general assembly had in 
view. There is one change in the system of punishments so immediately connected with 5ie efficient operation of 
our penitentiary institution, that the committee has deemed it a duty respectfiilly to recommend the subject to the 
consideration of this body. Experience has shown, that a confinement for two years in the penitentiary has signally- 
failed in accomplishing the ends proposed by that mode of punishment. It is too short to impose an efficient checK 
upon crime, by operatmg through the fears of the offender. And the convict for this period erf confinement is dis- 
charged, before he has acquired any trade which can be i^seful to him afterwards. During the period of his stay, he 
is in mosit cases a charge upon the institution, because it requires an apprenticeship of two years to enable hini to at- 
tain the degree of skill necessary for making his labours profitable. It is believed that three years constitute the best 
period for which offenders should be confined in the penitentiary. But a just attention to the graduation of punish- 
. ments to crimes would require, that such a change should be accompanied with several others in our criminal code : 
a subject which will suggest itself to the consideration of the proposed board of jurists, should it be the pleasure of 
this general assembly to create such a board.

Washington City, March 15th, 1836. \ 

SIR^ — ^Various causes have delayed until this time an answer to the communication, dated the 18th, which I had 
the honour to receive from you, forwarding »< a copy of certain resolutions," adopted on the 16th of February last 
" by both houses of the general assembly elf Virginia." 

In reply to your communication of these resolutions, I deem it no less my privilege than my duty to respond 
fiilly. It is all important at this time that every man at every outpost of the public service shoula truly and accu- 
rately report the knowledge and information he possesses of the state and condition of the vital interests of the people 
whom he represents, intrusted to his care and watchfulness ; and no interests are more vital to the people of Virginia, 
and no interests of the people of Virginia are more in jeopardy, than those of slavery. And more especially do I 
consider it a precious privilege to avail myself of this mode of making my report fully on that subject to the legisla- 
ture and people of Virginia, now that I was, by a late act of the speaker of the house of representatives in congress, 
deprived of the freedom of speech at my post as a slaveholding representative. 

I need not recount the history of the abolition question. For more than twenty years, even to the termination 
of the last session of congress, the subject had been regarded by slaveholding representatives as too delicate and dan- 
gerous for them to raise any question upon petitions praying for the abolition of slavery; and they abided under the 
assurance of safety, from the impression that such petitions could never assume character or influence suflScient ever 
to become subjects of legislation. The mode of disposing of these petitions by congress was altogether a negative 
or passive mode. To prevent the effects of agitation and excitement upwn both extremes of the country, they had 
been silently received and referred, without resistance, invariatbly to the committee of the District of Columbia, a com- 
mittee appointed for a great number of years by a speaker of the house from a slave state, and by which they were 
never, by a tacit understanding, reported on, and never permitted to disturb the peace and harmony and safety of the 
nation. Slaveholding representatives, in fact, were mainly induced, by non-slaveholding representatives themselves, 
not to resist in any other way these attacks upon the rights and interests of their constituents, for reasons which 
seemed then to constitute this course itself the best mode of resistance. It surely never can be fairly said that 
the slaveholding representatives had acquiesced in, and consented to the reception of, these petitions to deprive them 
and their constituents of their private property. 

Thus for many years, until the events of the past year opened new scenes, did the slaveholding representatives 
in congress desist merely from taking moie decisive steps of resistance to this encroachment upon the compromises 
of the constitution, and the rights and interests of their people. The events of last summer were of so alarming a 
character as to arouse and painfully excite the public mind of the slaveholding states. The authors of petitions for 
the abolition of slavery in the District of Columbia, aided by a mercenary foreigner, who is now heralding his 
triumphs in the cause of universal emancipation, on this side of the atlantic, to the people of a European power, 
which has just by one fell swoop emancipated all the slaves of its citizens in the West India islands, began to throw 
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the firebrands of incendiarism into the southern states of the Union. They caused insurrection and massacre, the 
destruction of vast amounts of property, and the prostration of the reign of law in several counties of one southern 
state, endangered the peace and safety of other states, roused the slaveholding people to meet in primary assemblies 
to resolve upon the means of protection and self-preservation, excited the popular fury against one of the most useful 
institutions of the government, the post-office, and abusing its uses, threatened its existence in many places, together 
with the lives and fortunes of the people every where in the south. 

This the slaveholding states were led to suppose had produced a general conviction every where in the country, 
of the necessity of demolishing anti-slavery societies, and of resisting their effects and proceedings. There was 
much evidence given of this conviction, as well by the meetings of the people of the non-slaveholding states as of 
the south. Consequent upon these meetings, upon the assembling of the different state legislatures, several governors 
of the states made the subject of suppressing abolition a special topic of recommendation to their respective legisla- 
tures — the post-master general brought it to the notice of the president of the United States, and he made it a part of 
his annual message to congress. Such was the late history and the new aspect of this subject at the earliest period 
of the present session of congress. The president's message had just been read to us, followed by the publication of 
an impudent and daring protest by the rich and powerful New York state anti-slavery society, when petition upon 
p<3tition, hundreds signed by thousands, began again to pour in upon congress in increased numbers from the north, 
praying still, in defiance of what had appeared to be public sentiment in the north, for the abolition of slavery and 
the slave trade in the District of Columbia. 

The evil thus within an almost incredibly short period, had become the alarming cause of general excitement, 
and forced itself upon the serious consideration of the whole country and its official agents. This was enough, I 
humbly thought, to cause the slaveholding representatives in congress to assume stronger grounds of opposition to 
the incendiary means of annoying and ruming their constituents. In reflecting a^nd advising upon the course of 
opposition to be pursued, I concluded that the time had come for the slaveholding states to act boldly, firmly and de- 
cisively, in resistance to the first steps of legislation by congress on the subject, and to go farther and obtain a decla- 
ration, if possible, of the full extent of tlie guarantee with which the slaveholding states are assured by the federal 
constitution in their rights of property in slaves. I was forced to this conclusion by two prominent reasons, the one 
social, and the other political, to which 1 could not shut niy eyes. The first reason too obvious to any mind at all 
acquainted with the character of the non-slaveholding population, and with the certain tendency of moral causes, is, 
that it was wholly unphilosophical to suppose that the anti-slavery advocates of abolition would not sooner or later, 
be in a majority in the non-slaveholding states. They have already hundreds of societies, hundreds of pulpits, 
hundreds of schools, thousands of zealots, thousands of publications, (many of them now printed and stamped on 
cotton fabric,) and thousands of money, actively operating on an entire free population, living under and imbibing 
the spirit of democratic institutions, with no intere;sts or associations of slavery, and only mutual friends at best of 
slaveholders among them, to oppose the most strenuous exertions on the side of abolition, or to correct false impres- 
sions on the popular mind constantly inflamed and abused by appeals of the press and the preacher, to the love of 
liberty and the love of God and man, in a land of civil liberty and christian religion ! How can the slaveholding 
states be lulled or deluded into the hope even that these fanatics will not soon snatch the reins of government? With 
me it was a certain and a fearful loolang forward to a day of wrath soon to come. Indeed, I was informed by mem- 
bers of congress from the north, and by other sources on which I can equally rely, that there are two causes which 
conceal and restrain the full extent of abolition opinions and proceedings at this time ; the advocates of antr- 
slavery do not themselves desire immediate abolition in the District of Columbia, because they desire to preserve a 
bone of contention for awhile, until they can, by discussing the evils of slavery there, more deeply and widely aflect 
public sentiment on the subject in the states ; and, many of these advocates of anti-slavery do not show themselves, 
and ate not active now, because they are politicians as well as abolitionists, and they do not wish, at this particular 
juncture, to injure the prospects of their particular favourite candidate for the presidency in the slaveholding 
states. They can, in perfect accordance with these two reasons of the policy of their anti-slavery cause, wait a few 
months, until the presidential election is over, and then of a sudden, show their real sentiments, under the easy pre- 
text, thai oration has ^nade them abolitionists. The real truth is, that the population of the non-slaveholding 
states is a mass of material Out of which abolition is formed as naturally as the sparks 'fly upwards ; €ind that was 
the first reasoa which operated on my mind, a reason deduced from the social condition of the non-idavehotding 
states. 

The other reason I have called a political reason. God forbid, that I should ever look at this question in any 
point of view, as a political party question. No ; but I freely admit that I was anxiously disposed, as wisdom fend 
policy required of me, to maKe the state of pohtical parties available in obtaining for the slaveholding states and for 
the whole country, a permanent good, in the complete settlement of this dangerous controversy, upon the weakest 
point of our government. I knew that the lust for power was a stjonger passion with politicians than that of fanati- 
cism itself, and therefore could plainly foresee that the dominant political party in congress would not dare to vote 
against the slaveholding states on so vital a question, and I hoped that it might, under the influence of its ruling 
passion to make a president, be induced or compelled to vote with them on a question of far greater consequence to 
their welfare than all the offices to be won or lost by any course of policy. The second reason which influenced my 
mind then, was the state of parties at the time, which characterized this as the most auspicious period, perhaps, for 
all time to come, for the slaveholding states to obtain a declaration bv congress of the permanent guarantee in the 
constitution, which they claim for all slaveholders in the Union, of their inviolable right'* ot private property in , 
slaves. 
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The problem then was reduced to this; that from the course of events and the tendency of causes, good policy re- 
quired us to-q,ct, and act speedily, whilst it was yet day ; and that, being protected by the adventitious state of politi- 
cal parties, we had every thing to gain and nothing to lose, by acting boldly, provided the representatives of the 
slaveholding states were united. a7id true to themselves and their constituents. Accordingly, my course was taken 
with those whom I considered the true advocates of slaveholding rights, of southern safety, and of the nation's wel- 
fare, in resisting the reception, not the hearing, of abolitio7i petitions* 

This resistance wa^ in vindication of the true right of petition, and founded up)on the true construction of the con- 
stitution in relation to the power in congress of abolishing slavery. The right of petition^ it was contended, belonged 
only to petitioners praying to a government having the power of legislating over themselves ; in cases where they 
had a direct interest themselves in the subject of their prayer for legislation ; where they petitioned in a peacea^ 
ble manner, not subversive of the rights of the legislative body to whom they prayed ; for no object hostile to 
THE PUBLIC SAFETY ) and where the government to which they petitioned had the power to grant 

THEIR prayers. 

In these cases the petitioners were not citizens of the District of Columbia, and they prayed to the government 
of the District of Columbia, distinct from the government of the United States, and from any or either of the state 
governments. It was contended that the people of Maine had as much right to petition the legislature of Virginia 
to abolish slavery in Virdnia, which would not be claimed or conceded by any, as they or the people of any state had 
to petition the local legislature of the District of Columbia to abolish slavery in that district. 

That the right to petition carried with it the right to have the petition considered and granted, if reasonable and 
just ; and it would be unreasonable and unjust that petitions, of people whose men rights and interests could not be 
affected either for good or for evil by the grant of their prayers, should be received, considered or granted, to affect 
the rig^hts and interests of others which might be injured or destroyed against their own consent. 

That one limitation, universally admitted, was, that the petition should be decorous and respectful, and not sub- 
versive of the rights of the body to whom it was addressed ; that these petitions were direct attacks upon the moral 
character of slaveholders and their representatives, and personally insulting, by opprobriously denominating them 
" men stealers and land pirates ;" that the " salv^ populi^ and the public weal were greater considerations than the 
personal dignity of legislatures or legislators^ and that " a fortiori,^^ a stronger limitation upon the right of petition 
than the preceding, founded on the necessity of self-preservation in every legislative body, was that which is founded 
upon the public safety, and the necessity of preserving the government and its citizens and their property under 
its protection ; and these petitions struck at the compromises of the constitution, at the peace and safety of the peo- 
ple of the states, and at the existence of the union of the confederacy. 

And lastly, that even though these petitioners were citizens of the District of Cohimhia, yet they could not peti- 
tion their local legislature to abolish slavery, because that local legislature, consisting of congress, has no constitu- 
tional pmoer to abolish slavery in the District of Columbia. It has no suph power for the reason that it cannot take 
private property except for public use ; that to take slaves for emandpa/tion is for no use whatever in the sense of 
the constitution ; that if taken for public use, they cannot be taken without just compensation, and the local legisla- 
ture for the district cannot make compensation for want of power to raise a revenue ; it cannot touch the treasury 
of the United States for such an object • it cannot tax the inhabitants of the district to compensate themselves, for 
that would be no compensation, and it cannot, especially, tax the inhabitants of the district to pay themselves, with- 
out representation elected by themselves, which is denied them by the constitution. 

It was further contended, that to refuse to receive petitions, after hearing their contents stated or read, was not 
a denial in any sense of the right of petition. That the constitution restrained congress from making any ^^law 
prohibiting the right of the people peaceably to assemble, and to petition the government for a redress of griev- 
ances ;" that a refusal to receive these petitions was the making of ^^no law f that it prohibited not the right <' to 
assemble ;" that it prevented not and hindered not the right " to petition,^^ or even the right to have the petition heard ; 
that these petitions for abolition were not for " redress'^ of their own " grievances," but of the grievances of others 
who did not and could not themselves petition or complain ; and that the rights of congress, as a legislative body, to 
receive or reject these petitions, commenced only where the right of petition ended. That if petitioners had the ab- 
solute right to have th^r petitions received, by the same course of reasoning they had the right absolutely to have 
them considered and granted. 

It was, therefore, admitted, that these petitions might be presented or offered, and their contents m-ight be stated 
or read ; but if upon the hearing of them, they prov^ to be addressed from their very nature to the local legislature 
of the District of Columbia, by persons not citizens of that district, over whom that local legislature could pass no 
laws, having no direct or common interest in the subject of legislation, in a manner insulting to the dignity of con- 
gress or any of its members — hostile to the public peace and safety — injurious to the government and its citizens, 
and for the passage of a law in violation of the constitution and of the rights of private property, congress might not 
only refuse to receive them, consistently with the right of petition, but could not receive them without impairing 
rights and interests as sacred as that of petition, and without assuming powers dangerous to the government and de- 
structive of public harmony. Such was the argiiment upoi^ the right of petition, and the power of congress to abo- 
lish slavery in the District of Columbia. When, therefore, the petitions were presented and stated or read, the ques- 
tion was demanded on their reception, and the motion to receive was, in a number of cases which first occurred, laid 
on the table by large majorities. Thus then, the slaveholding representatives had so fer succeeded in excluding every 
petition offered to the house of representatives, and even so far as to reconsider a motion to receive, which had been 
made (by Mr. Adams) and inadvertently carried. 
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Such was the successful course of proceeding, when a northern representative (Mr. Jarvis of Maine) offered a 
series of resolutions, declaring the inexpediency and impolicy merely of abolishing slavery in the District of Co- 
lumbia. Tbis-necessarily compelled me to offer an amendment.. After the events and the discussion which had 
already taken place, and the offering of these resolutions by Mr. Jarvis, it would have been an entire dereliction of 
the whole ground occupied by the slaveholduig states, if their representatives had failed to offer an amendment, 
denying the poxoer in congress, as well as the expediency of abolishing slavery in the District of CJolumbia, or in 
any of the territories of the United States. To say that it was inexpedient or impolitic or dangerous alone to exer- 
cise the power, was to say directly that there was such a power to be exercised, and that it might be exercised 
whenever, in the opinion of a majority, neither pqlicy or expediency or safety would forbid— aye, though all three 
should forbid its exercise. To assign any otheif objection than a constitutional objection, was to admit the possibihty 
at least of the exercise of the power* To say alone that the acts of cession by Virginia and Maryland of the district, 
forbad the exercise of the power, by an implied or even expressed covenant of faith,^ was to leave the mere faith of 
statute laws to the tender mercies of a strong majority, and to say that the constitution did not forbid its exercise, upon 
the common principle of construction, that the expression of one cause or reason would have been an exclusion of 
every other cause or reason. If congress has the power, it has it by the constitution, which is the supreme, uniform 
and permanent law; and no state act or acts can give or take away any of the powers of the federal government, 
which are not or are granted by that constitution, in which alone must the trust of slaveholders be placed. Every 
other barrier to fanaticism will be broken down, and I fear even for that, in the general crush of every thing secured 
by it. I therefore deemed it my imperative duty, as a representative of Virginia, not to permit her rights to be pre- 
termitted or prejudiced by any negative conclusions. 1 had no alternative left but to offer an amendment, declaring 
that congress had no power to abolish slavery in the District of Columbia. 

It was my desire and expectation, that these views, and this course, would meet the approbation and co-opeiation 
of all the representatives of the slaveholding states, or that they would meet with no opposition at least from that 
quarter, certainly not after they were expressed and pursued, and considering too the great necessity of union and 
concert among the representatives of the slave interest now in a fearful minority. But I and those who acted with 
me were doomed to disappointment, and tl^e slaveholding interest to total defeat and the loss of every inch of ground 
which had been gained, and that too by a blow struck from the south. 

A member from South Carolina, (Mr. Pinckney) representing the city of Charleston, actually obtained a vote 
of two thirds to suspend the rules for the purpose of offering the following resolution, which, I consider, yielded 
more of southern rights, «md compromitted more of southern claims, than the abolitionists themselves expected : 

" Resolved, That all the memorials which have been offered, or may hereafter be presented to this house, praying 
for the abolition of slavery in the District of Columbia; and also the resolutions offered by an honourable member 
from Maine, (Mr. Jarvis) with the amendment thereto proposed by an honourable member from Virginia, (Mr. Wise) 
and every other paper or proposition that may be submitted in relation to that subject, be referred to a select com- 
mittee, with instructions to report, that congress possesses no constitutional authority to interfere in any way with 
the institution of slavery in any of the states of this confederacy ; and that in the opinion of this house, congress 
ought not to interfere in any way with slavery in the District of Columbia, because it would be a violation of the 
public faith, unwise, impolitic and dangerous to the Union ; assigning such reasons for these conclusions as, in the 
judgment of the committee, may be best calculated to enUghten the public mind, to repress agitation,' to allay excite- 
ment, to sustain and preserve the just rights of the slaveholchng states and of the people of this district, and to 
establish harmony and tranquillity amongst the various sections of the Union." • 

Immediately upon the suspension . of the rules, the previous question, now odious from its slavish uses, 
was moved and seconded, in part by the representatives of slave states, and this resolution, without debate, 
without dehberation, and without precedent, was referred to its select committee, carrying with it every species of 
abolition memorials, papers and propositions, which had been offered, presented or submitted, those off and those on 
the table, past, present and to come, without distinction or discrimination, except avoiding m^st studiously to carry 
with it any instruction to report the amendment which I had ojffered! I It yielded the point which had been con- 
tended for and practically gained, that congress could not receive or refer and act upon such petitions. It assumed 
that congress had the power to legislate on the subject of the abolition of slavery in the District of Columbia, and at 
once prostrated the rights of slaveholding members, the dignity of the house of representatives and every rule of 
order and decorum before the infamous and scurrilous memorials and extravagant and horrid pretensions of fanatics, 
false philanthropists and foul impostors. 

In the first place it referred, and of course received, " all the memorials which had been offered^'' including, by 
the expressed intention of^the mover, and by the dehberate construction of the house, all memorials on which the 
m^otion to receive had been laid on the table ; and all, however false, foul, slanderous, insulting or indecorous to slave- 
holders and their representatives ! 

It referred all memorials thereafter to be presented, without knowledge of their contents or of their authors, 
though their contents might be worse than any already condemned, and though their authors might be foreigners^ . 
whose signatures had been procured by Thompson since his return to Ensfland ! 

It referred the resolutions of Mr. Jarvis, denying the expediency merely of abolition in the district, with iTistruc- 
turns to the committee to report all in them contained ; and it referred the amendment to these resolutions, offered by 
me, den5ring the power of congress on the subject, without instructions to report any such amendment or resolution, 
thus in effect denying the proposition it contained. 
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And it referred " every other paper or propositiofi that might be submitted?^ on the sulyect of abolition^ in like 
manner, regardless of its character or its source. 

By one general sweeping act it obtained for the abolitionists on cdl memorials, of every description, presented or 
to be presented, what they hSi already failed to obtain in a single case, their reception, their reference, and the ac- 
tion of congress upon them ; and what was still more goading to the slaveholdmg representatives, it not only de- 
prived them of the power of speech and of motion against its iniquitous operation in disposing of the petitions of 
abolitionists in the way most favourable and flattering to them, but it arbitrarily deprived these representatives of the 
privilege of disposing of their own memorials, papers or propositions on the same subject^ in their own way, in defi- 
ance of a vote of the Tnajority, without a vote of two-thirds ! 

Its instructions to the committee were worse for the slavrfiolding states, than its clause to receive and refer. 
They were well calculated, and were no doubt intended, to entrap every slaveholding representative, and to force 
them against their principles, their feelings and their strongest wishes, to vote for them to avoid denying them. 

First, it instructed the committee to report the proposition, that congress has no authority to interfere with slavery 
in the states, I had no difficulty in refusing to vote on such a question-^t all; for the very reason that congress 
had no authority to affirm or deny such a proposition. If it may affirm it, it may deny it. And if I had voted upon 
it at all, I should have voted with my worthy colleague (Mr. Robertson) in the negative, to exclude, as far as such a 
vote could, all assumption of power by congress to affirm or deny the proposition, without meaning to deny }t myself^ 
as I am sure he aid not by his vote. 

In tlie next place, whilst it instructed the committee immediately preceding to deny the " authority^^ of cbuffress 
to " interfere" with slavery in the states, by the second instruction, directly contrasted with the first, it required the 
committee to report that, " in the opinion of the h(mse^^ merely, " congress ought not to interfere in any way with 
slavery in the District of Columbia f^ saying, by the plainest imphcation, that congress might, if it saw fit in its 
opinion, abolish slavery in the District of Columbia. For that reason I retired, and did not vote upon that proposi- 
tion, and too, for another reason equally as strong, that its terms da not import its sense. For, whilst I deny that 
congress has power to abolish, 1 claim that it hds the power " to interfere in^^ some way with slavery in the district, 
as to pass laws, for instance, to prevent the effects of abolitioni societies on the relation of m^aster and slave. 

Lastly, it exjwresses various reasons for this latter instruction, not one of which can be tortured into a denial of 
the power of congress to abolish slavery, and the expression of which, without any kind of guard, is an exclusion of 
the strongest reason of all, that congress has no constitutional power to do what this instruction says merely it }^ aught 
nof to do. And by the adroit use of the words, " reasons for these conclusions," in the latter clause, the cwnmit- 
tee was denied the power of assigning reasons for any other conclusipns than those they were instructed to report by 
the resolution. 

Such was the extraordinary character of this resolution, ofi*ered by a representative of a slaveholding state. If 
asked to account for it, I must answer that it was to afford a dominant political party of the north the pretext for 
(^voiding a direct vote upon the constitutional question of power ; and that such a pretext would not have been com- 
plete, if such a resolution had not been offered by a representative of slaveholders, from a slaveholding state in a 
peculiar political position, and professing to be of an opposite party to the one seeking the m^ans of blinding 
slaveholders in prospect of a presidential election. 

After this resolution had been adopted, a gentleman of Massachusetts, (Mr. Briggs,) presented a memorial pray- 
ing for the abolition of slavery. The question was demanded on its reception. The speaker decided, very properly, 
that such a question might be demanded, siill notwithstanding Mr. Pinckney's resolution. The house, by an over- 
whelming majority reversed this decision of the speaker^ and decided that by the resolution of Mr. Pinckney, the 
memorial was received and referred immediately on presentation, in anticipation of any other motion whatever. 
Numbers of slaveholding representatives voting to overrule the chair, and to sustain this enormous decision and pre- 
cedent by the house. 

Such was the dilemma in which slaveholding rights and interests were involved when your communication of 
the resolutions of the legislature of Vir^nia was received ; and, upon its reception we found to our sorrow, that state 
pride and state sovereignty were alike involved in the same vOrtex of abolition, aided by party influence in congress. 
My colleague, (Mr. Patton,) submitted the copy of your communication addressed to him, and moved to refer it \o the 
usual committee of the District of Columbia, with the instruction to report one of the resolutions of your legislature, 
declaring that "congress has no constitutional power to abohsh slavery in the District of Columbia or in any of the 
territories of the United States." The speaker then decided that this motion was 7iot in order, that it was " a paper^^ 
on the subject of the abolition of slavery, and " submitted,^^ and was therefore taken by the resolution of Mr. Pinck- 
ney, and immediately carried to the " select committee,^^ and top, without the instruction moved. From this deci- 
sion, there was an appeal. Upon this appeal, I attempted to show the absurd consequences of the speaker's decision : 
that it would do what was never before attempted to be done by congress, refer the legislative acts of a^tate of the 
Union to a committee of congress, to be supervised and reported on by it, and on a subject too, whe^^e that very 
state by its very act to be referred, denied all power in congress to touch the subject involved ! I was called to or- 
der by the speaker, for the irrelevancy of this argument, ordered to take my seat and silenced by a majority of the 
house ! For the first time since the foundation of the government, was a direct and sustained attack made upon the 
freedom of debate in congress, and that m the instance of a representative of slaveholders, defending the sove- 
reign rights of his state and the private rights of his constituents from direct aggession ; on a debateable 
question, in order before the house, and for arguments irrelevant in the speaker's opinion msrely, not for words in- 
sidtin^ or indecorous ! 
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The worl(J knows the latitude of debate heretofore allowed in congress. I cite the debate on Foot's xesdution 
in the senate. The present house of representatives is conscious of the wide indulgence allowed this session in every 
case both before and since the instance in which I was denied the right of speech even in order. I cite the cases 
of Mr. Dutee J. Pearce, on the New Yprk fire bill, and of Mr. Adams and Mr. Bynum on a motion which the house 
had actually decided^ relating to the contested election from North Carolina. Before this time, I had claimed tHat 
the freedom of debate and of speech^ was the last vestige oif political liberty left us by the mal-administration an4 
the abuses of the federal government. That gone, it only remains for abolition to make its threatened attack upon 
civU liberty in the District of Columbia, in its onward march against private property and personal rights in the 
slaveholding states, to awaken the people of the United States to a faithful reform of their government or to a bloody 
revolution in a country where a free and wise constitution was established less than fifty years ago. 

After my coUeagne saw that the speaker was sustained in his decision by the house, and the direction that was 
about to be forcibly given to the resolutions of Virginia, he faithfully endeavoured to withdraw them from actual 
violence and disgrace. That indulgence was refused by a majority, and I have to inform you, sir, ihat the resolutions 
of Virsinia are now under the supervision and control of a Committee of congress, which is not likely to give them 
any additional sanction or force, even though it may treat them with more respect than did the house of representa- 
tives. That committee is composed of nine gentlemen, appointed by a sla/Geholding speaker, Jive of whom are re- 
presentatives of non-slaveholding states, all of the opinion that congress ha^ the power to abolish slavery in the dis- 
trict, and four of whom are representatives of slave states, with one or two of that number even agreeing with the 
other five against Virginia on the constitutional question. 

The next day after my colleague had submitted the copy of your communication transmitted to him, I presented 
the memorial of a citizen of the district, protesting against the right of petition and the power of congress to abolish 
davery in the district, which I moved to refer, by a written ^^papef^ ^^ submitted" to the select committee with in- 
structions to report the resolution of Virginia, declaring that congress has no constitutional power to abolish 
davery in the District of Gdumbia, or in the territories of the Utdted States. Strange to tell, the speaker decided 
this motion not to be in order, though like the Virginia resolutions, it was a jaritten ^^papef^ on the subject of aboli- 
Hon " submUted,^^ and the house sustained his decision ; thus excluding in every form, the instruction as to the 
question of power, in the teeth of the decision of the chair and the house, both made within the preceding twenty- 
four hours ! 

I then read in my place to the house of representatives the copy of your comnumiciation addressed to me, but 
withheld it from the clerk of the house, from the company of aboUtion memorials, and from the ignominy which I 
knew awaited its submission to congress. 

Before I conclude, I deem it my duty to state, it is no longer to be concealed, that the senators and representa- 
tives in congress from the non-slaveholding states, composing a large majority in both houses, are neariy united in 
the opinion that congress has the power to abolish slavery in the District of Columbia and in the territories of the 
United States. And a majority ol them believe that congress has power to abolish the slave trade not ovXy in the 
district, but. between the stages of the Union, by the clause of the constitution " to regulate commerce among the 
several states," in conformity with the opinions of the north advanced and urged in 1819. 

How long before these opinions will be acted on in congress depends upon the rapidity of the increase of aboli- 
tionists, now admitted to be fast multiplying in the non-slaveholding states, where there is no mode or means of re- 
sisting their influence. And how long before the Missouri question, especially, will again show itself, depends upon 
the order, perhaps, of the question of admitting Arkansas as a state, now before congress. 

But the present aspect of the slavery question in congress, is not owing to the non-slaveholding representatives 
alone. It is partly, if not mainly owing to the union with them of many representatives of the slave states them- 
selves. Whilst they are united to a man, we are divided and distracted. Some of the representatives of the slave 
states, I know, actually joined with the representatives of the non-slaveholding states, because they wer^ with thenc 
conscientiously of the opinion that congress has the power to abolish slavery in the District of Cdimibia. But I 
must say, that I believe others of them, who were.not of that opinion, and yet tmited with the non-slaveholdinsr in- 
terest, were influenced by their attachment to a northern political party, which is now seeking to elect a northern 
candidate to the presidency. 

Thus, sir, I have detailed to you, and the legislature of Virginia, the whole history of this subject before con- 
gress ; and I hope I have done nothing more than my duty, in reporting fully and truly upon measures of the gene- 
ral ffovernment and opinions of pubhc men, affecting interests of my state of the greatest magnitude ; less I could 
not have said by way of apology, for not " submittin^,^^ as I was requested, the resolutions of Virginia to the legis- 
lative body of which'l-am a*member, and in which I nave been deprived of the rights of a member in a late instance 
of the freedom of speech. 

With the deepest solicitude for the welfare of Virginia, the security of her rights, and the peace and happiness 
of her citizens, and with the highest respect for her governor and legislature,

The committee of privileges and electioiis to whom was referred a resolution of theTiouse of delegates, in- 
structing them " to enquire whether a stockholder in a corporation, which incorporation holds lands, can by virtue of 
his stock be a freeholder, or so possessed of said land, or any part thereof as to entitle him to the right of suffrage 
under the constitution, and report their opinion, with their reasons, to the house," beg leave to submit the following 
report : 

Your committee deem the enquiry submitted to them to be of great importance to the interest of the common- 
wealth, and intimately connected with the rights and interests of her citizens in reference to election and representa- 
tion. If that class of persons be entitled to vote under the constitution, that right should not be abrid^ nor its 
exercise denied to them ; but, if on the oth6r hand, they are not entitled, the exercise should be prohibited as an in- 
terference with the rights and privileges of others. 

In decidin^^ the question, it is essentially necessary to discard all considerations ffrowin^ out of the party politics 
of the dav, and view it as it must operate throughout all time, not as it may cdflfect this or mat individual or county, 
but in reference to the whole commonwealth ; not as political partisans, to effect particular purposes, but as impartial 
statesmen deciding the great question of political rights under the constitution. 

The constitution provides, that "every white male citizen of the commonwealth, resident therein, aged twenty- 
one years and upwards, being qualified to exercise the right of suffrage a-ccording to the former constitution and 
laws ; and every such citizen, b^s possessed, or whose tenant for years, at will or at sufferance, is possessed of an 
estate of freehold in land of the viQue of twenty-five dollars, and so assessed to be, if any assessment thereof be re- 
quired by law ; and every such citizen, being possessed as tenant in common, joint tenant or parcener, of an inte- 
rest in, or share of land, and having an estate of freehold therein, such interest or share being of the value of twenty- 
five dollars, and so assessed to b^ if any assessment thereof b^ required by law ; and every such citizen being 
entitled to a reversion or vested remainder in fee, expectant on an estate for life or liv^s, in land of the value of fifty 
dollars, and so assessed to be, if any assessment thereof be required by law," — '* shall be qualified to vote for members 
of the general assembly in the coimty, city, town or borough, respectively," &c. 

And the question arises whether a stockholder in an incorporated company is entitled to the right of suffrage 
under any of the foregoing provisions? 

A corporation is an artificial body, created by law, capable of suing and being sued, of buying, selling and trans- 
ferring property, and of holding estates real and personal. It is the representative by and through which the busi- 
ness and interests of the severed individuals composing it are conducted and managed, over which no one individual 
has suQy control. He cannot demand his separate interest to be set apart to him, nor can he obtain any redress in ills 
own name for any injury oi injustice done to the corporate rights. The whole property is vested in the corporation 
and not in the individuals composing it The only power existing in the individual, is the riffht of buying and sell- 
ing the stock of the corporation, and voting under its charter and by-laws. The corporation being thus vested with 
the whole estate, would, generally, be entitled to the right of suffrage, but that the constitution requires the voter to 
be a " white male citizen of the commonwealth"-^a corporation is not a citizen, and therefore cannot vote. If the 
whole property of the corporation is thus vested in the artificial body, created by law, it would at once appear that 
the individuals could not be possessed of any portion thereof, and therefore could not be entitled to the right of suf- 
£rag8) for it is difficult to conceive how the same thin^ could be vested in an artificial body and a natural person at 
the same time. K it be vested in one, it is not vested m the other. . 

It is no doubt truoi that the individuals have an interest in the corporate property, but it is an interest beyond 
63 
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their control and management. The question recurs, are the indvndaaia pesaessed of this interest act required by 
the constitution, or is it in the possession of the corporation, which alone has the power to sell and transfer the same 
in their corporate capacity? 

The individuals can maintain no action, for all suits must be instituted in the corporate name. If trespass be 
committed on the corporate property, the corporation (and not the individual stockholders), can alone seek redress. 
The individuals have no more right to interfere with the management of its affairs, than a stockholder in a bank has 
to assume authority and control over the moneys of the institution. The whole management is v^ted in the presi- 
dent and directors, as the representatives of the corporate power ; the possession of the property is in them and not 
in the stocUiolders. The jissession of the corporate property being in the ccwrporate body, the stockholders, whether 
as individuals sint^Iy, or as joint tenants, or tenants in common, or parceners, are precluaed from voting under the . 
constitution, for want of possession, for that is required in all those cases. 

It may possibly be supposed that the stockholders have the right of suffirage as reversioners or remaindermen^ 
after the expiration of the charter, in case the estate should not be sold or transferred during its existence. It majr 
well be questioned, whether the stockholders, under such circumstances, would be entitled to aiiy interest whatever 
in the estate. The artificial body having ceased to exist, the ^tctte could not descend and pass to heirs, for there 
could be none to inherit ; it would be left without any legal owner, and might perhaps be foneited to the common- 
wealth. It is, however, not necessary to decide this question, inasmuch as it can be clearly shewn that there exists 
in the stockholders no right of " reversion or vested remainder in fee, expectant on an estate for life or lives,^ as re- 
quired by the constitution. A reversion is defined in law to be, " the residue of an estate left in the grantor to com- 
mence in possession after the determination of some particular estate granted out by him.'' Now the corporation be- 
comes entitled to the property, either by the act of incorporation, or by purchase afterward^, and if any reversion can 
thereby be created, it must be vested in the original grantor, and not in those who may have become stockholders. 
It is possible that a charter might be so framed as to feave an estate in reversion in the original owner$, but this could 
not apply to the stockholders generally, who have only become owners of stock by purch^e. 

The right of voting as remaindermen is beUevea to be entirely without foundation. The constitution requires 
" a vested remainder in fee, expectant on an estate for life or lives.'' If there be any remainder at all in the corjiorate 
estate, it must necessarily be contingent, and not vested. The corporation can at any time defeat the remainder by 
a transfer of the estate in any mode prescribed by the charter, and the charter always presumes that a disposition and 
sale of all the effects and estate of the corporation shall be made during the period of its existence ; for, so soon as 
that time elapses, all its powers cease, unless again authorized to exist by the power that created it. Even if it were 
possible thus to create a remainder, still it would not be a^ " remainder expectant on an estate for life or lives," and 
would, therefore, not give the right of suffrage. 

It is believed that if stockholders in corporate companies can have any claim to the right of suffrage, it must be 
based on some of the foregoing clauses of the constitution ; as it cannot be sustained on these' grounds, it cannot 
exist at all. 

Resdved therefore as the opinion of this committee, That " a stockholder in a corporation holdmg lands," can- 
not, " by virtue of his stock, be a freeholder, or so possessed of said land, or any part thereof, as to entitle him to the 
right of suffrage under the constitution." 

On motion of Mr. Gregory, Ordered, That the same be laid upon the table. 

On motions severally made. Ordered, That leave of absence uom the service of this house b6 granted for the 
remainder of the session to Messrs. Waggjener, Southall and Gillespie, from to-day, and to Messrs. Bare and Sinker^ 
from Tuesday next. 

Mr. Garter, from the committee on banks, presented a report upon the state of the Bank of Virginia, and the 
Farmers bank of Virginia, which was received and laid upon the table, and on motion of Mr. Cunningham, 185 co- 
pies thereof were ordered to be printed for the use of the general assembly.

Resolved as the opinion of this committee^ That it is inexpedierU to increase the wages of the inspectors of to- 
bacco at said warehouse. 

The said resolutions were, on questions put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 

On motion of Mr. Watkins, the house adjourned until Monday 10 o'clock.

" An act to amend the act, entitled, ' an act to incorporate the Grayson sulphur springs company.' " 

" An act to change the site for the erection of a bndge across Jackson's nver, opposite the town of Covington, 
from second to third -street, in accordance with the act, entitled, < an act for the erection of said bridge,'" passed 23a 
January, 1833. 

" An act to itmend the act, entitled, * an act reducing into one the several acts for punishing persons guilty of

They have also passed the bill, entitled, 

<' An act to amend an act, entitled, < an act to enact with amendments an act of the general assembly of North 
Carolina, entitled, ' an act to incorporate the Greensville and Roanoke rail-road company,' " passed February 7th, 1834, 
with amendments to the title, in which ttey request the concurrence of the house of del^ates. 

And they have rejected the bill, entitled, 

" An act to amend the act concerning merchants' licenses." 

Their committee appointed to examine the enrolled bills, have examined sundry other such bills, which being 
fotmd truly enrolled, have been signed by their speaker, and are herewith returned to the house of delegates. 

The said ameiKlments being twice read, were, on questions severally put thereupon, agreed to by the house. 

Ordered, That the clerk inform the senate thereof. 

Mr. Brooke, from the joint library committee, presmted a report on the state of the library, which was read as 
follows: 

THie joint committee on the public library respectfully report : 

That they have examined the librarian's report for the past year, together with his accounts therein referred to, 
(herewith submitted,) and have found them correct. 

Prom these documents, it appears that the receipts of the fiind during the year, were $ 1,926 90, making with 
the former balance (of <$ 824 11,) the sum of $ 2,761 01 : and the expenditures for the purchase of books and con- 
tingencies during the same period, were $ 1,844,10, and for interest on the debt due to the literary fund $ 600 ; ma^ 
king the sum of 9 2,444 10, and leaving a balance in hand on the 31st of December last, of $ 306 91. 

There have been added to the library during the past year, 134 folios and quartos, and 139 octavos and duode- 
cimos, makibg 273 volumes. Among them are several volumes of reports of the supreme courts of Kentucky; Indiana 
and Missouri, which the governor or the commonwealth received from the governors of these states, and caused to be 
lodged in the Ubrary ; and the committee have with great pleasure acknowledged the courtesy of these donations by 
directing copies of Leigh's reports to be transmitted m like manner through the executive, to the said governors res- 
pectively, feeling satisfied that in thus reciprocating the civilities of those sister states, tiiey were only executing the 
wishes of the gmeral assembly. 
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The library being now very neaxly sufficient for all the purposes of its creation, the committee have appropri^ 
ated only the small sum of $ 200 for further purchases of books for the current year, and have directed the Ubrarian 
to pay over all the balance of the accruing receipts, (after paying for the books already ordered, when received,) to 
the literary fund, on account of the debt owing irom the library fund to that fund. 

The committee have only to add that the librarian has continued to discharge the duties of his office during the 
past year to their entire satisfaction. 

The committee respectfully submit the following resolution : 

Besolvedy That the account of the librarian ending on the Slst of December, 1835, be received and allowed. 

Report qf the lAbrarian to the joint Library Committee^ December Slstj 1835. 

In conformity to the provisions of an act of the general assembly,, which requires that the librarian shall comu- 
ally render to the joint library committee a report of his proceedings, and an account of the receipts and disburse- 
ments of the hbrary fund, I have the honour to submit the following report : 

On the 1st day of January, 1836, there was on hand, - - - - 824 11 

From the 1st day of January, to the 31st day of December 1836, inclusive, the receipts were, • 1,926 90 

Amounting together to - - - - $2,751 01 
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Which amount has been applied to payment of interest on debt due literary fiind, - - 600 00 

To purchases of books ordered by the committee, and contingent expenses, - - 1,844 10 

Leaving an unexpended balance on the 31st December, 1835, of - - - 306 91 

$2,751 01 

All which is stated more fully and at large in the account of receipts and disburs^nents herewith submitted, 
marked A. 

The committee during the last session, hy resolution, appropriated a sum not exceeding $ 800, to- the purchase 
of addition^ books, and directed that the balance, whatever it might be, should be paid over on account of the debt 
due to the literary ftmd ; but by a subsequent resolution, thev also directed the purchase of all the books remaining 
upon the catalogue of purchases for the jeax 1834, which had not been obtained. This last mentioned list compnsi^ 
such books as could omy be obtained by importation, and it was not possible to ascertain befoi:e sendmg out the order 
what would be the cost. The amount sreatly exceeded the anticipations of the committee, but it included all the 
purchases ordered, although the books have not all been received — a part, comprising between 4 and 500 volumes, 
wtich by advices should have been shipped in the month of October last, has not jret come to hand. The 
funds of the library for the present year, except the interest of the debt due to the literary fund, and the balance of 
$ S06 91 before mentioned, have been applied to the payment for that portion of the books which have already ar- 
rived and been placed in the library ; and there will be due for the remainder, when received, the sum of $ 986 66, 
which the funds for the ensuing year will be adequate to meet at an early day. 

These purchases constitute a splendid and valuable addition to the library ; and 1 hes leave a^ain respectfully 
to suggest for the consideration of the (^ommittee, whether that institution is not now so far compete in all its de- 
partments as for the present to answer the purposes the legislature had in view in its establishment, and whether it is 
not most adviseable to disencumber the fund of the debt due to the literary fund, before any further additions are 
made. 

As connected in some measure with the interests of the library, it is perhaps my duty to advert to a subject 
which has heretofore received the attention of the committee, viz : a continuation of the statutes at large of this 
state. By an act of the 21st February last, (p. 16,) the governor is authorized to contract for the printing of 300 
copies of a continuation of Hening's statutes at large to the year 1806, proposed to be published by Jfr. Samuel 
Shepherd. In the annual report at the session of 1830-31, 1 stated to the committee that there were frequent calls 
for various acts of assembly, and for complete series of the sessions acts from the termination of Hening's publica- 
tion ; and the committee in their report to the general assembly " earnestly recommended that arrangements be made 
in order to fill up the chasm between the last volume of Hening and the commencement of the session of 1829.'* 
By the act of February 22, 1830, the legislature had already directed that 300 copies of the sessions acts, and 25 
copies of the journals of both houses shall annually be added to the library fund. Consequently, the Ubrary fund, be- 
sides 462 copies of Hening's statutes at large, has 300 copies of the sessions acts from 1829-30 to the present time, and 
is entirely deficient in the acts from the year 1792 to the year 1829, which are no where to be obtained. I beg leave, 
therefore, respectfully, to propose to the committee again to recommend that the publication of the statutes at large 
be made complete, and that so much of such publication as may be necessary to connect Hening's statutes at large 
with the acts from the year 1829, be added to the library fund. There are strong reasons for the belief that public 
benefit would result from it ; and as regards the library fund, it would obviously create a demand for Hening's sta^ 
tutes at large; now the least productive part of it, though, as connected with the early historjr of the state, perhaps 
not the least valuable. It may well be doubted whether a partial publication of the statutes will materiaUy promote 
the public convenience or answer any valuable purpose. If^ however, it shall be the pleasure of the legidature to 
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make the publication complete, and to direct a sale of it for any object, it would seem from a recurrence to the conse- 
quences of ^ partial s^bscription to the first series of the reports, that the state ought to take the whole. The ex- 
pense would be altogether inconsiderable ; purchasers might be supplied at a moderate price, and the various semi- 
naries of learning throughout the state, gratuitously. 

The governor has received the following donations to the state, which he has directed me to place in the Ubrary, 
viz : A report on the geology, mineralogy, botany and zoology of Massachusetts ; Dana's reports select cases in the 
court of appeals of Kentucky, 2 vols. ; Pertle's digest of the same, 2 vols. ; Blackford's reports supreme court of 
judicature of Indiana, 2 vols. ; and Decisions of the supreme court of Missouri, 3 vols. 

. . And the following donations to the library have also been received, viz : Fiom Edward X>)lsto];i, esq., a history of 
the Chesapeake and Ohio canal ; from Matthew Carey, esq.. Memoirs of the Pennsylvania agricultural society ; from 
the common council of the city of Richmond, a plan of the city ; from Benjamin W. Leigh, esq.. Documents of the 
post office committee, and statistical view" of die population of the United States from 1790 to 1830 ; from John Ro- 
bertson, esq., Greological report of an examination of the country between Missouri and Red rivers, and a chart t)f 
the harbour of Charleston ; from James Brown, jr. esq., a very ancient copy of Sheppard's touchstone ; and a copy 
of the 2d volume of Robinson's practice from the author. 

Document A. is an account of the receipts and disbursements of the library fimd ; B. a tabular statement of the 
books and maps which constitute the fund ; and C. an account of disbursements of an appropriation of $ 1,200, by 
an act of the 10th March, 1835, entitled, << an act to increase the Ubrary for the use of the court of appeals at Lew- 
isburg."

Mr. Watkins submitted the following preamble and resolutions^ which, on his motion, were ordered to be laid 
upon the table : 

Whereas the general assembly of Virginia did, on the 20th day of February, adopt certain resolutions, instruct- 
ing their senators to vote for expunging from the journals of the senate of the United States, the resolution adopted 
by that body on the 28th of March, 1834, in relation to the president of the United States, and which the general 
assembly regarded as subversive of the rights of the house of representatives, and the fundamental principles of free 
government : 

And whereas Benjamin Watkins Leigh, one of the said senators, did address to the general assembly, on the 
second instant, a letter, declaring his determination neither to obey the said instructions nor to resign his office of 
senator : 

And whilst this assembly can never be so devoid of self-respect as to enter into an altercation with its own ser- 
vants, it yet believes that there may be occasions when it would not only be propet, but incumbent on them, to ex- 
press their disapprobation of the conduct of their servants ; and that the present is one of those occasions : 

1. Therefore, resolved by the general assembly of Virginia, That the letter of Benjanrin Watkins Leigh, one of 
the senators of this state, addressed to this assembly on the second of March, 1836, is sophistical and unsatisfactory ; and 
that this assembly doth highly disapprove of the conduct of the said Benjamin Watkins Leigh, in relation to tfie ex- 
punging resolution, and to the instructions concerning the same, given to the said senator by the general assembly, 
during the present session thereof. 

2. Resolved, (the letter of the said senator to the contrary notwithstanding,) That this assembly doth solemnly re- 
peat their regard for the right of instruction, as resting on the broad basis of the nature of representation, and one of 
the vital principles of our free institutions, and that it is the duty of the representative to obey the instructions of his 
constituents, or resign the trust with which diey have clothed him, in order that it may be transferred into the hands 
of those who will carry into execution the wishes and instructions of the constituent body. 
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3. Resolved, That after the soleiim ezpresakm of the opinion of the general assemUy, on the right of inistnic- 
tion, and the duty of obedience thereto, no man ought henceforth to accept or retain the appointment of senator of 
the United States, froo^ Virginia, who doth not hoki himself bound to obey such instructions, or to resign the trust 
^th which he is clothed. 

Mr. Sherraid submitted the following resolution : 

Whereas the general assembly of nrginia regards the improvement of the navigation of the Gacapehon river 
from its junction with the Potomac to- its highest point susceptible of navigation in the county of Haray, and its 
union with the main stem of the Chesapeake and Ohio canal, as of such great interest and importance to diis state, 
that those improivements ^ould be provided for by it, without unnecessary delay : 

Be it therefere resolved, That the Chesapeake and Ohio canal company be requested, and the proxy or proxies 
representing the stock held by this state in said company, be instructed, to take all necessary and proper measures for 
uniting the waters of the Cacap^on river with the Chesapeake and Ohio canal, by constructing a navigable feeder 
from me mouth of said river to the said canal, by means of an aqueduct across the Potomac river, witfi a water- 
way at least six feet deep and twenty feet wide, and equal to the aquedu(5ts now c<mstructed on said canal. 

On motion of Mr. Garland of Amherst, the same was amended by adding thereto the words, << provided the cost 
thereof sfa^ll not exceed one hundred thousand dollars." 

On motion of Mr. Brown of Petersburg, the said resolution as amended, was ordered to be laid u^n the table. 

On motion of Mr. Brown of Petersburg, an engrossed bill to prevent frauds in the packing of cotton, was taken 
up, and the question being put upon its passage^ was determined in the negative. 

Resolved, That the said bill be rej^stecL 

Mr. Layne, from the committee appointed to examine ^iroUed bills, reported that they had examined sundry other 
8uch bills and found them truly enh>lied. 

Ordered, That Mr. Layne carry the same to the senate.

I respectfully requested of the house of del^ates, on the lOth instiant, an enquiry into the manner in which I 
have performed the duties of commissions of revolutionary claims for the last two years. My reqtiest has not been 
complied with. It is, therefore, to be inferred, that my conduct in office has not been disapproved ; and I may now 
resign, without being subject hereafter to the suspicion of having failed to perform the duties which were assigned me. 

For the reasons which were given in my communication to the speaker of the house of del^ates of the 10th 
instant, I now tender my resignaticm of the office of commis^oner of revolutionary claims.

Whereas, by the official statements from the treasury d^artment of the United States, it appears there will be 
an unappropriated balance in the treasury, above the ordinary demands of the Mvemment, subject to the action of 
congress during the present session : And whereas, it is presumed that the wisdom of congress will not suffer that 
funa to accumulate in the treasury without devising means by which it can be usefully employed for the benefit of 
the people of this Union : And whereas, some of our sister states deny to congress the constitutional power of ma- 
king internal improvements in the several states, while all seem to admit the power and propriety of distributing the 
proceeds arising, or which may have arisen, from the sale of the public lands, amongst tne several states, subject to 
the control of their irespective legislatares : And whereas, the proportion to which Pennsylvania wotdd be entided, 
should such distribution be made, would enable her to complete her public works, and establish a fund for the sup- 
port of common schools, which would preclude the necessity of taxation for either purpose : And whereas, it is the 
policy of our government to guard against the increase of executive patronage, and especially against the accumular 
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tiott of large sums of money in the treasury .unappropriated : And whereas, a very large proporticm of surplus re- 
venue arises from the sales of the public lands, the joint property of all the states, whidi is regarded as a source of 
revenue which ought to be applied in the promotion of education, by establishing a system of common schools, — to 
the purposes of internal improvement, — or such other purposes as will best promote the interests of the states re- 
spectively: Therefore, 

Resolved by the senate and house of representatives of the commonwealth of Pennsylvania, in general as- 
semhly met, That our senators in congress be mstructed, and our representatives be recommended, to use their influ- 
ence to procure the passage of a law to distribute the proceeds arising, or which may have arisen, from the sale of 
the public lands, amongst the several states, in proportion to the number of members from each state, in the house of 
representatives of the United States. 

Resolved, That our senators in confess be instructed, and our representatives be recommended, to vote for a 
liberal and judicious expenditure of public money for the completion and construction of fortifications for the com- 
mon defence. 

Resolved, That the governor be requested to forward to each of our senators and members of congress from 
Pennsylvania, a copy of the foregoing preamble and resolutions ; and also to the governors of the several states, with 
a request that they shall be laid before their state legislatures, requesting their co-operation.
